He had sent on before him, from stage to stage, to protect 
him on his journey, and to embark with him, the regiment of 
his guard which be was allowed to take with him to Eliba, as a 
guard cf honour according to the spirit of the treaty, but in 
his own mind as a vanguard of war. He knew the power of 
a band of faithful soldiers in the chances of a war, and above 
all in the vicissitudes of a revolution. A detachment of 1,500 
chosen men, representing the French army, might be, at a 
given day, the most captivating standard for his cause ; and 
the imprudence cf the allies and of the Bourbons had still 
left him in possession of this spell

The commissioners of the allied powers accompanied 
Napoleon to the place of embarkation, to guarantee at ne and 
the same time his safety and his departure. Fréjus bad Leen 
chosen in order to avoid the dense population of the principal 
ports, and the Undaunted, an English fngate, awaited him 
there. 

His journey was gloomv, clandestine, and rapid: fer in 
travelling through France he had alike to dread the cbstinate 
fanaticism of his partisans in the military provinces cf the 
Centre, and the fanaticism cf hatred in the population cf the 
South. The march of the detachments of his guard resemtled 
a funeral procession escorting the remains of their glors and 
of their Emperor to the tomb. A crowd wavering in the 
midst of emotion, happy in the prospect of peace, but respectful 
towards the remnant of our armies, a mournful silence, a 
murmur of commiseration amongst some, of resentment 
amongst others, some scattered cries of ‘ Vive Napoleon!” 
beneath the windows of the hotel where the Empervr reposed, 
alone distinguished his journey through these provinces which 
had been ruined by his wars, but which were proud of his 
glory. After evincing these last sÿmptoms of emotion around 
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his renidence, the groups of people dispersed, and 1he mtreuts 
rermained silent and déserte np to bis departure, Ft was not 
decimed prudent to pus through Lyon sn the day tin. ‘The 
population of that grent city, though it had been decirouted by 
the extinction of Sfnduntry and commerce, and conquered nt 
this moment by that foreign invasion ocensioned by his bound. 
deux ambition, #0 cherinhed for his à feeling of gratitude for 
the rentoration of ta religion, for its édifices rebuill after the 
siogs by the National Convention, and for the revolutionsry 
turbulences ntifled under his denpotinn, Lyon, in the Jennt 
inteectus) 0f the cities of france, bevnume its snercantile and 
routine genius is entirely devoted to à lovs of guin, and there 
fore best accommodates jtm:lf to the nilent and nrbitrury rule 
Of 4 noldierx hand, Napoleon nlept in one of its nuburbg 
under the guurd and protection of à reginent of Cossu:ks, 
Ho had just left this Slumnians raunters of bin cnpitul, and he 
thus found jn the benrt of bis cnpire, ie borbarous hordes 
of the North, as à vengennes of dentiny and n visible chastinee 
nent, for Momow,  Ensulting eries reprouthed him with it on 
his departurs from Lyons, and these snalediitions invrenmed 
from city to city, and from ntage Lo stage, in proportion ns he 
advanced towards the Nouth, He was frequentiy obliged, in 
order to hill himself from then, to conceal his feutures 
frais the eagar look of the paople, and to snislend the crowd 
by taking shelter in the carriagen of the foreign commissions,

evinced no sign either of joy or malignity at his fall, but suf- 
fered him to pass unheeded without any other reproach than 
that of its silence.

But on quitting Valence, where his name had the influence 
of a Jocal souvenir and of great favours diffused during his 
reign amongst its principal families, he found the South all up 
and stirring with irritation and fanaticism against his name. 
The recollection of the persecutions of the Cevennes, the reli- 
gious causes converted into and perpetuated as political causes, 
the massacres of Avignon, the insurrections of Marseiïlles, the 
taking of Toulon by the English, the quick and impassioned 
character of the people, where the fire of the sun seems to 
inflame all hearts, had left amongst the parties in these pro- 
vinces elements of fermentation easily called into action. 
The masses, less reflective and more sensual than in the north 
of France, had preserved there, more than elsewhere, the im- 
passioned superstitions of old things and of old races. The 
return of the Bourbons to Paris had appeared to the royalist 
people of the South a personal victory of their own over the 
opposing party. The name of Napoleon represented there 
all that the people abhorred ; his fall did not seem to them 
a vengeance and a surety sufficient against tho possible return 
of his domination. His death alone could assuage the dread 
and hatred which he inspired. The dregs of the people had 
been agitated for some days at the rumour of his expected 
passage under the walls of Orange and of Avignon; and if 
crime was not actually meditated amongst them, at least they 
prepared outrage.  Ît was intended that he should leave 
France accompanied by the imprecations of the South; and 
the commissioners who were informed of this disposition on 
the part of the people, could only secure the safety of 
their captive by sheltering his unpopularity under false 
indications of hours which misled the populace, and under 
the shades of night, which hid Napoleon from the towns and 
villages through which he passed. One of the couriers 
who preceded his carriage, on arriving at Orgon found the 
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mulutalk assœmblel in de square, surrounding an effigy 
c Napcleon kung up on a gibbet, in front of the post-house, 
amd ibreatening to carry into effect this infamcus punishment 
ca the person cf the trrant. This courier returned with all 
spood to acquunt the commisswners with the disposition of 
te rabble. ‘Thes accordmpir sluckened their progress ; they 
pretended to bave recœived coantercrders, and the town was 
muisked ss to dire moment of the Emperors arnival Tbe im- 
paüent crosd. therefore, dipersed ; amd Napoleon, disguised

coasis 6f France, of Italr. and of Spain, interrupted only br 
wide spaces which compnse the great maritime routes from 
the Western World to the East These islands at all times, 
br their isolation from the continent, br their inaccessibilits, 
and by their wild and rugged furm. served as places of tanish- 
ment. cf exile. or cf impnisonment to the primitive people on 
the eastern coast of Italy.

London 
end Pers resomded with the lightest step and the most tri 
fing word of Napoleon, who, on his pert, affected to rercive 
the travellers with esse and grace, as ome who had laid aside 
ai} arms and conquered all hatred, and who demanded nothing 
more in ts world than an asvium in every heart, a favourable 
souvenir im all imuginations Paunilme Borghese, the most 
beautiful and most worshrpped woman of her time, bad trans- 
ferred her court and sttracted her admirers to the island of 
Eïbe She adormed the exile of her brother, gave life and 
sal to 12, mpemioned it with her charms, and made it toueh- 
dour and tie grace. while she did the honour of his saloons

Meanwhile Napoleon. who concealed even from Bertrand 
amd Cambronne. his two lieutenants in exile, the thoughts he 
kuË nourishet since his departure from Fontainetlean, was 
watchiny. acparentis without interest. but in reality with 
attention. the attitude of Euroge. of France. and of the eon- 
gress of Vienne He had npon his mek no other eonfidant 
than bis own hexrt : but on the continent he had many eves 
boking sat for him. and wetchwonds had been agreed upon with 
a small number of his old adherents m Paris: signs which be 
some enald read. and of which the emisseres who brought them, 
œmder various preterts, did not themselves know the import- 
ave o7 the signification. Besites the prinees and princesses 
6f his own famils, three men in Pars had agreed with 
Napoleon at Fomxinebieau to keep him squainted with the 
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elapsed he saw them at loggerheads with the too-exacting party 
of the old regime, with the untamesble party of the Revolution, 
with the dethroned military party, and with the Empire ; while 
unable to reconcile to himself the acquiescence of France in 
her present littleness after all Europe had been overrun, con- 
quered, and possessed. He heard from his island the mur 
murs of these 50,000 officers or sub-officers. condemned, with- 
out pay, or on half-par. to the idleness of their villages and 
the obscure condition of their respective families He knew 
that the treasurr, exhausted bv his wars and by the foreign 
occupation, could neither assuage their poverty nor promote them 
in time of peace. Alreadr also he heard the recriminations of 
all these states, reut in fragments br the arbitrary fiat of the 
congress of Vienna, after having been grouped in imposing 
nationalities. and compelled to return under the narrow and 
superannusted domination of their ancient reigning houses. 
He foresaw, for all the sovereigns as well as for the Bourbons 
themselves. the difficultr of suddenly disbanding these immense 
armies which they had been obliged to levr against him. He 
cœounted upon the quick and fevenish inoculation of the doctrines 
of libertv, which it had been necessary to evoke from the 
bosom of Germanr to urge her to independence. He looked 
for explosions of that Hberalism which he considered to be the 
deadiy malady of the modern world, because it struck at the 
power of absolute thrones and elevated itself upon their fall, 
bke the spin of the present age after the tyranny of the past. 
He discovered the first symptoms of it in the ümid but bitter 
opposition journals of Paris; in the agitations of Milan. where 
liberty was tumultuously applauded by voung men at the 
theatre ; in the funeral of Mademoiselle Raucourt. a Parisian 
artist, at which the people hooted the priesthood and profaned 
the church: in the obsequies of Louis XVI., at St Denis, 
duning which. the faubourgs had renewed against the Count 
d'Artois the vociferations and the sanguinarv srmbols of 1795. 
He rejoiced in secret at the first political quiverings of Europe, 
hoping that after having profited by this agitauon of the 
popular spint against the ancient thrones, he should be able to 
conquer it again under his soldierly and plebeian despotism. 
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The ennui, morsover, consaquent npon his position, mada him 
hittla Rernpuloma na to the menna, and lesa timid aa tn the 
difienties of the future. Tdleness weighied npem him ne npon 
a epirit which had Jong borne np the world, bat now no longnr 
bore angthing bat dienppointment and ragrat. AI riska and 
chances ssemed to him preferatla ta this certainty of ron- 
aurning himself in the fall power and posseæmion of hi farnltios 
in his island prison.

England begnn to speak of the norescity of removing Napoleon 
from France, and France from Napoleon, and rome island in 
the ocean wns sought for which might ba encily wntrhed and 
aurrounded, and wonld therefore present a plare vf grenter 
security for the banishrment of this publie danger. The Tale 
of Ponza presented itself in the Mediterranean, that nf Rt, 
Helena in the Atiantie Ocann. These rumours, exagwerated 
bythe reports of his confidants, made Napoleon apprehend 
that the conreasions of Paris might he revoked, and his 
principality be converted into a prison, to which death itarlf 
would ba preferable. Morenver, between power and denth, 
there till remnined for him all the chances of an invasion of 
the continent, and all the trenties which this invasion might 
forcs from the #rllied prwers.  Îtaly apperred to him aa A 
soeond France, still ensior perhaps to ronae to action, to 
conquer and to keep, than his first empire. Fe wnr of its 
blood, he spokn its Inngniage, ho possessed its national genius, 
his name sounded there like à name of Tuscany, his brother

command then to think no more of me, What do they think 
of mo nt Paris? They invent a grent many fables and fulso- 
hoods there ; sometimes they #aÿ D atm mad, soinctiones that I 
ain sick. DE 54 alao said that Faim to be transferred to Malta 
or to St. Helena, Let then think of itf S havo provisions for 
six months, cannons and brave ren to defend me, and 1 shall 
make thern pay deurlÿ for their shameful attempt, But 1 
cannot believe that Furops will dishonour itself by arming 
against a single man, who neither can nor wishes to do harm. 
The Ermperor Alexander loves glory too much to consent to 
such an nttempt. They bave guaranteed to ie, by a soleinn 
trenty, the sovercignty of the Esle of Flba, D am here in my 
own territory, and #0 long as Laball not go to neck a quarrel 
With sy ncighbours, no one has any right to come and disturb 
ue here,  fluve 1 known you in tho army? Poor men 
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expose your lives for kings, sacrifice to them your youth your 
repose, your happiness, m order that they may not even know 
whether they have seen vou or not’ How do the Bourbons 
take im France?” ‘They have not reakized the hopes that 
werv entertained of them,” saïd the emissary. ‘So much the 
worse, ” replied the Emperor ; “ I also thought when I abdwated, 
that the Bourtons. mstrutei and corrected br misfortune, 
would not fall back into those faulis which lost them in 1729. 
TI was im hopes chac the King would govemn vou as a good man 
should ; it was che onlv means of makimg vou foruet that he 
had been forced upon you by foreigners. But since they have 
set their feet upon che soil of France again, they have done 
nothmg but commit blunders. Their treaty of the 23rd of 
April,” he contimued, raising his voie. “has profoundir dis- 
gusted me. With a smgle stroke of the pen ther havre robbed 
France of Belgium. and of the territorr she had acquired 
during the Revolution ; they have despoiled her of the arsenais, 
the flcets, the dockvards, the artillery, and the immense stores 
which Î had accumulated in the forts and harbours, which they 
have delivered up. It was Tallesrand who made them commit 
this infamy. He must have been bnbed to it Peusce 28 
easily obtained on such terms : and if, like them, I had consented 
to sign the ruin of France, thev would not now be on my 
throue. But I woali soouer,” he energetically eried. - eut off 
my hand’ I preferred renouneing the throne rather than 
kcep it at the expense of my own glory and the honour of 
France. À dishonoared crown is a fearful burthen. My 
enemies have everswhere declared that I obsunatelr refused 
to make peace: they have represented me as a wretched 
msdman, thirstimg for blood and camag. This language 
suited their purpose. When a man wishes to kill his dog he 
would fain make people believe he is mad. But Europe shall 
know the truth, for Î will acyuainc it with everythmg that was 
said and done at Chatillon I will unmask with a vigorous 
hand the English. the Russians. and the Austnanus: and 
Europe shall decide between us She will declare on which 
ge Lay che knavers and the thirst for snedding blood. IfI 
bad been pussessed of à rage for war, Î might havre reured 
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with my army behind the Loire, and enjoyed to my heart's 
content a mountain warfare, but it was never my wish to do 
so, for 1 was weary of carnage. My name alone, and the brave 
mon who remained faithful to me, still mudo the allies tremble 
even in my capital. ‘l'hey offered me Italy as the prico of my 
abdication, but I refused it: ho who has reigned over France 
should nover reign elsewhere. I chose Klba in preference, 
and they were but too happy to give it to me. ‘This position 
gsuits me, for here I can watch over Franco and over the 
Bourbons. All that I have ever done has boen for France: it 
was for her sake, and not for my own, that I wished to 
make her the first nation in the universe. My owu glory is 
made, and my namo will live as long as that of God himself. 
If 1 bad only had my own person to think of, I should rather, 
in abdicating the thronc, have returned into the ordinary 
rauks of lifo; but it was my duty to preserve the title of 
Emperor for my family and for my son. After France, my 
sun is dearest to mo in all the world. 

“The emigrants know my thoughts, and would gladly assas- 
sinate mo. very day I discover now snarcs and frosh plots, 
They have sent ono of (icorge's bravos to Corsica, à wretch 
whom oven the English journals have held up to Furope as a 
thirster aftor blood, and a hired assassin. But lot him boware; 
if [ escape him, he shall at lonst not escapo mo; I shall send 
my grenadicrs in acarch of him, and hava him shot as a 
warning to others. ‘Jl'he emigrants will ever bo tho #amo. 
When they had nothing to do but to maka bows in my anto- 
chamber, 1 found more than I wanted of them; but whon 
honourable deeds were called for, they ran away liko poltroons. 
I committed a great orror in recalling to France this anti- 
national ruce. Hiut for me, thoy would all bave starved in 
forcign lands. But then I had great motives: T wishod to 
roconcile Fjurope with us, and closo the Revolution. 

‘What do the svldiers say of me?” *T'hey never pronounce 
your name without respect, admiration, and rorrow.””  ‘ Thoy 
love me then still? What do they say of our mixfortunos ?” 
‘They regard them as the effect of treason.” ‘They are 
right. Werc it not for the infamous defcction of the Duke de

His opinions of Marmont anä the state of France. 


Pagusa, the allies were lost. I was master of their rear and 
of ail their military resources. Not one would have escaped. 
They also would have had their twenty-ninth bulletin Marmont 
is a wretch; he has lost his country and betrayed his sovereign. 
His convention with Schwartzenberg is of itself sufficient to 
disbonour him. If he had not been conscious that he was 
compromising himself in delisering me and my army into the 
bands of the enemvy, he would have had no occasion to stipulate 
a safeguard for my life and liberty. But this is not his only 
treason; be intrigued with Talleçrand to wrest the regency 
from the Empress and the crown from my son. He infamousiy 
deceived and trifled with Caulaincourt, Macdonald, and the other 
marshals. Everv ärop of his blood would not suffice to expiate 
the mischief he has done to France. I shall consign his 
name to the execration of posterity. Î am very glad to hear 
that my army has preserved the consciousness of its superiority, 
and that it attributes our great misfortunes to their real authors. 
I see with satisfaction, from what you have acquainted me with, 
that the opinion I had formed of the state of France is correct ; 
the Bourbon race is no longer in a position to govern. Their 
reign may suit the nobles, the priests, and the old dowagers of 
gore, bat is utterly worthless for the present generation. The 
people have been habituated b5 the Revolution to count for 
something in the State; they will never consent to revert to 
their old nullity, and to become once more the mere drudges of 
the nobility and the church. The army will never be attached 
to the Bourbons. Our victories and our misfortunes have 
established between it and me an indestructible tie. With me 
alone it may once more achieve vengeance, power, and gilory; 
with the Bourbons it can obtain nothing but Llows and insults. 
Kings can only maintain themselves by the love of their people 
or by fear: the Bourbons are neither loved nor dreaded ; they 
will of themselves forfeit the throne, but they mary still main- 
tain themselves loug upon it. ‘The French do not know how 
to conspire. 

«Yes, all men who have national blood in their veins must 
be the enemies of their government. But how is it all to 
end? Is it thought there wiil be a fresh Revolution? What

Moanwhile an onaceustomed actinity and mystericus VRP 


tams of some great design attracted the notice of che imhabirants 
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Hin preparatims fer Aeparting from Kb 
of Flba. Feluccas wora inerssantly arriving and departing by 
night with correspondance to and from Îtaly.  Provisions and 
munitions of war wers accumulated in ths rnagazines. Frequent 
reviews of tho grenadiers of the guard were made by Napoleon 
and by his gonerala: the arms were inspacted, and à rumour 
was current among the soldiers of an approaching expedition 
to Italy. ‘Thoy were delighted nat the iden of soun raeing 
Italy again, confiding in the ganius and good fortune of their 
Fmperor, and having no doubt of victory the moment he 
should give them tho signal of somo enterprize contemplated 
and planned by him. His srmiling countonance, famniliar talk, 
and rough caresses, prepared them, without any revelations on 
his part, to do everything and hope overÿthing for him and 
them. From tho «yes of the strangers who viaited the island, 
and amongst whom ho suspertad there were spies, Napoleon 
concealed his intentions under the apperrance of a rosigned 
indifference, and the aimless activity of a man who endeavours 
to dissipate his ennui. Hleunions, converanzione, and fêtes 
multiplied around him. ‘Tho English and French com- 
missioners charged with observing from Leghorn and Genoa 
the const of [taly, came over thomselves to participato in those 
plensures, and kept their governments in tho most deceitful 
security.

Whether tho Emperor had wished to deceiva his friends 
themselves by naming the Ist of April for his projected 
expedition, or whethor an impatience consonant with his nature 
had not seized upon him suddenlyÿ and rendered intolerable 
the long delay which he had at first imposod upon his wishes, 
certain it was that he surprised Europe, and perhaps himself, 
by suddenly anticipating the prescribed term, Ho knew that 
schemes too long delayed miscarry, and that in conspiracies 
wonder is an element of success. 

On the evening of tho 26th of February, ho attended with 
a sereno brow, à mind apparently relaxed, and conversation 
free and bnoyant, a ball given by the Princess Pauline Borghese 
to the officers of his army, to the strangers, and to the prin- 
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cipal inhahitants of the island. He chatted for a long time on 
various topics with some English travellers, whom cunosity 
bad brought over to this fête from the contment He left 
the ball-room at a late hour, taking with him only General 
Bertrand and General Drouott “ We depart to-morrow,” he 
said Co them in that tone of voice which seems to forbid 
discussion and command silent obedience: ‘let the vessels 
which are at anchor Le seized w-night; let the commander cf 
the brig Incoustant be ordered cn board, to take the command 
ef my flotilla, and to prepare everything for the embarkation 
ef the troops ; let my guards be embarked in the course of 
to-morrow ; let no vessel whatever leave the port or the creeks 
until we are at sea, and untül that time let no one, except 
yourselves, be acquainted with my intentions.” 

The two generals passed the remainder of the night in 
preparing for the execution of the orders they had received. 
The féte of the Princess Pauline had hardly ceased to resound 
amid the silence cf night, when the projects of the Emperor 
had already crossed the sea, and everything was getting ready 
@r his actual departure. At sunrise, the officers and soldiers 
received without astonishment or hesitation, the order to pre- 
pere for embarkation. They were accustomed never to reason 
on prints of cbedience, and to confide in the name which for 
them was destiny. At mid-day the lanch of the bnig Inconstant 
eame to shsre for tke Emperor himself, and he stepped in 
under a salute from the cannon, and amidst the acelamations 
ef the pecple and the tears of his sister. He was received on 
board the brig by 400 grenadiers of his guard, already em- 
barked. Three small merchant vessels, seized during the 
night, bad emberked the remainder of the troops, amounting 
ahogether to 1,909 men. Napoleon’s features were lit up with 
the certainty of success, and this confidence speedily communi- 
eated itself to the countenance of his soldiers. The sea was 
propitisus to him. It bad seconded him in all his enterpnises, 
had tome him from Corsica to France, from Toulon to Malta 
and Alsxandria, separating from him the fleet cf Nelson, and 
again it bore him Leck from Alexandria to Fréjus, through 
tbe midst cf the English cruisers.

The felucca. on board of whxh was General Drouot, was 
balfen-hour in advance of the floulla, and was the first to 
anchor on a silent and deserted shore.

But the tidinge 0f Napoleon's desent on the cosst with « 
handful of men, had already been cmveyed by sous royalist 
Peasants L (eners) Corsin, cuninandant of Antibes. Withuut 
hésitating between his recolleetions and his duty, he took 
meësures Lo cut off his troops from all contact with the enisse- 
res of Naywleon. he detawchinent sent by the Janpervr, 
instead of contenting itself with purleying outeide the gates, 
boldly entered the town with eries of * Vive l'npereurl" 
which only received for echo the cry of ** Vive Le Hoi!”

their impatience br sending a secund officer with a message to 
General Corsin Tlis officer was ordered not to enter the

Bat the Emperor at this imminent crisis was equal to his 
enterprise. The man 50 feeble on the 16th Brumaire, retreating 
disconcerted and almost fainting in the arms of his grenadiers — 
the man so perplexed at Fontainebleau before the insolence of 
his revolted marshals; the man since then s0 overcome and 
subdued at the Elvseé by the pressure of a few legislators and 
some traitors—was without effort or boasting a hero of sang-froid 
before the bayonets of the 5th regiment. Whether he had 
been assured by his accomplices at Grenoble that the hearts of 
this battalion beat in his favour; whether the habits of a soldier 
on the battle field had inured him to look on death with less 
repagnance bv the fire than bs the sword; or that his soul, 
since his departure from Elba, had concentrated all its powers 
in anticipation of this supreme moment, and that he had 
deemed that his enterprise was well worth the risk of life, 
certain it is that he did not hesitate a moment.

An aïde-de-camp of General Marchand, commandant of 
Grenoble, alone buldly protested against this defection, and 
endeavoured to bring back the soldiers to their duty. Soie 
Poles of the Fmperor's guard, who replacod about his person, 
and who equalled in fanaticism the Mamelukes he had brought 
from Egypt, galloped after the aide-de-camp, to punish him for 
his fidelity to his duty, but he escaped from them. ‘The Em- 
peror having good hnmourediÿ scolded the soldiers of the 6th 
for having taken aim at him, theÿ smiled, and sprung their 
ramrods to show that their muskets wore unlonded. 

The whole having formed a circle, the Emperor harangued 
the troops: “I have come,” said he, ‘with only a handful of 
brave men, because 1 depend on the people and you. The 
throne of the Bourbons is illegitimate, since it has not boëen 
raised by the nation; it is contrary to the national will, since 
it is opposed to the interests of the country, and since it exists 
only for the benefit of a small number of noble families. Ask 
of your fathers, interrogate those brave peasants, and you will 
learn from their mouths the true situation of affairs. They are 
threatened with a renewal of the tithe gystem, of privileges, of 
feudal rights, and of all those abuses from which your victories 
bad delivered them.”

The two battalions thus united, resumed the route to 
Grenoble, the 6th regiment acting as a vanguard to the grena 
diers of Napoleon; the defection just accomplished thus 
serving as an example to future defection. A major named 
Rey, sent by the conspirators of (irenoble to Napoleon, met the 
Emperor at a short distance from La Mure.

support tv the royal authorities. The cry of ‘* Vive l'Empereur," 
which was rosounding since moruing in the streets, began to 
issue even from tho barracks. The people made the soldiers 
#wear that they would not fire upon their brothers in arms. The 
officers alone, resisting from a sense of honour tho general 
séduction, endeavoured to restrain thoir troops, but towards 
mid-day no other hope was left them but flight, that they 
themselves might escape the contagion. The âth regiment 
was brought by their colonel by the route of Chambery; 
Labéduyére conducted his by the route of Vizille. Whether 
he had prepared for his defection beforchand, or that the mute 
conspiracy of his soldiers had anticipated tho event, certain it 
is that tho tri-coloured cockades were concealed in their bosoms 
and in the drums. 

Between Grenoble and Vizille, the Fmperor heard at his 
vanguard loud and long acclamations breaking out during the 
night. These issued from the country people in the neigh- 
bourhood of (irenoble, who were escorting the regiment of 
Lab@loyère, themselves won over and winning over others. 
This scene was illuminated by torches, and the young colonel 
throwing himself into the arms of tho FEmperor, offered him his 
own services and those of his regiment; then, as if he had 
already felt remorse for his onthusiasm and inward reproach for 
his fault, he endeavoured, at least, to render it nervicable to the 
cause of liberty, and spoke as a man who makes conditions for 
his country, while handing it over to «a master. The Fmperor, 
without paying much attention to the impetuous words of 
Labédoyère, #0 strange to his ear, received him like one not 
disposed to barter for the conditions of the Empire, Kvory- 
thing is pardoned in an arcomplice, when universal power is the 
prize of the complicity. Dumoulin a few moments afterwards 
also hastened to meet the Emperor, and offéred him 100,000 
francs and his life. 

This active partisan, to whom Bonaparte had confidentially 
imparted his return, had sent an express to the Duke of 
Bassano at Paris with dispatches from the lmperor, had 
privately printed his three proclamations, dictated at sea; 
acquainted Labédoyère with the event, and had conferred 
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Entry af Napaleon m0 Grenoble. 
with MM. Chanvion, Fournier, Renaud, Boissonnet, Béranger, 
and Champollion Figeac, active propagators of the enthusiasm 
that was springing up at Grenoble. Napoleon gave him «a 
captain 's commission, and decorated him with his own hands 
with the cross of the Legion of Honour. On the night of 
lis arrival, he admitted him also to a private interview, in 
winch he who was going for the second tüme to ascend the 
throne of France, chatted with M. de Champoilion Figeac of his 
souvenirs of Egvpt, and of the fourteen dynasties which slept 
beneath the prramids.

Already the torches which lit up the march of the army 
and its nocturnal triumphs were seen from the ramparts of 
Grenoble ; and the clamours of this armed and unarmed mul- 
tütade even reached the ears of the prefect and the general. 
The latier had now nothing more to defend the town wuh than 
the walls and the gates, which he had ordered to be closed 
Napoleon had resolved not to force them im any other manner 
than by the pressure of the multitude which surrounded him 
Some battalions. still faithful, but hesitating and motonless, 
were drawn up on the ramparts, while the patnotic songs, the 
mctements of the people. and of their comrades of the 5th 
and ‘th regiments, and the entreaties of Labédovère and 
Damoulin, were ringing in their ears. The kexs of the gates 
bad been taken to the general s quarters., but the people within 
responded to those without br cries cf impatience and encour- 
agement 1o force an entrance. The grenadiers of Elta were 
under the walls with shouldered arms, and Laïédovère s sappers 
advanced to blow open the gates, but the Emperor stopped 
them, not wishing that ans material violence should stamp bis 
victors with the appearance and cdium of a siege. The 
people of the citv, on bearing this decision, burst open the 
gates themselves. and laid the iron work and fragments of 
them in homage at the feet of Napoleon. 

The Emperor entered the city by the hgbt of torches through 
this voluntary breach at the same time that General Marchand 
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He rests ut Grenoble. 
np 
and the royal authorities were quitting it in the dark, and in a 
state of consternation, by the Lyons gate. Crowds of people 
bore Napoleon to his quarters in au inn of the city, kept by 
one of the veterans of his army; and the whole night was one 
continued acclamation under his windows: the people and the 
suidiers, confounded together in the same fault and the same 
delirium, fraternised together till daylight in banquets and 
embraces.

‘ All is settled now," cried Napoleon, resting his harassed 
mind for the first time since his arrival from Elba  ‘ All is 
settled, and we are at Paris,” 

Grenoble, in fact, furnished with the immense stores of an 
army communicating with Chambery, where the same defection 
prevailed amongst the 8,000 troops assembled there against 
Murat, supported by Savoy and Italy, defended from La Pro- 
vence by defiles easily closed in his rear, bordering on Lyons 
and the departments of the Loire and the east, where his 
cause might be recruited in case of need amongst thoroughly 
martial populations, were bases of operations just made for a 
civil war, and formidable to any army the Bourbons might as- 
semble at Lyons. All the hazards of the enterprise were 
passed, and the rest now depended on policy and the genius ot 
arms, of which the FEëmperor possessed sufficient to wrestle with 
superiority against all the generals formed under him whom 
the King could oppose to his progress. 

He gave himself up at leisure to the contemplation of these 
prospects, and rested his army for twenty-four hours at Greno- 
ble. The day after his arrival, he received all the authorities 
and all the members of the constituted bodies in the city and 
its environs, who, through submission, through sympathy, or 
through terror, came to salute, in him, the conqueror. He 
reviewed the troops of the garrison, and incorporating them 
with his own army, he marched them tho same evening as a 

guard on the road to Lyons. Their defection constituted 

example which he wished to precede him, that it might 
re beforehand every encouragement and every pretext for

ressstance. The report of all Provence traversed, and of the 
fall of Grenoble, onght to shake Lyons, and Lvons in submis- 
son, the route to Panis lay open before him. 

He marched out of Grenoble as he had entered it, sur- 
rodhded by his sacred battalion of the Isle of Elba, and 
pressed on every side by the waves of a multitude which cleared 
a road for him The peasants of this part of Dauphiné, a 
krvelr, enthusisstic, and warlike people, Lbordering on the fron- 
üers, and fond of the militarv, suffered themselves to be carried 
away by this martial current which bore the Emperor towards 
Lvons. He slept in the little town ®% Bourgoing, half way 
between Grenoble and Lrons. Tbe town and large square of 
Bourgoing the whole night the spectaæle of the 
tamuli, the fires, and the songs of a bivouac cf people and of sol- 
diers intuxicated with jos at bringing back their idol and imposing 
kim on the oountrr. Sedition revealed itself under the eves of 
discipline. The Emperor, a witness cf this scene. blushed at an 
ovation which cost so much to his own dignitr and the morality 
of this armv; but be had occasion for this dangerous etullition 
of plebeians and pretcrians, which Le proposed to curb at a 
future pericd. Meanvwhile be smiled at the hiberties taken by 
the mulutude, amongst whom familiaritr weakened respect. 

Lyons was now before ls eves; and in this great citv it 
was that tbe government bad concentrated ail its bopes and all 
ns forces. Lvons, in its opinion, must judge the cause, and 
serve as an example 10 Paris. If its walls should prove the 
rock against which tb< enterprise cf Napoleon was to be split, 
be bad nv other resource than to fall back upon the Alps. and 
turn his invasion upon Itals. There Austris waited, and France 
would follow him. and tie plains of Marengo, tbe cradle cf his 
power and his fame, would prove tbe tomb of his crime and 
of his maüness. 

Let us now go back to the day when the unexpected @escent 
œ Narwleun on the coast of Antibes became known at Vienna 
and at Paris. and to the circumstances coincident with this

of the people, by showing him armed not only against the 
thrune, but against the charter—the representation of the 
country. He drew up with his own hand the proclamation 
which convoked the peers and deputies. 

‘We had adjourned the Chambers,” said the King, ‘‘ to the 
1st of May, and in the interim we were devoting ourselves to 
the preparation of the measures with which they were to be 
occupied. ‘The proceedings of the Congress of Vienna gave 
reasons to believe in the general establishment of a solid and 
durable peace, and we gave ourselves up, without interruption, 
to all the labours that might conduce to the security and the 
bappiness of our people. This tranquillity is interrupted; this 
happiness may be compromised by malevolence and treason. 
But the promptitudo and wisdom of the measures we shall take 
will confound the guilty. Full of confidence in that zeal and 
devotion of which proofs have been given to us by the Cham- 
bers, we hasten to summon them around us. 

‘ [fthe enemies of the country have founded their hopes on 
the divisions they endeavour to foment, its legal supporters and 
defenders will overturn their criminal hopes by the unassail- 
able power of an indestructible union.” 

Marshal Soult, the minister-of-war, published on the follow- 
ing day an energetic, and to all appearance irrevocable, order, 
in which he urged, even to invective, the reprobation of the 
former lieutenant of Bonaparte against his repudiated chief, 
and broke for ever with the recollections of his early life. 
But we have already seen how these men of the sword have 
bent under every cause. Marshal Soult was at that time sin- 
cere in his devotion to the Bourbons, as he ought to have been 
sincere a few weeks later, in his return to the Emperor. 

“ Soldiers !’’ said the hero of Toulouse, and the last com- 
batant for the cause of Napoleon, ‘ this man who but just now 
abdicated in the face of Europe a usurped power of which he 
had made such fatal use— Bonaparte—has made a descent upon 
the soil of France, which he ought never to have seen again. 

‘What does he want? Civil war. What does he seek 
for? Traitors. Where will he find them? Is it amongst 
the soldiery, whom he has so often doceived and sacrificed by 
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msdireemg thetr valour? Ésitin the bosom of those faruilies 
which his name alone still imspires with horror? 

“ Bonaparte despises ms enough to believe that we can 
2bandon a legitimate and well-beloved sovereign, to share the 
fate of a man who is nothmge more than an advwnturer. He 
beleves it the madman' His last act of lunacy shows him im 
ls true colours. 

“ Soldiers! the French army is the bravest m Euroge ; it 
will 2ls0 be the most faithfuk

This order of the day did nat suffice to ealm the suspicions 
ef the rovalists as to the sincerity of Marshal Soulz The 
aprobability of his entertamimg such sentiments against his 
former chief was rendered mure transparent to them even 
from the exaggerared terms in which he had expressed his anger. 

Marshal Ney, appointed to the command of the army of 
Franche-Comté. emalatel Soult in his mdignation. The 
recent recollections of the scenes of Fontainebleau —the im- 
patient summonses addressed by him to the vanquished Napo- 
leon to abdicate—his eagerness. more soldier-like than decent, 
to rush among the foremost into the suite of the Count d'Artois 
at Paris. and into the rourt of Louis XVIII. at Compiègne— 
the resentment which he supposed Napoleon must entertam 
for this indecent haste—the real indignation, also, which he 
feit at = crime against the country, which might cause the 
run cf France, excited even to insult the anger of Ney sgainst 
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Napoleon. He appeared at the palace on the eve of his depar- 
ture for his army, and on taking leave of Louis XVIII. he pro- 
mised him victory ; he promised the King, in terms at variance 
with his long friendship for Napoleon, ‘ to bring him his enemy 
conquered, and in chains at his feet.” The King saw him de- 
part with hope, for so much anger could not be simulated. Tu fact, 
Marshal Ney did not deceive when he spoke thus. If there was 
ingratitude in his words, there was no treason in his heart; 
but there was weakness in his nature, and defection in his 
fate. Princes and nations cannot too much distrust these 
sanguine exaggerations. Sober-mindedness is the stamp of 
durable resolves. 
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Mraswxie the news of Bonaparte’s landmg had spresd 
through Paris and the provinces as a confidential whisper and 
a subterranean murmur rather than a clap of thunder. Great 
stillness prevailed throughout the land, no party evincing joy, 
but ail being in a state ofstupor. The army itself, placed by this 
event between duty and inclination, ran the risk, 1f forced 10 de- 
clare itself, of being deemed ungrateful if itabandoned Napoleon, 
perjured and parncidalif it delivered up the country to him. The 
pablic functionaries, on their side, trembled at being thus placed 
between the alternative of a deficiency and an excess of zeal, sus- 
pected br the rovalists if they moderated their language. and pro- 
scribed perhaps by Napoleon if they exaggerated it. Thencbility, 
the middle, the commercial and agricultural classes, who were 
just beginning to recuver from ruin by means of peace. shuddered 
at a vew convulsion of Europe, which would again bring war and 
desvlauion to their fanilies and homesteads. Motbers, whom 
the conscription bad deprived cf sons, would behcld them once 
more ruthless]s torn from the paternal rocf to go and die upon 
the frontiers or in fvreign lands. The emigrants who had 
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returned with tho Bourbons antiripated fresh exile. The pro- 
prietors of national domains, among whom the charter had 
restored confidence, did not concoal from thomselves that the 
invasion of tho Emperor, by loading to à socond restoration, 
would porhaps be arompanied by angry and rovengrful mea- 
suros, and that their property might become tho ransom of a 
conqueredl country. ‘The Orlonnists, a party still benenth the 
surfacs, but long-sightod, wore provoked by the intervention of 
a second empire between them and thoïr ambitious views upon 
the throne. Tho liborals and republicans, still mingled toge- 
ther, lost, with a restoration woak and full of future concessions, 
at once the hope of conslidating reprosentative liberty, or of 
one day establishing a durable republic, when the people should 
have becomo inured to the exercise of suvereignty under the 
gontle sway of an agnd and a wise king. Theo ultra-royalists 
alone rojoiced in the delirium of thoir confidence, for they did 
not dembt that Cho earth would open under the handful of myrrmni- 
dons that Bonaparte had brought to storm the throne, and that 
his crime once punishod, they would bo for ovar delivered from 
that importunate spactre of empire and of glory which they had 
incessnntly to encounter in tho songs of the people and in tho 
barracksof tho soldiors. But their affected joy was notunmingled 
witha dogrenof unoasinass which snddened thoir hearts, Alltheso 
conflicting feolings remalted in à dumtb constarnation, an under. 
current of agitation, à sinistor sndness resembling tho pressure 
of the atmosphere before tho storm. Franco lived, npoke, 
moved, but brenthod not. À general malodiction sprnng up 
in secret from every heart against this man whom nobody had 
sumimennd, and who care to obtrude his parsonal cause between 
Furope and France, betwaon the throne and tho nation, betwenn 
ponce and war, botweon all partios in short, to compromise, to 
overturn, and to ruin all. Much was in roality at that time and 
evorgwhore public opinion. l’aople did not accost on6 another 
without complaining, or take leave of each other without com- 
bining thoir hoarts against the common enomy. 

At Paris only, and in tho tnilitary towne, some fow con- 
spirators and malcontents, fallon from their importance or 
from their rank by the fall of the Empire, congratulatod each 
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ether m guarded language, ran about for news, concesled their 
bopes, and communed wxh each other in small groups to con- 
cert their plots and give vent to their ardoar. But these ct 
zens worked in the dark, ashamed of their scanty numbers, and 
fearfaul of the danger of appeaning to msult the universal glcom 
by the scandal of their unseasonable joy. In this general 
tacrturnits countenances alone spoke; the closest and most 
coustramed were those of the Bonapertists, who betraved them- 
selves by thetr impenetrabilitvr. All France wss in a state of 
gloom : every one felt that it was not a revolution but a com-

supposed existence 0f Bonapertist coteries im Paris, at the 
residences of Queen Hortense and of the prmetpel friends 
the Empire. drew up a list of arrests to be made amongst the 
alleged couspirators. ‘These were Fouché, Marshal Davoust, 
Gérard, Méjean, Etienne, a witty and sarcastic writer, Savary, 
Réal, Arnault, Norvims, Bouvier- Dumolard, Maret, Sieyès, 
Excelmans, Flabaut Marshal Soult, in sptte of the exag- 
gerated zeal and activity he had evimced to stifle the attempt 
beneath the energy and fidehty of the army, meurred the sus- 
picious of the royalists by this very exaggeration. The treason 
of Labédovére, the defection of the regiments, the first reverse 
of the royalist cause at Grenoble, were all laid to his charge. 
A ramour was set afloat and cbtained credit that Souit had 
statioued regiments tampered with and seduced beforehand on 
the route cf Napoleon, and had assembled 30,000 men at 
Chambery, to enable the Emperor to reeruit, with greater facility 
from stage to stage, the forces he intended to march on Paris 
The fidelity of the garrison sf Antibes; the loyalty of Marshal 
Massena, who commanded the South. and who rallied his army 
to crush the Emperor before he cculd enter Lyons: the power- 
less bat inforeseen resistance of General Marchand at Grenoble: 
and tirallv. the real motive of assembling 39,900 men in the 
Aïgs in virtue of the secret treaty cf Vienne to dethrone Murat,

But would che Revolution ever have 
acceped its natural enemies for cmefs ? Louis XVE had often 
received the same advice, and had sometimes endeavoured to 
follow it; but the Revolution had not the less brought him to the 
scaïoid. The hidden meaning of these counsels of Fouché 
was to make himselt che imdispensable man; he courted the 
Bourbons, he spared Napoleon, be stirred up the Orleans party, 
he dactered the Republic; he knit and unravelled at the same 
time beginnings of plots wich all parties.

His secret imtrigues t render himself at once formidable 
and indspenable had not awaïted the landing ef Nspoleon 
For several weeks past be had has scent af a conspiracy entirety 
militarv. into whieb à certain number of colonels, and of generals 
commanding bodies cf trocps in the departments had entered, 
and whicn held its meetings in Paris. m a lonely house in the 
Champs Eissées, the residence of General Berton.

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of Vienne Napoleon's disclosures at St. Helena 
prove that the umbrage he had taken at the ambition and 
popalarity of the Duke d'Orleans was the real cause of this 
precipitation. He was apprehensive of being forestalled in 
usurpaton by a rame which would have been a formidable 
compettor to his own in the armv. Bat at the moment that 
the Emperor took this hastv resolution which was to interdiet, 
by bis presence on the French soil. the proclamation of any 
other dynasty than his own by the conspiring generals. Fouché, 
imformed cn the evening of the 5th of the landing of Bcnaparte 
before the public were aware of it, resolved in his turn to fore- 
stall the Emperor, and to throw a third element of civil war, 
cf confusion, and of hesitation among the people. Durmg the 
nigbt he sent for one of the generals Lallemand. who was in 
Paris, and revealed to him the news of the Emperor's landing: 
he told him that the court had discovered the conspiracr of 
which Lallemand was one of the chief actors. that the compro- 
mised generals were gsing to be arrested. tried and condemned, 
and that their only chance of safetr now lay im boidness and 
promptness of action; they must either forestall the blos or

This ercissary of Fouchés started immediately for Lille, 
gare the cue to Drouet d’Erlon. and to Lefèvre Desnouettes, 
combined his rising with that decided on by these generals, 
and took the route to Cambras with Lefèvre to accomplish it.

While Drouet d'Erlon was thus continuing Eis mvsterious 
movement upon Paris, Lefèvre Desnouettes ari tbe tuo 
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gens Latest ste a Cars gave the same in- 

vented explanations to their rogiments, and marched them by 
a circuitous route upon the town of Le Fère, with the intention 
of seizing upon an important arsenal which would secure to 
the conspirators an abundance of arms, of artillery, and of | 
smmunition. They, however, deferred until the following day 
their intended attack upon the arsenal ; but General d'Aborille 


which refusal he vas seconded by the garrison of La Fère. 
and 


Drouet d'Erion, had ordered them, they said, to join him to 
form a camp of 20,000 men. 

Daring those two days of marches and counter-marches, of 
snares and subterfuges, the rumour of Napoleon's landing had 
spread through the north of France, and madethess movements 
upon Paris still more suspicious, The population of the North, 
very far from being carried away, as had been supposed, by the 
names of the Emperor, retained all their ancient fidelity for 
the Bourbons, and all their antipathy against despotism. They 
themselves kept a watch upon the soldiers, not for the purpose 
of seconding them in insurrection, but to retain them within 
the bounds of duty; the conspiracy therefore wavered, like à 
body of troops on the point of disbanding itself.

But it was about to be dissolved by another accident, The 
Duke d'Orleans, in his last interview with the King, had, it 
is said, revealed to the latter the guilty hopes which military 
conspirators built upon him in the North, and the overtures 
which had been made to him to favour this plot at least by bis 
silence. No one knows to what extent these revelations were 
carried, but the Duke d'Orleans bad scarcely quitted Paris 
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with the Count d'Artois to repair to his post at Lyons, when 
the King promptly sent Marshal Mortier to Lille as com- 
mandant-geueral of that city, and of all the troops in the 
north of France. Marshal Mortier was an officer inaccessible 
to intrigue ; faithful to Napoleon up to his abdication, fsithfnl 
to the Bourbons since they became the legal sovereigns of the 
country ; faithful at all ümes to himself aad to his own dignity. 
Marshal Mortier went to Lille without delay, but he had 
scarcely reached half way when he casually met the column of 
General Drouet d'Erlon advancing towards him in full march 
The marshal, astounded at a movement of troops which no 
one had ordered, and of which henceforward he alone had the 
ngbht to dispose, stopped his carriage and alighted, made hiss- 
self known to his companions-in-arms, questioned the officers 
and soldiers, cross-examined General Drouet d'Erlon, who 
berame confused, contradicted himself and stammered, and 
was placed in arrest by the marshal, who marched back the 
troops to Lille, where Drouet was cuufined in the citadeLl

At the same instant Lefèvre Desnouettes and his accom- 
plices. generals Lallemand, were entering Noyon in the hope 
of finding D'Erlon there. Their troops, already rendered sus- 
pioious br the unaccountable march which they had been 
ordered to make, and by the attempt of which tbey had been 
made the accomplices at La Fére, began to interrogate each 
other. They were altogether shaken by not finding the 
column of General d'Erlon at Noron. Their generals, how- 
ever, suoceeded in inducing the cavalrv to go with them as farss 
Compiègne, where General Lefevre ordered the 6th regiment 
of light cavalrs in garnison there to join his troops, and to 
follow them to Paris This regiment, deceived like those of 
Lille, mounted without delar in their barrack vard, and fol.

one of D'Erlons officers and General Lallemand, who had re- 
mained behind, galloped up, and taking Lefévre Desnouettes 
aside, informed him that the plot was discovered, and that

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Olmüitz, and who therefore owed him personal gratitude, had 
never at any period balanced between his gratitude and his 
opinion Forgotten and inactive in an opulent retreat, the reign 
of Bonaparte had completelr obscured him. For ten years past 
he had only been spoken of as a remnant of the history of 
a brgone age, which could find neither position nor distinction 
in a new one. The importance, at once revolutionary and 
patrician, of the part he had formeriy played subsisted only in 
his own mind. His popularity had been too high to admit of 
his taking a subordinate rank, and his fame as a repnblican 
forbade him to degrade himself to the service of a fortunate 
despotism. He suffered from this inaction and obscurity after 
s> much distinction, and he was constantiy on the watch for an 
of reappearing on the scene. Liberty alone could 
afford him one : Bonaparte had closed it against him His 
hatred, therefore, of the Emperor could only be measured by 
his impatience for glory and the pride of his recollections. 
The return of the Bourbons, from whose minds he had s0 
many humiliations to obliterate, and of whom he had so many 
pardons to ask in his own soul, had been less repugnant to 
him than the return of Napoleon. He had offered bis homage 
to the King and the Count d'Artois In Louis XVIII. he 
found a sovereign whose character he knew, and whose cabals, 
ambition, and alliances with Mirabeau in 17S9 and 1790 he 
bad sometimes served and sometimes counteracted. He knew 
that che spint of that period would revive with an unarmed 
and perliamentary Restoration, and that the name of Lafavette 
would come to life once more with the ideas of that time 
Perbaps he even hoped to regain. by the aid of the assemblies 
and of the people, that equivocal dictatorship at first assumed 
by Necker, afterwards by him, and disdained by Mirabeau, 
which elevates a man, not br his own glory, but on the terrors 
of a court and on the breeze of populanits. Perhaps. also, true te 
some antiquated imitations of America and England, be dreamt of 
those federations of powers and cf provinces which had been the 
confusedaspirations of his vouth. He was a man capable of imits- 
tion rather than of innovation in politics, but a man of unbend- 


mg conscience, and carrying self-lore to the height of heroism. 
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lding in his party. Amidst the group that surrounded him 
was Benjamin Oonstant, German in descent and mind, half 
literary, half politician, half orator, half royalist, half republican, 
an old worshipper of the genius of Madame de Staël, formeriy 
a tribune under the Oonsulate, a svilight celebrity renderod 
still more imposing by being in the skground; also the 
Duke de Broglie, a young patrician, s and rich in 
ise, whose name, whose fortune, and the patronage of 
adame de Staël, whose daughter he had marriod surroundod 
with a premature consideration; then there was M, d'Argenson, 
‘an fllustrious name În the monarchioal administration of 
France, formerly an aide-de-camp of Lafuyette during the 
cltison dictatorship of Paris, a beral more from | philosophy 
sud popular, 
detormined to devote his life to the possible leveling of rights 
and the impossible levelling of modes of living, a good man 
quite at home in his Utopia, and very much astray in matters 
of fact, but whose chimeras even were virtues: next came 
M, Flaugergues, and some less important members of the 
legislative body associated with some constitutional royalists 
of ‘89, such as Lally-Tollendal and the surviving friends of 
Mirabeau, all forming a part of this assembly. Ît declared 
itself resolutely against the Empire, and only required the 
King to confide to it the ministry, when it would undertake to 
be responsible to him for tho country. ‘These men, frscinated 
by their recollections, forgot too completely that fifteen years 
of mililury government and of corruption had bowed down 
France, and that there was no longer a people to respond to 
thoir appeal, but a soldier to violate every principle.

For two days, in fact, it was intended to place the throne 
under the safeguard of this coterle, the retmnaut of the party 
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of Necker and Lafayette, and of what were called the popular 


a magistrate without patronage ; M. de \fontesquiou, a nego- 
aator without authority ; M. de Blacas, out of ls element 
amidst the court, the men, and the ideas of a revolution, un- 
known to the country, and hated for his pride, spoke of reuring 
before the greatness of the peril which threatened them. 
Lainé, Lally-Tollendal, D'Argenson, Benjamin Constant, and 
Lafayette were sounded ; but this change of ministers in the 
midst of the crisis could not give the King one additional 
faithful partizan in the army ; it would only have caused greater 
regrets for the short reign of this prince, and imparted more 
dignity to resistance. Ît was therefore resolved to adjourn te 
a more opportune moment the formation of a ministry to 
be indicated by the temper of the Chambers which had just 
assembled.

They unanimousty showed themselves worthy of the gravity 
of the situation, animated as they were with the enthusiasm of 
indignation against the violator of the country, and the enemy 
of liberty as yet scarcely founded.

The soul of modern monarchy seemed to have spoken by 
the mouth of the King: it awoke the spirit of liberty in every 
heart, and all burst forth in one shout of ‘ Long live the 
Kitig!” “ War against the Usurper!”

bat in the minds of all he was the usurper 6f the free national 
will, one who would gladly make free laws for himself, but who 
would not accept liberty even won by violence and the sword.

riages of the two princes, prepared outside the suburbs on the 
road to Paris, received them as fugitives, and bore them in 
consternation towards the Tuileries

France was now thrown open to Napoleon as far as Fon- 
tainebleau by this road. The corps which preceded, or followed 
him from Grenoble, entered Lyons in succession, between the 
hours of four and seven. The fickle and tumultuous popula- 
tion of the town mingled with that of the suburbs, and with the 
soldiers, inundated the quays, the squares, and tho streets, the 
excitement assuming the appearance of enthusiasm. The 
National Guard of Lyons yielded to the fiat of destiny, and 
armed itself solely for the protection of property, more valued 
than political opinion by this hardworking people. A forest 
of bayonets covered tho town, which was illuminated as for a 
public rejoicing, although it would have been illuminated just 
the same and with inore sincerity of feeling if Napoleon had 
perished before its walls; but France had endured the yoke of 
tho army for the last ten years, and Lyons pretended to adore its 
oppressors. ‘The Emperor, however, whether he felt it embar- 
rassing to preserve a proper expression of countenunce amongst, 
rebels whom he detested, at the same time that he inrited 
them, or whether he feared the weapon of an assassin, and did 
not wish to die before he had completely triumphed, waited 
until after dark, as he had donc at CGirenvble and tho other 
towns, to make his entry. 

He caused himself to be conducted to the splendid palace 
of the Archbishop of Lyons, Cardinal Fesch, his uncle, which 
was already filled with a crowd of his generals and councillors, 
who had hastened thither at the news of his victory ; and there, 
affocting a paternal confidence in tho people whom he had just 
conquered, he would have no other guard than the citizens who 
had armed themselves the day before to fight against him. 
But when the officers of the mounted National ({uard came to 
Offer him a guard of honour of a troop of cavalry in his court. 
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Decrees anû prorlamations 
sards: “ No.” be repliëd contemptuonsir, and with a feeling of 
noble mdignation, which revealed the svldier beneath the 
adversarr ; + no! Î will not have around me soldiers who have 
shendoned 1beir prince the Count d'Aricis, who relied on their 
bonour.”

grivel, tbe commandant of the National Guard of Lonsle- 
Saulnier, and partiy disclosing to them the distraction of his 
soul, seemed involuntarily to endeavour to instignte these 
his confidants, to a resolution which should encourage that 
which ho had already formed and drawn up in secret, in 
tho shape of a proclamation to the troops, but which he had 
not yet decided on carrying into execution. Lecourhe refused 
all compromise with his honour, Faverney became indignant, 
Clouet spoke of retiring rather than give way to the sedi- 
tion of the soldiery, Dugrivel said he would answer for 
the loyalty of the National Guard; Bourmont alone, 
according to a statement, the truth of which the marshal 
attested before God a few hours before his death, read the 
proclamation, discussed it without astonishment or anger, in- 
clining on several points to the ideas of the marshal, amd not 
checking him with sufficient energy, received the order to 
muster the troops on the following day, and executed it without 
remark.

1] feel indignant still wheo 1 dnnk that a marshal 
of France. that an old warnor. such as Î am, was obliged to 
bend the knee before tbe Duke de Hierry,” (and he coupled the 
oame of the voung prince with an insulung eqatbet}, ‘‘ to receive 
tbe crder of a knight of St Louws!' Such a state of things 
cou)d not leet, and if vou had not hasteped to our assistance, 
we were shout to drive them awar ourselves”" Tbe Emperor 
felt that tbe marshal in his excitement was trying Lo aione for 
the abuse of himself to the Bourbons a few days befure, by now 
atusing those vers Bourbons, and changing the conversation, 
asked Ner bow his armv felt disposed * Excellenur, Sire,” 
replied tbe marshal ‘] thought that the troops would bave 
smvutbered me, wben 1 showed them your eagles.” “ Who es 
LL E 
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State of foling in Paris. 
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your generals ?” resumed Napolcon. ‘ Locourbe and Tour- 
mont.” ‘ Are you sure of them ?” ** I will answer for Lecourbe," 
but I am not sure of Bourmont.” * Why are they not here ?" 
“Thsy appeared to hesitate and I left them behind mo.” 
‘ JTave them arrested, as also all the royalist officers, until my 
entry into Paris; they must not disturb my triumph. J shall 
be there on the 20th or the 25th, if we reach it, as Ï hope, 
without a battle. Do you think the Bourbons will defend 
themselves ?"" ‘No; I think not,” replied Ney; ‘ you know 
these people of Paris make more noise than they do work.” 
‘ T'have reccived news this morning, from my correspondent 
in Paris,” said the Emperor ; “ my friends are prepared to rise 
in arms, and I fear that a struggle may ensue between them 
and the royalists. I would not have a drop of blood shed to 
stain my return. ‘The means of communication with the 
capital are open, write to our friends and to Marct; say that 
all are clearing the way before my steps, or rallying around me, 
and that I will reach l’aris without having fired a musket shot." 

Labédoyère, whose defection bad been the signal for all the 
others, having preceded that of Ney, and whose soul began to 
be gonded with the same feelings of romorse, was present at 
this interview, and endeavoured, like his chief, to cover the 
difficulty and ambiguity of his position with Loasts of patrivtism. 
Napoleon left them, to write ostentatiously to the Empress, with 
the view of spreading around him the appearance of an under. 
standing between Austriu and himself, which did not exist ; and 
after despatcning couriers to Vienna, who were never meant to 
arrive there, superintended the embarkation on the river of his 
soldiers of the island of Klba, who were much harussed by 80 
long a march, as also that of several regiments destined to form 
bis advanced guard towards Fontainebleau and Melun. He 
stopped all the couriers from Paris, and openod tho despatches 
and private letters, for the purpose of ascertuining through the 
medium of family secrets tho feurs or hopes of all heurts in 
the capital. He leurnt from these correspoudences that his 
person was proscribed, and that his life would not be sufe on 
approaching Paris. He suffered his oflicers to redouble thoir 
vigilance around his person ; but feeling uneasy at the state of 
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excitermment of his troops, who longed to come 10 blows with the 
royalist troops, and fearing that should the war commence, it 
would not prove so favourable as the astonishment and panic 
which fought for him, he dictated the following words for 
General Cambronne, who commanded his advanced euard: 
“ General Cambronne, I confide tv your charge mv most bril- 
Lant campaign. The French all await me with impatience; you 
will find nothing but friends everywhere. Do not fire a single 
musket shot Ï desire that my crown should not cost the 
French a single drop of blood ‘ ” 
He then advanced on the road to Montereau

The table land of Montereau, where the Emperor had 
fought his last fortunate battle against the Austrians. and the 
woodr beights which command the road to Fontamebleau on the 
opposite bank of the Sane, were chosen br the Duke de Berry, 
for the pesition of the royal army which was to wait for and 
epcounter the column of the Emyeror Some feeble detach- 
ments of the King's militarr household. devoted and intrepäd in 
spirit, but few in numlers, bad been despatched to Montereau, 
and incorporated with the regiments cf infantry and cavalry of 
the old army, to induce a fraternization of arms. The army 
being 1bus imprudentiy hararded outside of Paris. and near 
those eagles winch fascinated the eve and beart of the suldier, 
maintained a passive and motionless bearins: lui no sooner 
&d the regiment of hussars, which occupied the luuk and quay 
cf Montereau. perceive Cambronnes skiriui-ber-. than they 
broke forth into a shout of “ Vive l'Empereur!" iore off their 
white cockades, beld forth their hands to welcome the svldiers 
of the island of Elha, and adding outrage to defection, dashed, 
at full gallop, and sabre in hand, on a few hundred of cavaliers 
of the King’s bousehold. their comrades in the camp, exchanged 
a few sabre cuts and pistol shots with these brave roung men, 
and formed themselves at the head of the insurgent army 
which they had been ordered to oppose.

The road from Fontainebleau to Paris, which Jay through 
the forest, and was 0 easy to defend, was thus laid open for 
want of defenders ; à few scattered and consequently useless 
detachments of body guards being the only troops on whom 
any reliance could now be placed, were dispersed from station 
to station, with orders to carry intelligence to court of the pro- 
gress of the rapidly-incroasing and almost universal defection. 

The Imperor having allowed time for the army of the 
King to join his line of march, and for the grenadiers of the 
island of Elba to preceds him at F'ontainebleau and Melun, got 
into his carriage at nightfall, under the escort of only 200 
horsemen, commanded by Colonel (ermanouski, Colonel Du- 
champ, and Captain Raoul, besides a few Poles, who, after the 
fashion of those ancient Germans whom the Jémperors attached 
to their fortunes and maintained against the people of Home, 
marched, sabre in hand, at his carriage wheels. ‘This cortege 
was illuminatéd with torches, and the day began to duwn ns 
Napoleun, umidat the wxlamations of his escort, entered the 
greut solitury court-yard of that sume palace of Fontainebleau 
which had been the scene of his abdication a few months before, 
His features expressed neither astonishment, awe, nor joy, and 
he Jluoked as if he wus re-entering the palace of his ancestors. 
The paluce was deserted and uninhabited; the apartments which 
he had occupied in the zenith of his glory were unfurnished ; the 
servants either absent ur asléep ; and all the usages of occupation 
interrupted by his #hort exile, While bis apartments and Led 
were being prepared with all haste for his reception, he wulked 
through the gurdens, rooms and galleries of the chateau, to 
observe the changes that the Japse of time, or the new princes 
had made in his fuvourite residence, and express his approval 
or indignation to his companions of the island of Klba, us if 
the Bourbons bad Leen nothing more than temporury and in- 
trusive guests in the palace of Y'rancis the First. Ife then took 
up his abode for one night in the small apartments in which he 
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bad formerlr epdured the rigours of fate, and where be now 
enjoved the sweets of his return, dictated tbe marching orders 
for the different corps of the army on tbe following dar, which 
be iimself intended to spend in this residence, and then went 
to sleep, guarded by the same suldiers, now encamped in the 
same courts, from wbence 1hes had issued a few months before 
to accompany him on the way to ms place of exile.

Panis took no part whatever in the purely soldier-like 
enthusiasm which carried away the whole army in the footsteps 
of Napoleon, and the nearer he appronched and threatened to 
bend the national will to his own by the aid of his immense 
mob of soldiers, the grenter was the energy and indignation of 
civil feeling, with which all hearts were inspired, and this 
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indignation against the rule of an armed Dictatnr. who was 
forcing himself upon the vountry, rescived itself into a con- 
scientious adhesion to, and an enthusiastie feeling of compassion 
for the Kimg  Ail pitied this prince thus drsarmed and 
threatened. and baving nothing left with which to oppose the 
geoïus of war and despotism, and dispute with him a pecple 
adapted to the spirit and manners of the time by a fresh 
contract. All were affected at the sight of his white hairs, his 
age, and constance. his past misfortunes, those of the princes 
of his house. and, above ail, those of the Duchess d'Angoulême, 
about to be involved in his fall or his banishment, and swore to 
fight and die for him. These caths were universal and sincere; 
ani ali grades cf opinion. from republicanism tothe superstition 
of the antiqne race of kings. united, from various motives, in the 
same sentiment of horror and malediction against the disturber of 
Eurpe. Bat one opinion prevailed throughout the newspapers, 
Strangers accosted each other and conversed without resiraint on 
the subject. sure, beforehand, of having to do with an enemy 
of Bonaparte. The vouths of the publie schools, who are very 
pumerous in Paris, and who in every crisis indicate the true 
state of opmisn in their families and homes, usually the first 
to be carried away by noveltr, rose of their own free will 
against the attempt of the enemy of all liberty, and formed 
themseives into active and intrepid bettalions of volunteers to 
defend Paris, the Charter, and the Kmg In their ranks were 
imchuded, without a single exception, all the men who have 
since distinguished themselves either in literature, m science, 
at the bar, or in the tribune. They armed themselves for the 
defence cf the Thermopsiæ of the Constitution, with the pro- 
fession of faith of patriotism, and the liberalism of their lives 
Odüsn Barrot, worthy of his sire, marched in the first rank 
Thsse volunteers had asked to be permitted to go forth from 
Pants and offer themselves first to the bloss of Napoleon's 
soldiers, resolved to defs them to immolate the flower of the 
youth of France, and to die protesting by theur death against 

the siavery of theïr country.

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‘The National Guard burned with the same onthusiasm for 
liberty through all its ranks, ‘Theo citixens of which it wns 
componed, all of them oithor nons, ur heads and fathors of 
families, and for the most part sulminting by the producs of their 
labour and industry, being obliged to remain nt home for the 
protection of their wives and children, were unable, liko the 
rich and indepondont youth of tho schools, to Joave the wall of 
Paris for a long campaign ; but if the romainder of the army 
drawn up at Villejuif had done its duty, tho Fémporor would 
bave found the whole capital in arms at the gatos of Puris to 
dispute with him the possession of thoir nativo land, 

The Count d'Artois, commander-in-chief of the National 
Gunrd, reviewed them on tho 17h, and the ncclarnations which 
aross from the ranks, tho number of voluntosrs to juin the 
Lino, and the tears nhod on tho ocension, proved that every 
houns in Paris and its suburbs contained an ensrny to Napoleon 
The body guarde, musketours, an light dragoons of the King'n 
housshold, to tho number 0f 4,000, had of their own accord 
hurrisd to Paris from their different garrinous, or from th 
bosoms of their farnilien, and, dovoted to the denth, burned to 
encounter the army of Napolson, without stopping to enleulate 
the number and supariority of itn forces. T'hoy consisted of 
the sons of all the nobility and principal citisons of France, 
and were thoroughly imbued with a feeling of honour and 
fidelity to the Bourbons, Many amongst thon hd nerved in 
the choics corps of Napoleon, but not one of thon betrayed 
the Jeant sign of woaknows or irrosolution in thin bour of peril, 
and thoÿ only surmured at their state of inactivity in Paris. 
They surrounded the palaco of tho Tuileries as with n rurmpart. 
Of huroan hearts ; they fillod tho barracks of the Quayÿ d'Ornny 
and the Military Hehool, and woro enesmped in the Churnps- 
lynéen, demanding loudly that the King or the princes 
should put thoir courage to tbe test, and leud therm forth 
agninnt the inmurgent regiments, Tho King, however, would 
not consent that the blood of no runny families, who woull be 
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wine be, potwithstanding the hopes still entertamed by thass 
ground him, puw luukeé upon 2s lost.

vho sarrounded them burned with imdimnsnom agamst tbe 
arror and agamst Bonaparte. encouracing tivem br their voves 
asking them for arms to enable them 10 assist and showing 
box oompreteir their bonrts were with them in their cause.

While these severe and cnammmes demenstrations were 
gomg on wihout. 1m the public places and in tho ranks ef the 
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defenders of the throne, à last council was convoked at the 
Tuileries. The ministers, marshals, and generals, M. Tainé, 
president of the Chamber of Deputies, and all the publie or 
private councillors of the crown were assembled in the presence 
of tha King, the princes, and the Duchess d'Augoulëme. No 
one for a moment entertained a thought of the King's leaving 
France ; but to avacuate Paris, and thus prevent a civil mas- 
sacre in which the country would suffer no less than the cauce 
of legitimate royalty, and to retire with the corps of his 
military honsehold,the volunteers,and the troops of the westand 
north, into some loyal provincial stronghold, around which he 
might rally the nation, and await the assistance of Europe still in 
arms, was the idea which presenteditself to all minds, and the feel- 
ing of every heart. Some proposed Rochelle, a town surrounded 
on the oneside by provinces devoted to his cause, and on theother 
by the ocean, which would allow of communications with England, 
and the arrival of roinforcements from thence. Others pro- 
posed Havre, Calais, Dunkirk, and Lille; and this last-named 
town which was impregnable, adjoining Belgium, and comrand- 
ing the department of the north, that nursery of soldiers, and 
patient determined Vendée of the anrient Flernish provinces, 
was chosen by the King.  Ît contained a strong garrison of 
troops who were kept to their duty by the royalism of the 
inhabitants, and who wore commanded by the Duke de ‘révise, 
a man of incorruptible honour, and possessing great inflnenre 
over the troops, who Jlooked upon him as the model of 8 
soldier, the child of the republican camps, the companion of 
their campaigns under the Empire, and a pattern of fidelitg 
to his duty under the new monarchy, Such a man, commmand- 
ing such a province, and master of such à citadel nnder the 
eyes of his King, was well fitted to maintain him in France.

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Napoleon receives the news of the King's departure, 


of g'ory. The people were, however, touched at the tragic 
scenes enacting in their native land, and nature influenced 
them at this moment more than politics. The King, abandoned 
by his army, betrayed by his generals, deprived of the throne, 
and proscribed from that native land in which he had hoped to 
end his days : his advanced years, his white hairs, his infirmities, 
that royal family which in a few days would perhaps have no 
asylumn in Europe, the princess who would no longer be enabled 
even to visit the tomb of her father and mother at St. Denis, 
there to weep over her sad remembrances of the prison and the 
scaffold—the lrandsome and faithful youth of the King's 
military household, who exiled themselves from their families 
to follow the father of the country—this eventful night, the 
inauspicious weather, the tempest, the rain, the torch-light 
reflected on the arms; all these, affecting, ominous, and almost 
funereal circumstances, deeply moved the people, and seemed, 
in their eyes, to be the forerunners of some awful calamity, 
which was about to befall that city from which Napoleon 
had driven royalty, peace, and nature. Such was the departure 
of the King and his army in the night of the 20th of March. 

Let us leave these scenes awhile, and return to Fontaine- 
bleau, where all these calamities were sources of triumph, and 
ail these sorrows causes for joy. 


XII. 


Early in the morning, a courier from M. de Lavalette, one 
of the most active agents of Napoleon in Paris, and who had 
taken possession before daybreak of the Post-office, from 
whica he expelled M. Ferrand, brought to Fontainebleau the 
s0-much-desired news of the departure of the King. Napoleon 
blessed his good fortune which thus enabled him to avoid, not 
the danger, but the odium of entering the capital and palace 
sword in hand, and battering down the gates with his cannon. 
He sunmoned his chiefs and changed the order which he had 
given the day before to collect his army in force on Essonne. 
Madume Ifamelin, an officious woman, who, eager for notoriety, 
was engaged in all the intrigues of the Bonaparte family, and 
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concealed the secrets of the conspiracy beneath an appearance 
of the volatility natural to her sex, wrote to him to accelerate 
his arrival in Paris. “To Paris this evening!” cried he; 
‘the King and the princes have fled ; I will sleep to-night in 
the Tuileries.” ‘“ To Paris'” reechoed his courtiers and his 
companions of the island cf Elba To Paris! was soon re- 
echoed by all the trocps from regiment to regiment, and from 
outpost to outpost. The grenadiers of the island of Elba. and 
those fiers Poles who had promised themselves when on Luard 
the brig /nconstant, a triumphal and soldier-like entry into 
Paris, forgetting their fatigues, carried their arms lightiy, 
burried forward their horses, touk possession of all the carts 
and cargages on the road, made the peasants and village-lads 
Carry their knapsacks, and wanted to arrive by daxlight at the 
gates of the capital, in order that the sun might shine on, 
and the people sec their victorious return to the countrr. 
Napoleun, however, restrained their eagerness, and forbade 
them 10 cuntinue their march. More politic than impatient, 
be felt that the bearing of his personal guard, and tbe tumult 
which would follow the course of these grenadiers and Poles, 
who were intoxicated with boastings, would give his entry into 
Paris the appearance cf a humiliating conquest of the capital 
by his soldiers. He wished to be preceded and accompanied 
by those Lodies of the armv which had set out to rejoin him, 
and had voluntarily deserted the cause of the Bourbons. 
Abuve all, he wished to avoid daylight, as he had done at 
Grenoble and at Lrons, either because he suspected some snare, 
or that the indignation of the people made him fear the despers- 
tion of a mnvb, or the arm of an assassin. He passed the 
whole morniug of the 26th of March in receiving the congra- 
tulations vf his adherents in Paris, who hastened to him to 
receive the reward of their services, and in walking about the 
librarv, galleries, and gardens of the chateau of Fontainetleau, 
merely to pass away the time. He only entered his carriage 
twards evening, accompanied by a small escort, but surrounded 
by a crowd of suldiers and people on their march, he passed 
over the hillocks of that forest which had in other days wit- 
nessed his luxury, and been the scene of his huntimg parties. 
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Liis journey as fur an Paris was ons Long carser cf triumphant 
edition, in which thin want of discipline, and the intoxication 
of the noldisry visd with the turbulences of the inhabitanta of 
the disordered towns and villages, Night had fallan or l'urin 
before he porceived its ntesplos and towers, and he had care 
itto be roported that ho would not arrive until the follow.

The city, after the daparturo of tho King, during the 
remainder of tho night, and tho whole day of the 20h of 
March, romainad in that stats of interrognum, inactivity, 
and stupor, which follows the nhock cf n groat ovenf Aa well 
with a people an with an individual, The frintinctive forces of 
cohosion, which for awhilo nustains muikty after its foundu 
tions bave been dentroyed, alons govorned the imioonse and 
agitated mas of the population of thin gront capital, This 
phanomenon, which in always to bo obmerval in mudden nul 
unexportel revolutions, han alu another canne in ho nncar. 
ainty of what sony happen, and the four that, 41] sen nr 
publie funetionaries entertain for à fow hours, lent thoy mhotild 
Lo decnived by fortune, and ruin themmelves by declaring 140 
moon bn faveur of à cnues which might not prove triurmphant. 
Puch was the atate of Paris during thin duy of exprctation, 
Bonaparte wns certainly about Lo enter tho Tuilerien, but no 
one could believe that the King would lonvo Franeo, and that 
his tomnrehy, which, maompmnied by an army for its rotin, 
and followed by the rogrota and tanrs of à nation, wan nest ts 
throw itnelf into the homos of the mont royalint provinren, 
would be reduced in mo short à time to bag an anÿluin in n 
foreign land.

Nothing stirred in tho city, There was no longer any govern- 


mont, and tho peylo rostrained thismnolven, as if divided be 
twosn twu foolings vf sxjual influouce, The prefoct cf Paris, that 
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same M. de Chabrol whom the King had kept in the office 
where he found him, and where Bonaparte in his turn was 
again about to find him, still held the reins of the muniripal 
administration combmed, as an exception, with that of the 
department. He did not follow the base example of those two 
prefects who had been appointed by the King, and who now 
placed their departments at che disposal of the King's enemy. 
He issued a courageous proclamation to the people, reminding 
them of their recent enthusiasm on the arrival of this pacific 
prince, and declaring beforeband. his sense of the ingratitude 
and faithlessness of their conduct, if they were capable of 
proving false to the sentiments of fidelity s0 often sworn to the 
Bourbons, for the sake of a soldier who had rebelled against 
his country, and against his own act of abdication. This 
decisive proclamation he signed with his name, which was thus 
beforehand condemned to proscription, and affixed to the walls 
of Paris it was read during the whole of the 2fith of March 
by the people with applause and with tears The Municipal 
Council, a very popular authority, through the medium of 
M. Bellart, a man of right feeling, but liable to be carried to 
extremes. issued another proclamation full of defiance, of 
insults, and of maledictions against the usarper of the charter, 
the nation. and the throne ; M. Bellart, unlike M. de Chabrol 
and Y!. Lamé, however, did not await the arrival of the soldier 
whom he detied, but proscribed himself after having published 
his imprecation. The ministers had either followed the King 
or withdrawn in different directions. The prefect of police, 
Bourrienne, a renegade from the intimacy of Napoleon to the 
police of the Bourbons, took to flight to escape the vengeance 
of bis former master. The leading partisans of Napoleon 
began to show themselves during the day, but without any dis- 
turbance, and to possess themselves, either by their audacity, 
as in the case of M. de Lavalette, of the Post-office, or by 
means of an arrangement prudently made by M. Chabrol, of 
the principal offices of the government in Paris, to avoid the 
rivts and disasters of à state cf anarchy. Count de Montes. 
quiou, who belonged to a family that was almost entirely devoted 
to Napoleon for the favours which had Leen lavished on it 
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during his reign, took the command of the National Guard ir in- 
stead of General Dessolles, who bore as great a hatred to Napoleon 
as Moreau, the former companion of his campaigns and his 
reverses. ‘The National Guard, which was assembled at the 
close of day in the garden of the Tuileries, the court-yard ot 
the chateau, and in the Carrousel, met without knowing whe. 
ther they were to be called upon to protest against the invasion 
of the city, or to welcome the return of the Dictator. Being 
almost entirely composed of royalists, they with difficulty 
repressed their feelings of indignation while under arms, and 
tremendous murmurs of disapprobation arose from their ranks. 
Uncertain up to the last moment whether they should admit or 
repel the first bodies of troops who should attempt to occupy 
the Tuileries in the name of Napoleon, but, nevertheless, 
decided on giving them up to the army and its chief, as it was 
morally impossible to defend them, they were desirous that the 
political usurpation under which all good citizens groaned, 
should at least be accomplished in an orderly manner, without 
dishonouring the palace, or staining the city with blood.

Such was the frame of mind of the National Guard, or 
armed citizens of Paris. ‘The military partisans of Napoleon, 
who consisted of disbanded bhalf-pay officers, had been col- 
lected into a body for some days past at St. Denis, prepared 
to break forth at the proper time on the retreat of the King, to 
entice the troops from their fidelity, and imitate in Paris the ex- 
ample set them by the defection of Labédoyère and his regiment 
at Grenoble, and that of General Brayer, the renegade com- 
mandant of Lyons. But having been hitherto kept in check 
by the presence of the body guard, the volunteers of the public 
schools, the Swiss, and the regiments of the guard, the last 
columns of which did not leave St. Denis, where they hud 
passed the night, until the morning of the 20th of March, 
these officers, who were gathered together to form the nucleus 
of the military sedition, did not break forth until the middle 
of the day. They were commanded by General Excelmans, 
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an intrepid and adventurous soldier, and thorougb-bred military 
tribune, formed by nature to wim over camps, and giited with a 
tall figure, an open countenance, a martial bearing. and a 
warrmth of Dbeart and soul that vented itself m fier eloquence. 
A seditions camp was thus formed at the putes of Puris, in 
which were concentrated all tbe feslings of discontent, humilis- 
ton, and revenge of the whole armr. The numerous dis- 
banded svldiers of the neaghbourhood, proud to se their chiefs 
and their culours once more, and to appeur to share in the 
@ory br aidimg in the rebellion, crowded around tins battalion 
of officers. The variable and fluctuatmpg mob of the suburbs 
of a large city, a class always contaminated bv musery and tur- 
bulence, and ever ready 1° follow the current of sedition, from 
wbhatsoever quarter it mav flow, swelled the flood of Napo- 
leon s foreramners at St Denis, and rushed with their oock- 
ades, their colours, their imperisi decorations, their well-known 
and popular uiforms, with laurels in their hands, and eagles 
displared on the tops of pikes, from La Villette tu the Boule- 
vards, amidst loud cries of + Vive } Empereur,” to wimch they 
urged and instigated the peoyle on their war throngh the long 
and extensive suburbs winch exrtend from Charenton 10 St 
Denis They were recruted on their road by the seum of men, 
women. and children, gmded bv curiositr, and attracted by 
tumult, who Lelong to that class of the population that Las no 
bome but the street This procession, although numerous and 
noisv, did not arouse the mass of settled and hard-working 
people to revoit ; but, bike an invading column of a balf-military 
and half-democratic character, sppeared to pess through the 
town without mingling with the imhabitants. In the faces of the 


even anger, that pervaded those qusrters in which this soldiery 
and mob rased the shouts, while the shops and wmdows were 


closed as ther passed along, and Paris protested apgamst them 
by :ts silence and sulitude.

tho north, and whose uniforme, features, voices, and goutures, 
inapired all on the road with tho warlike, and, at the samo 
tima, sorvile foelings of outhusiasm which thay entortainsd for 
him,  T'hoss of his genoraln and familiurs who folt mont 
anxioux to restors à master under whom Choy might agnin be.

He did not cesse. however, to furtifs himself and les 
pemed a thousand tumes. and made mse of. over and over, with

every lip. ‘It was not you, it was not your plots, it was not 
your attachments, which have brought me here; it was the 
disinterested men, the sub-lieutenants and the soldiers, who 
have done all: ‘tis to the people, ‘tis to the army, that I 
owe everything!”

that day somewhat of its character, the law of its majesty, the 
liberty of its respect. Military despotism was substituted for 
publie opinion. The pretorians made «a mockery of the people. 
The Lower Empire of Rome enacted in Gaul one of those 
scores which dograde history, and humiliate human nature. 
The only excuse for such an event is that the people were 
depressed under ten years of military government, that the 
army was rendered fanatic by ten years of prodigies, and that 
its idol was a hero. But this hero himself was not long in 
expisting his attempt against the nation which he had just 
pounced upon, by finding in his own palace the dishonourable 
necossity of compounding with his accomplices, the unreason- 
ableness of the opinions which he must purchase by hourly 
sacrifices, the forced division of power with his secret enemies, 
the cupidity, the manœuvres, the intrigues, and the treasons of 
the palace of the Cæsars. He wished to reign at any sacrifice, 
and he was now destined to impose a reign no longer, but 
to beg it; to purchase every adhesion by shameful concessions; 
to tremble before those whom he formerly made tremble with 
a gesture ; to be the slave of those whom he had returned to 
enslave; to submit to the murmurs, the contradictions, the 
caprices, and the insolences of the political bodies ; to take 
refuge in camps where he could find victory no more ; to fly 
from a court in which he no longer found safety. The first 
night that he passed without sleep at thè Tuileries began the 
vengeance of his triumph, and the expiation of his happiness.

Ît wes necessary for him to give a character to his govern- 
ment The nght of conquest could no longer suffice for 
France, which had tasted the sweets of liberty. An avowed 
and brutal dictatorship would have caused a unanimous msur 
rection : but withoat the dictatorship how was be to crash the 
internal parties, and show a front to Europe. now inore cos- 
lesced than ever against him? He had deceived France by 
insinustions and falsehoods, wittingir spread up to that moment 
of the pretended concert which existed, be said, between him 
and Austris, and the feigned correspondence which he affected 
to maintain with the Empress Marie Louise, at Vienna This 
artifice, more worthr of s comedian than a hero. might vers 
well have lulled some coarse minded soldiers and some ignorant 
peasants on his route. but the enligbtened opinion of Paris 
cœuld see through these stratagems with a single glance The 
ilasion which had been imposed upon the people, was about to 
be dissipated with the expwsure of the falsehood ; and people 
would not be long in seemg that the only benefit conferred 
upon the country by these men, formeriv so reach desired, but 
now 90 fatal, would be the necessitr of a general levy of all the 
militarv population of France, and the rusimg of an unlimited 
tax for the pavment of an unlimited armv. To obtam such 
sacrifices from the country it was indispensably necessary to 
offer it some of those great compensations which outweigh, if 
not for the present. at least in the future, the gold and the 
blood of nations. It wns neceseary to evoke the revolution, 
which he had insulted. driven back, and proscribed : and to 
offer it, under the pressure of necessitr, a base repentance and 
imprudent concessions with which it would never be satisfed, 
and never be sure of, in seeimg them fall from the hand of i:s 
most implacable enemv. In order that this repentance and 
these concessions might. for the moment at least. be accepted 
br the revolution, it was necessary to give it pledges. These 
pledges were the men whose names had remained most in 
sympathy with the revolutionars spirit—that is to say, the cd 
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ropublicans, Now, to put the government 6f despotinm into 
the hands of the republicens, was to place himualf at the 
merey of tho revolution, After having made uno of the ln. 
poror to conquer and rapulse Europe, these men would avail 
themselves of the representative institutions of the paupls to 
tie down or annihilate the Emparor, On the other side, the 
ropullioans, even when called into tho counvils af tie Émpervr, 
could net confie in the master they were gving to necond : fur, 
after having made use of them to all the people to arms, 
vietory would give to the fortunate chlef of the armiss an 
ascendant at Paris which à conmtitution could not counter. 
balance, and he would inevitably erush, on his triumphal 
roturn froin tha frontier, the men and things which he had now 
found it necessary to coneiliats for à few days, ‘The wiule 
situation of the Emperor on his arrival at Paris, and of the 

Lijoans whom he was going to invite to his alliance, ra: 
ducod itself, therefore, to à double game of observation, of 
intrigue, of cunning, and of internal tresson, in the very 
bonom even of the government nud of the julacs; the Eine 
parer playing off the republicans to borrow from the tie 
revolutionnry popularity, and to get rid of them when be 
should have conquered ; the republicans playing off thus Porn 
parer, Lo hurrow from him the ruilitury poyularity, and to pet 
rid of jt after it should have dinenimrrauned them of the 
Bourbons and of ho evulition, ‘The ltalian genius of Napw- 
leon, and the Machinvolian genius of Fouché, represented thin 
double nituation front to front, What government evuld 
apring from this conflict of two opponing niratagerns? A 
wenk and equivocal government, the fruit of à double trenson, 
ho Rmperor felt it fron the firt moment, and eunk 
down, beturs he began to nut, beneth the weight of the 
falus nituation which he was cuis to brave no rashly for hin 
éharneter and fur his dignity, {le lamented neuretiy with hin 
ancient and tuent coufidentinl éounvillurs, he touk advice 
fron everyhody, ha waverod between dictatorship and concas- 
pions, the one nlisnating from hisa ha people, the othore 
aienuting him fran himsalf, He finished by euntiding

Morsover, I am no longer the same 
man. Ï have thought much since I have been in the school of 
adversity and solitude. ‘The indiflesence avinasd by France 
at my (ail, bas taught ma that this country had, or thought it 
bad, requirements which my governmant aould not satisfy ; but 
T san accommodate myself to those constitutional tendencies 
which manifest themselves in the word sine Europe has 
become wasry of war. Lam woery myself, Lam growiug old, 
T'have nothing to add to my name in militery glory ; Ï ean 
make my dynasty take root in the manners and idons of the 
time by also giving à charter, and more than a charter, s code 
of naw idses, of which my son will be the powerful guardien 
after me, I have this advantage over the Bourhons, that I 
am not hoynd by tha past, or compromised in its ruine. Why 
should I not be the Charlemagne of what you call the liberal 
ideas? My genius is equal to all !” 

He forgnt that à genius which has been devoted tu despo- 
tism, aud has opposed itself to the spirit of his age, is no 
longer fit for enÿthing but to restore slavery or to betray 
freedon. 


XXV. 


Cambacères allowed himself, not to be convinced, but to 
yield, and he subauitted to a favour which he did not dure to 
refuse. He was apjwinted Minister of Justice, and resumed 
the title of Arch-chancallor of the Impire, Gaudin had the 
Finances, Mollien the ‘Treasury, Decrès the Marine, and 
Davoust the War-ffice, ‘The Emperor did not much like 
this auurdhal, born before hi 10 fume, and preserving the 
pride of his birth which be mingled with the roughness of the 
cup, but little flexible under the hand of à muster, inde- 
pendent, blunt, with a republican accent, but active, with a 
cormmanding name, and necessary to the army at à crisis 
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which the return of Napoleon was preparing. Napoleon alss 
conquered ls repugnance, m placing at the bead of the 
Home Department, one of those men who since the 11h 
Brumaire, had formed the most strikimg contrast tw tbe 
general servitude; tlus was Carnot Whether he was tired of 
the idleness in winch his military talents were languiskiimg, ar 
whether tbe dangers of 1be ouuniry prevailod with him over 
his dishike to tbe usurper of the revolution, and the resiorer af 
thrunes, Carnot, a republican under tbe convention, evea to 
the self-denie]l of us fame in the proscriptions of the 
Committee of Public Safetr; Carnot subsequeutis proscribed 
bimself 2s a rovalist, but always a republican, and prutesting 
against the consulate and apmmst the Empire, wheu evers- 
bodr else was bending under the sway of Napcleon ; Carnot 
bad returned 10 the service, and defended the bulwark of 
Autverp in the last campign of 1614 He had, though a 
regiade. haïled the return of tbe Bourbons, on condition that 
their return would restore the popular ideas of 1769. He 
afterwards braved the victonvwus emigrution by letters to the 
King, wberemm be mimgled severitr of ovunsel witb respset for 
Lows XVIIL These letters had surroupded Carnot with an 
parties. 

Tbe Emperor felt the strength wlmch the adbesion of such 
a man would lend to lis cause ; be soocrdimpgir seut for Carnot, 
and sppealed to his patriotism br the exoess even of the perils 
which tbe country would have to encounter. both alroad and 
at home. ‘You are the man of vecessitr.” be suid 10 him 
“ Jan cured of desputism, 1 am cuuquered by reason. altbough 
a conqguerur br arms. The revoloüuu, of wluch vou aud I 
are the children, requires my name 1v defend it abrusd, ss I 
bave vocasion fur yours to recuneile it 10 me at bume. Let ns 
both make a generuus sacrifice: 1 of mx srvstem of guvern- 
ent. t00 absulute and too personal fur tle new requirements 
of tbe time, and vou of your distrust of me. Let us unie. Be 
von te linx that binds me tv pubbc opmon,; let us trrumph 
together over ruvaltr within, und against tbe oualtuon abrosd 
1 oBer vou as a plodge. the muusirs of the Îuienwr, and as a 
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Re En hr 


, Vieteg mt the frontiers, and a liberal comatitrtion, 
to be frunded my dynasty, the only une aéceptaile to 
jour friends." 

Carnot had the wonbnens of his sonvenirs, and the illusion 
of hin hper, Be forgot that a statenman vwes to his vuntry 
all the suerilises of ambition, but never the sacrifice of hin 
opinions ar of his oonetaney ; benause the poner vf n nintes- 
durs de in his opirions and net in himself. Île acenptied the 

ntment: he did more, he gave in his turn as a pledge to 

Fimyperor sumenhat of his dignity of charnoter, try mrepting 
ét the sum time one of the ridioulrmn fudel titlen which Na- 
poleen had Chrome out ns # bit to the vaniity of his courtiers 
and his soldiers, Carnet, en à euunt of the Empire, rinshed 
with the austere reyablionn of the convention, effncing the titles 
of the aneient nobilitg by the puritanical laws of enxnality, 
ceinented by the bled of the gnillutine,  Uoultiens ho thought 
bo owned this puerility as n gunrantee Ur the Napoule party, 
Witch dintrumted Carnet until he had been linked to its dynusty 
by à enntar-ravulathmnrg faveur. ut every free man who 
onters the palace of ne dempet er ecnpeune with his principles, 
ones ent of it menkherad by ail that he has reveived, Carnot, 
travestiot rather than decerated by this title, bad lost, cm 
aemuining the miniatrg of the Enterior, the independenre which 
Won diem bin poprilaritg, and the austerity which cematituted 
brin strength. Be had given the axarmple cf the aupyplennss vf 
the cemetier te theme whom ho wished to inspire with the mmanly 
Datritisre of the republiean, rom thoncefiewnrd he was won 
ever to the dynastie interest of hien that he had wished te win 
over to liberty.

Caulaincenrt, cemédermned by his nerne and ty the wishres of 
his henrt to fidelity te Napoleun, miume last negoriator he wes 
at Fontrineblenu, althrnigh he foresaw, with grief, the inutilitg 
of his services, remumed under bite the immgemsitle part of 
fogectater between Knropge and the Kmypire: he received the 
simintey vf Foreign Affairs, 
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Maret resumed the post of Secretary cf Simte, emiversal 
and personal mimster ef Napoleen; the active, mdefaugeble, 
aui mechanwal hand of chat head which dui all Maret, to 
close sand too trusty to mspire great counsels, was more am 
mstruments than a chought.

Fouché was one of the nocessities of Bonaparte on his 
return. This man had had the art of placing and maintaining 
himself in such an ambiguous position, in the eyes of the 
Bonapartists, of the republicans, and of the partisans of tho 
Bourbons, that to the first he answered for the concurrence of 
the revolution, to the second for their safoty, to the third for 
their hopos, and to all for thoir most private interest ; boiny at 
once the master and nogociator betwoon these several partios, 
Bonaparte dreaded him, suspocted him, hated him, but thought 
him necessary, Jle was one of those instruments that verve 
but hang hoary on the hand that makes use of them, and 
destroy them when it wishes to dispense withthem,  Hunaparte 
had already made use vf hin services twice since ths consulnte 
as Minister of Police: and Fouché had beon his officiul cor. 
rupter of republican opinions, which ho winhed to rally to lin 
power, T'wice, thinking himself strong enough to dispense 
with such à minister, ho had dinmisned Him with anger, but 
loudod with honours, and without daring to make an irrsson- 
cilable enemy of him by an open disgracs; and twice he hnd 
token him back in npito of himaclf, as if constrnined by difficult 
creurmataness to have rocourse to his novereign ability, ‘T'ho 
mont critical event of his lifo now rondered him for tho last 
mo necemmry ; and he renolved to auffer him again until tho 
moment when he could entirely eruh him, 

F'ouché, on his side, know and hated Napoleon; but in- 
capable of subinitting to the idle obmeurity of à private life, and 
engur to take a share in the affnirs of the political world, he 
bustened to plunge into the now drama which chance openeld 
to his view, either to contribute to its nuccéens if lie found in it 
power and fortune, or to complicate it if it lent itself to in- 
trigue, his principal passion, or olne to wind up the plot at the 
critical moment when he should sos the grent netor half van. 
quished, and to exhibit himself befuro £'rancu, and befure 
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Europe, as the arbiter cf events. This part was admirably 
suited to his nature; life to him had never been ansthi 
but a great game 6f opinions; risen with the revolution, 
be had plaved off, even to the shedding of blood, the fanati- 
cism of the Jacobin ; and his name and his character had pre- 
served ïts tragic colouring. The procunsul was recollected 
under the garb cf the courtier, but even in this part of revo- 
lutionary proconsul, preceded by the axe of the Peign of Terror, 
be had more affected the fury of the time than been gratified 
by it In the performance cf his part, be had exhitited more 
of fear than of crime ; and whether from natural humanity, or 
a clever presentiment of the reaction which alwars follows pro- 
scriptions, be had threateued much but struck little ; be had 
even made friends for himself amongst lis victims. When 
tbe fury of the revolution had abated, be hastened to wash the 
spots from lis hands, ts repudiate terrorism, to anathematize 
anarcbr, to declare himself the partisan of unitr and strength 
in the government, and to serve the couuter-revolutionary 
poxer with the zeal cf a convert who wishes tv cbtain his 
pardon, and with the impudence cf a revolutionist who has 
himseif lost the memorr of his past life. This zeal and tlns 
impudence had raised his fortune as high as subaltern ambi- 
tion can ascend under a despotism ; but he dreamt of raising it 
still higher, and even to ucknown dictatorships, when des- 
pots, overturned a sccond time, should make room fur all the 
chances cf ambition. But power and furtune were even still 
Less ms cbjsct than mtrigus and inacuvitr. It might be believed 
that this man was pursued by the remorse cf lus earls vears, 
and that perpetual movement and tbe complications of intrigue 
were necessary for him to Llunt the memwrs cf the past 
Nature, solitude, and reflection bad giveu him a real supe- 
niorits over ail his rivals in amlition, except M. de Tallevrand. 
Like him, he had quitted the church in which Foucbé had 
cmmenced bs the cloister, that school cf egousm and assimu- 
lation tv those who do not take into it a bois disposition and 
an ascetic mMiDd. Great ambition and bigh cvurt abiliies are 
generalls form<d and nurtured in these mukish suis, isolated 
from their families and sequestered from the wcrid, nm modern

times, as that assbition and that ability were formed and 
surtured in antiquity amonget the eunuchs of the palaces of 
Rome and Bysantium. Tbose men burn with the passions of 
the mind, who cannot indulge the passions of the heart. Such 
wes Fouché. He had seen the Count d'Artois and M, de 
Blacas, an wo have related, « few days before the retirement of 
the Bourbons, and he had exchanged watchwords with the 
minister and the friends of Louis XVIII. ‘You save the 
King!” he said to them in separating, ‘’ 1 take upon myself 
to save the monarchy.” 





XXIX, 


Napoleon had scarcely arrivod at the Tuileries when 
Fouché, iseuing from the retrest whore he had concexled hirn- 
self from the foigned pursuit of the Hourbons, and from the 
pretended order of arrest which they had issued against him, 
bastened into the presence of his old master, and devotod him- 
self in appenrance to his cause and person.  ‘ T am indebtod 
to you for my dignity, my fortune, and mÿ titles,” ho ex- 
claimed, affocting the joy of À man who had escaped from 
extreme peril, and whose gratitude aasured his fidelity ; ‘ but 
now Î owe you my liberty and perhaps my life. It is 1 who 
gave the signal to tho troops in the north, who directed them 
to march upon Paris, to intimidate tho Bourbons by a double 
insurrertion agninst their cause, to forco thom to retire from 
Paris, and to leave you the capital, the centre of everything in 
France, Ît is Î who, aftorwards learning that thin movement, 
though concerted by others, was about to result in proclaiming 
tho Duke d'Orleans, rendored this enterprise abortive; that 
this now randidate for the throne should not come to compli- 
cate your diflicultios and to retard your advance upon Paris.” 

‘Theo Emperor himself, eager to conconl all distrust under 
the good nature and boundless confidence of à happy man, did 
not evinco any difficulty in receiving these proofs of tho davo- 
tion of Fouché; his apparent credulity responded to tho 
stratagem of his old minister. He congratulated himself on 
finding again, in one of the greatest crises of his lifo, a servant 
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sæ well versed m affairs, s0 well acquainted with men, and so 
capable of brmgimg over the republicans to his side, which was 
bis only bope. He conferred upon Fouché the ministry of 
the general police cf the kingdom, tbe svle political ministry 
of this reign, which was only to be, uotil victor should declare 
itself, a cunnmg negociation with public opinion. He thought 
himself master cf Fouché and cf his partr br this unreserved 
confidence, which was giving such a pledge 10 the revclution ; 
but Fouché, in his turn, felt himself master cf the Emperor, 
by a ministre which would give him the secrets of all parties 
and the domination cf the council

It was nocessars immediatels ts strike public opinion, still 
a a state of indecision, br a great act of adbesion of the prin- 
cipal poliucal characters. whom the disslutuion of the Cham- 
bers had not sent away from Paris, aud t give its official signi- 
ficance to tte new reign br a brilliast programme of the 
government The counciliurs of state cf 1he Empure, fer the 
most part tbe dav befure councillurs cf state of the Res 
toration, men of talent, of ame, uf sxecial and administrative 
merit : but men wub: characters bad Leen hacknied, fur the 
last twentr vears, in all tbe vicissitudes cf events, and in all 
the versatiliues of deioucn, were cuuveked by the Empervr. 
They drew up a burried address, in which the monarchr and 
tbe repullic struggled wwgetber in an ambiguits of terms, which 
left evers thing te Le hoped fur, but defiued viling. They all 
signed this address which put between them and the Bourbons 
the absses of the authentic recvgnition of the nighis uf Napoleon. 
The rights of tbe nation, alibough feebly expressed in this 
addres. were repugnant to some amongst them They ab- 
stued from signing doctrines which they foresaw must, at a 
later period, displease Napvieon, and reserved tbemselves en- 
tirelr for the qersoual and absolute sovereignty of the master ; 
mcre able fiatierers than their clleagues. they dared to resist 
the official desires of their master, the better w conciliate us 
povaie wishes. M. Molé was of this number. He bad, when 
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young, written the ‘ Theory of Absolute Power,” and he would 
not forswear his faith when in authority. The Emperor could 
not be angry with those who, longing for government since the 
revolution, adored in a single individual that social power which 
they did not wish to be at the trouble of looking for in a whole 
people. 

“ire,” said M. de Fermou, the orator of the council of 
state, a man aceustomed to mould his harangues to the cere- 
monies of the palace, ‘“ the Emperor, in re-ascending the throne 
to which he had been raised by the people, re-establishes there- 
by the people in their most sacred rights. le only recalls to 
put them in execution the decrees of the representative assem- 
blies, sanctioned by the nation, Fe returns to reign by the 
only principle of legitimacy which France has recognised and 
consecrated for twenty-five years jrst, and to which all the au- 
thorities were bound by oaths from which the will of the people 
alone could absolve them. 

“The Emperor is called upon to guarantee anew by insti- 
tutions (and ho has engaged hinaëlf to do 80 in his proclama- 
tions to the people and the army) all the liberal principles, 
individual liberty, and equality of rights; the liberty of the 
press, and the abolition of the censorship, the freedom of reli- 
gious worship, the voting of the contributions and the laws by 
the représentatives of the nation, legally electwd, the national 
property arising from every source, the independence and irre- 
movability of the legal tribunals, and the responsibility of tho 
ministers, and of all the agents of government. 

“The better to consecrate the rights and the obligations of 
the people and of the monarch, the national institutions are to 
be revised in à grand assembly of the representatives, already 
announced by the Emperor. 

‘* Until the meeting of this grand representative assembly, 
the FEmperor is to exercise, and cause to be exercised, con- 
formably to the existing laws and constitution, the power which 
they have delegated to him, which cannot be taken from him, 
which he cannot resign without the assent of the nation, and 
which the wishes and general interest of the French people 
make it his duty to resume.” 
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“ Princes are the first citizens of the state,”’ responded the 
Emperor ; “ their authority is more or less extended, accordmg 
to the interest of the nations they govern Sovereignty itself 
3 only hereditary because the interest of nations requires it. 
Beyond this principle I know of no legitimacy. 

“ J have renounced all ideas of the great Empire, of which 
for fifieen vears Î had only been laying the foundations ; hence- 
forward the hzppmess and conschidation cf the French Empire 
shall be the object of all my thoughts.” 








XXXI. 


Bat cf all the instabilities, and of all the prostrations of 
character which signalised the day after the entrance of Na- 
poleon into Paris, the most memorable and the most mysterious 
by the excess even of the inconstancy and of the scandal, was 
that of à man, since celebrated, whom the spirit of partv, whieh 
pardons all, pardoned even for this contradiction of himself 
This man was Benjamin Constant. We have quoted the m- 
dignant and almost Roman protest, which he published on the 

eve of the Emperors arrival agamst this military invasion 
which was to sink France into the slavery of the Lower Empire, 
and which condemned all good aitizens to voluntary exile, or 
to the suicide of Cato. Benjamin Constant, after words 
bke these, was the last man whom it was permitted to sell, or 
give himself to victorious despotism, at least wichout himself 
devoting human speech to the derision of all wbo have any 
respect for the words of man. 

Constant, however, did not quit Paris on the 
20th of March, whether it was that he himself did not look 
upon his protest in a serious point of view, as ône who casts 
his words upon the wind without believing them, or that 
be had the momentary intention of braving the tvranny which 
he had provoked, or because he was sure before-hand cf merit- 
ing more pardon, and of purchasing more favour by the value 
which his resplendent opposition would give to his conversion. 
Others say that a foolish love for a lady celebrated for ber charms 
and irreproachable in her conduct, Madame Récamier, made

Swear 
that the shall te f;and serv where. and at all times, that they 
mas Le surmoned by the imterest cf the coantrs ; that traitors 
and che mho wish ©: inside our terriwry may never be able 


te withstand their axenying glanee.” 
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‘Wo swoar it!” replied the army, with one voice. ‘’ Vive 
J’Erapereur !"” was the oath of the group—" Vive l'Empereur |” 
was the echo of the multitude, 

The grenadiers were reviewed in their turn, and being re- 
called from rourmaring to attachment by promises of promotion,

This cabinet of the Tuileries, wherein two opposing govern- 
ments had succeeded ench other four times in s0 short a period, 
was an image of this instability and this rapidity of fortunes.

strong and faithful town, defended by its walls on the land side, 
and open by sea to the assistance of the English, in case vf 
extremmity. He quitted Lille in the course of the day, escorted 
by some of his guard, and acconpanied by thé mnarshals 
end the Duke d'Orleans. ‘l'he Duke, however, returned 
almost immediately into the city with Mortier, either to make 
another trial to retain the army in its duty, or to fraternize a 
few hours more with the generals whose favour he was oon- 
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.. He then also quitted the citr, tock a different 
direction from the King and the princes, and went to England, 
to separa’e his cause from that of his hsuse, in the eyes of the 
country, and to prove by this isolation that ke had no hand 
either in the civil or the European war whick was about to rend 
his country. A far-sighted and able prince who would willingly 
profit by the advantages of his name, and by the assistance of 
Europe to his cause. but who did not wish that victories over 
his country should one day be made a subject of reproach 


against him, at the expense of some of his future popularity.

Meanwhile the King. pursued by the rumour of defections, 
which followed or preceded him from town to town, learned on 
arriving at Ostend that the route to Dunkirk had been eut off 
to his army, and that the Count d'Artois and his military 
household. were on the road to Bethune, haning no other 
asvlum than Belgium. Marshal Berthier advised him to em- 
berk for England, convinced that the Emperor would not stop 
at the Belgian frontier, but that he would pursue Louis XVIII. 
as he had pursued the Duke d’Enghien, into the foreign 
territories. The King energetically resisted this advice : to 
cross the seas seemed to him a confession of desneir of his 
right and of his cause. He despatched Mf. de Blacas to his 
brother the Count d'Artois. who was wandering at that moment 
on the extreme frentier, and demanded au asyium from ihe 
King of che Netherlands. This was coldly and ungraciously 
granted by the kiny. an ambitious prinse, equivocal, seiüsh. 
and devoid of feeling for the unfrtunate. He seemed 
secretly to enjoy the decay and humiliation of the house of 
Bourbon. whose throne he had the follr tn covet for himself. 
The government of the Netherlands assigned tle aty of 
Ghent, a large aristocratical place, thiniy peopled, and out of 
the way. as the only residence of the King and the remains of 
his cœurt. Berthier, after having fulñiled his duty as far as 
the frontier, took leave of the King to go and seciude himself 
in Germany, equaliy far from the monarch whom be had fauk- 
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Thu Cnnt d'Arts, hs Dub du Dorry, Marmemt, n114 
hair nriny, lomely promeut by din regirnarsts prsuhiad frrwurd onts

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though it appeared after all to have been onlr an accidental 
discherge. The troops were therefore going 10 advance on the 
enemr. when Marmont. recuvering all his energv at the pros- 
pect of avi war. galloped forward on a white charger between 
the two armies, followed br the Duke de Berrr and some 
offcers of the roral troops Addressing themselres to the 
troops of Napoleon, ther showed them the numerous battalions 
and squadrons which were forming behind them upon the 
glacis of the place, and summoned them 1 retire 10 give a 
free passage 10 tbe French princes. The light dragouns amd 
cuirassiers immediatelr retired. and took the route to Arras, 
while tbe princes and their squadrons re -entered tbe city.

As the roval armr and the princes might be surrounded 
br a more imposing force during the night, Marmont induced 
the Count d'Artois and the Duke de Berrr 10 avail themselves 
of 1be time sul] left them 10 reach tbe fruntier in safetr.

His 
ardour, which the slanghter of his kindred had not quenched, 
communicated itself to the neighbouring departments. fu 
zannet, Sepineaud, D'Aatichamp, La Rosière, Canuel. old 
chiefs of the great Vendean war, organised the insurrection 
of their cantons; but long submission had deadened their 
hearts; the illusions of the first war were dissipated: the 
cause, though süll dear to them, was no longer unanimous. 
Revolution and glors had. m the course of ume, penetrated 
into the minds of the people ; the towns were all patnote, the 
countrr worn out, the voice of the tocsin unheeded Bonaparte's 
columns advanced by evers route towards La Vendée, striking 
terror into their movements, and the prince scarcely founé 
safets even where he had boped for vengeance. The ‘general 
discouragement seized upon him; and, accompanied br some 
faithfol friends, be wandered from chateau to chateau by night 
marches, to approach the sea-shore, and embark for Spain. 
La Vendée surprised, or s<lumbering. no longer palpitated 
except in the hearts of La Rochejaquelin and of some chiefs 
who remained to watch the hour of insurrection which the 
Duke de Bourbon had missed The roads and towns from 
Panis to Bordeaux and Toulouse were alreadv open to Napoleon, 
and threatened to send reinforcements to the armies opposed 
to the Duke d'Angoulême, who was sull fighting in the south.

This voung prince, the least popular and the least martial 
in appearancæ of all the princes of his house, imspired br the 
stnict feeling of his dutr, and by the masculine energr of the 
Duchess d'Angoulême, his wife, displared in this crisis of 
fortune the sang-froi, the mtelligence, and the boldness, which 
do honor to lost causes though ther cannot restore them. 

The news of the landing of Bcnaparte had surprised the 
Duke ard the Duchess d'Angculème 2t Bordeaux. in the midst 
of fêtes given to the daughter of Louis XV I.. io celebrate the 
nsit cf gratitude which she owed to the first cit in which her 
busband had once more found his country im 1614. They 
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arrived there on the bth March, on board a triumphal bark, 
under à salute from the cannon in the forts and the vessels in 
the ruadutead, ‘The city of Bordeaux, which had given its 
name to the decimated faction of La Gironde, nourished re- 
sentment against the revolution fur the blood it had shed of 
the Girondists, Bonaparte had closed the sons, the source of 
its riches, against it, by the continental blockade ; à suicidal 
measure by which he famished the ports and commerce of his 
own Empire, to iujure the commerce of England, which he 
only caused to change the scene of its operations and to aggran- 
dise ituelf by diverting it to America, India, and China, 
For all these reasons Bordeaux was, from feeling as well as 
interest, the city of the Restoration: terror also conduced to 
this result; for it was the first city which had deserted the 
cause of Napoleon, and his return could bode for it nothing 
but vengeance, ‘The women aud young girls of Bordeaux 
docided on drawing themselves the carriage of the Duchess 
d'Angoulême, the idol of their enthusiasm and veneration, 
on her debarkation. The pavement was strewn with 
flowers, as in a procession of the pontiffs when carrying 
holy relics. ‘l'he wulls of the houses were decorated with 
beautiful draperies, the rich and elegant furniture of the 
druwiug rooms. ‘l'he prince on horseback was surrounded Ly 
a guard of honour, compused of all the youth of the city and 
the Vendeun provinces, the cupital of which was at this mo- 
ment the city of the 1%th March. After this splendid reception 
fêtes succeeded fêtes, without exhuusting either the welcome of 
the people, or the gratitude of the royal couple, The army 
itself, under the command of General Decaen, seemed to 
parücipate in this intoxication of fidelity, which threw the 
whole population into a delirium.  Acclamations and osths of 
sllegiance resounded at all the reviews : the presence of the 
vietim of the Temple seemed to sanctify this delirium and to 
make a religion of royalty. Nobody dreamt that at that very 
moment Napoleon, with three little barks, was ploughing 
the waves of the Mediterranean, bringing defection and ruin 
tu u cause which in Bordeaux was sacred to all hearts,

Decaen and the military council of Bordeaux, not daring to 
risk the troops of the line in contact with the small column of 
Clauvel, detachod a body of volunteer National Guards, of 
500 men, to stop his progres at the bridge of the Dordogne. 
Thin bridgs huving been bravoly dinputed by the people of 
Bordeaux, was taken and retuken during soveral hours’ content, 
and finally remainced in possession of the royalists, who hoisted 
the drapeau blanc there, over the corpaes of some of Clausel's 
grenadiers. But while tho inhabitants of Bordeaux wore gaining 
thin firnt advantage in tho nurne of the Kiug, the numerous 
garrison of the citadel of Blaye broko into open insurrection, 
under a saluto of artillery, and murched out, in spite of its prin- 
cipal officers, to give Clausel an army, which promised him also 
that of Bordeaux.

On returniag to ber palace, the Duchess d'Angoulême 
commissioned M, de Martignac, the negociator of the previous 
ovening, to bear to (Jeneral Clausel her recommendations in 
favour of Bordeaux : ‘“ You will tell him,” she said, ‘that in 
happier times I had distinguished bim amonget the generals 
for his intelligence and courage, and he frequently assured me, 
at that time, of his gratitude and affection. ‘Tell him that I 
aok only one preof of his remembrance; which is, to treat with 
respect the city which I love, and which 1 surrender to him. 
Whatever gnod he does for Bordeaux shall be felt by my heart 
as if he had done it for myself.’ 

Meanwhile, the National (Juard and the people, animated 
by a civic feeling, had assombed for action, and with Joud cries 
demandod to be led against tho barracks, that the forts should 
be delivered up to them, and that they should be atationod at 
the advanced posts. ‘The Duchons hastened to the front of 
the citisons’ line, and standing up in her opon carriuge, in 
order to exhjbit to the observation of all her mournful 
countenance, and to ronvince as well by looks as by words: ‘ ] 
come,” sha oxclaimed, when the acclamations callod forth by 
her presence had subsided ; ‘ I come to ask you for one last 
proof of affection ; promise me your obedience to whot [ shall 
now demand.” “ Woswearit!" criedthe multitude, expecting 
to recaive the ordor for an attack. ‘ Well, then,” rosumed 
the princes, ‘ T have been to visit and interrogate the troops, 
who in their hearts are attached to our enemies. Neithor my 
presonce, my voice, nor my repronches could recall them to 
their duty. To fight, therefore, would only be to sacrifice you 
and your children for a cause that is betrayed. You have 
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done enough for the honour of your city and of your cause : re- 
sign vourselves to fate, and reserve for the King, my uncle, 
faithful friends for happier times! I take all upon myself, and 
order sou to las down vour arms!” “No, nm!” replied a 
thousand voices; “we will die for the hberty of our country, 
. fr the gnvernment that we have been the first to proclaim 
for the King and for you!” The ranks were broken, and the 
crowds eageriv pressed around the wheels of the carriage, with 
impassioned features, voices, and gestures ; they kissed the 
hands of the danghter of Loais XVI.. and formed a canops of 
naked swords over her head. The tears of the people were 
minsled with hers. crring for vengeance on the mutinous 
sidierr. A mingling of hearts, a tumult of tenderness, of 
which Clansel and his troops saw the commotion, and heard 
the clamoars from the oppnsite bank of the Dordogne, attested 
to heaven. to the rivers. and to the soldiers, the violence whieh 
the 2rmy was doing to the nation and to honour, while batteries 
of cannon dirscted against the city. and menscmg the multitude, 
were preparing to destroys them. The Duchess returned to her 
residenre. accompanied by crowds of adherents, mad with rage 
and grief. There she assembled the generals to give them an 
order to capitulate. ‘ Ï grve you up the place,” she said to 
them ; ‘and it is vou, gentlemen. who must answer for the 
lives of the people.” They promised her to throw themselves 
between their troops and the inhabitants.

Bat while they were thus answering for their regiments «a 
finng of musketrs was heard under the windows of the palace : 
ii was a partr of the National Guard which had fired upon a 
doabtfal bettalion, and the latter were demandimg vengeance 
for the assassmation. ‘Tbe wounded were carried by under the 
eyes of the princess. and the officers were mterposmg ir vain 
to prevent the massacre. The regiments forced open the gates 
of their berracks to rush upon the people, and drew up m order 
of bettle m the public squares. Tbe tri-coloured flag hoisted 
as a signal by Clansel, ca the right bank cd the river, win hcietod 
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also at the same instant on the forts in the city. Night at length 
fell upon this scene of treason, violence, mourning, and death ; 
and the Duchess profited by the darkness to leave unobservod a 
city which would have kept her by force, and where her longer 
stay would have occasioned the massacre of the citizens by the 
army. An escort of mounted National Guards, and of devoted 
adherents, conducted her to Pauilhec, where abe emberked at 
daybreak, and was conveyed on board an English ship of war. 
Here she had scarcely arrived when the river was covered with 
boats filled with National Guards and citizens of Bordeaux, de- 
sirous of seeing her to the very last, and of expressing to her 
the impassioned farewell of this part of France. ‘ Adieu !”’ 
cried the daughter of Louis XVI. her eyes filled with tears, 
and leaning towards the boats that were crowded with her 
friends and defenders: ‘ When I retum I shall recognise 
you all again!” À rising gale of wind drowned the last ac- 
clamations of the people, while the temnestuous ocean seemed 
desirous of throwing back the princess upon the ports of 
France. Her vessel was tossed about for some days without 
beiug able to anchor on the coast of Spain; but at length she 
arrived at Passage, where #he received from the King of 
Spain the offer of a hospitable reception at Madrid, Feeling 
herself necessary, however, to the King, whose exile she had 
counselled and consoled for #0 many years, she preferred joining 
him, and embarked again fur that purpose, After enduring 
fresh tempests on the passage, she at length arrived at P1y- 
mouth, and proceeded thence t9 Fondon, where ho wus 
hospitably received by the Duke de la Châtre, ambassudor 
at the court of St. James’s of her uncle, whom she #oon 
after proceeded to Ghenut to join. ‘This heroic princess, 
whose fate it was to battle with misfortune from the cradle 
to the grave, and to whom nature had refused some of thosa 
feminine graces which enlist the sympathies of men, inherited, 
however, from her mother the courage which enabled her to 
brave her destiny and to dispense with human pity. ‘ She 
is the only man of her race!” exclaimed Napoleon when in- 
formed by Cluusel of the conduct, the vigour, and the heroismn 
of the Duchess d'Angoulême at Bordeaux. He was mistaken, 
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however, for 1he Duke d'Angoulême, the husband of this prin- 
css, showed at the same moment in another pari of the south, 
that 1f thus family hed not 1he gemius and pood fortune of a 
great captain, 11 possessed at leust in him the Leart of a suldier.

rovolution would disconcert all the rosolven of the congreus ; 
int the family Ffeclings created by Marie-Louise and her son, 
between Napoleon and ho Émperor of Austrin, would resume 
their swuy ; that M. do Metternich, no long familinrisd 
with the imporial court, would not bo averss to new eapitu- 
lations of conscients with the raler of Franco; that the 
Emperor Alexander would rovive his former friendship in him 
heurt; that tha secondary powers of Ciermany, humbled and 
discontentad with the portion ansignod to thom of the spoils )f 
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the French Empire, and with the yoke they were corspelled 
te accept frorn the ascendancy of the grest monarchies of the 
north, would, in their resentment, again throw themselves into 
the arms of France ; finallv, that Murat, King of Naples, for 
an instant unfa'thful to the eause of his brother-m-law and 
his benefactor, would seize the opportunity to effect a recon- 
aliation with the Emperor, which, while it would tend to his 
own safety, would throw the weight of all Italy into the balance 
Æ war or of peace. England herseli, exasperated Er the 
2pposition against Lord Castlereagh, and eomplammg with 
titerness, through the orators of the Fox school, at seemg her 
mterests sacrifced on the ecatinent to the cause cf those 
kings who were paid by her subsidies, gave ronm to hope for 
an sbetement of her hatred against Napoleon. nos cured 
Many errors on returning from the harsh lesson of exile 
These corsiderations. sincerelv or artfully offered to publie 
opinion by Napoleon's writers. and by the confidants of his 
hopes. lulled :0 sleep, at the commencement. the alarms excited 
by his rectum, The image of all Europe coelesced anew to 
annihilate this man, who came once more to defv it, m the 
bosom of a country exhausted of its strength, was s0 menacing, 
that people were “glad to set ic aside as one of those over- 
whelming calamities which the mind refuses to discuss, for fear 
of being crushed by it Even Napoleon flattered himself 
against all hope, wkbiie those vers hôpes which he was ocbliged 
to affect in the eves of the natioo. to disguise from ït the 
calamities which he was abcut to entail upon it. coustrained him 
to « ctrcumspection in his language and aspect towards Europe 
which rendered his situation equivocal. He would rot afford 
a pretext for the aggression of the allied powers by t00 sudden 
armaments, much less by an offensive war, his nature and 
his policy were in contradiction with his attituie: and the 
man who owed all his victories to audacitv, now found himself 
fettered by prudence.

metitutinal idous of the nation, of France, and for 
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Baroge the restoration of the old reigning families, and of 
the ancient limits of states, with the slight modifieations which 
the force of events, the decay of time, and the interests 
the great powers appeared most naturally to admit of. Such, 
fr instance, as the addition of Savog to France, with which it 
bad become naturalized in manners and language; the addi- 
tion of Genoa to Piedmont, that of the Polish provinces, 
already detached by old partitions, to Prussia and Austris, 
and that of the Grand Duchy of Warsaw and the rest of 


an indemnity for the subsidies and the blood she had con- 
tributed towards the deliverance of the continent from the 
goke of Napoleon. She wis-ly contented herself with the 
peace which opensd the ocean to her mervantile navy, and 
assaursd to her the advantages of her unlimited commerce. 
This resolotion of the congress to approach as neariy as poesi- 
ble t the status quo ante bellum, and to recognise, with a few 
exceptions, the right of old possession, and the legitimacy of 
transmitted sovereignty, had imparted to its labours, in spite 
of what has since been said on the subject, a charneter of 
simplicity, and of general morality which had facilitated, 
abridged, and done honour to its arts. Sweden left to Berna- 
dotte, fm respect to the free election of the Swedish people ; 

Naples left to Murat, in recompense for his culpable neutrality 
and even his concurrence in the last war, were the principal 
exceptions to this universal rectification of sovereignties. À 
fes marmurs only arose against the abolition of some petiy 
powers, arbitrarily redue#d, cr swallowed up into some greater 
agelomerations. But it was evident that the days of petir 
puwers, of subordinate nationalities, incapable of self-defence, 
and cf manicipal federations, without weight or action im the 
world, had gone by. Nationalities, even by the policy of 
Bonaparte, who had nrged masses against masses, were tend- 
ing, more and more,  ennstitute themselves into powerfal 
individualities of race, cf nation, and of government, in order 
to be able to resist by themselves the weight of national 
individualities already created on these large scales. This was 
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mot a combination of European anarchy: it was an inspiration 
of peace, which can only be maintained by a balance of power. 
This has been proved by subsequent events: for internal 
revolutions in such states could not bring on a general war, 
When constitutions crumbled, and thrones disappeared in 1880 
and in 1848, the general counterpoise remained the same as 
settled by the Congress of Vienna. ‘The geographical im- 
mobility of Europe has prevailed amidst the oscillations of the 

mind, M. de Talleyrand bore « considerable share 


in this work of the congress, although in appearance he only 
played there the part of the vanquishod,

In recommending to the alliod sovereigns at Paris, with « 
prompt and praiseworthy resolution, ths principle of legitimacy, 
and interjocting the restoration of the Bourbons between 
France conquered and the princes victorious, Talleyrand had 
won their confidenca and merited well at their hands. ‘This 
brilliant deserter from the policy of Bonaparte to their cause 
had opened to them the access to Paris. ‘The ability, Ly turnus 
crafty and audatious, with which ho had made public opinion 
in France glide from Napoleon to a provisional government, 
from a provisional governinent to a senute, from a seuate to 
8 national constitution, and from à national constitution to 
a royal charter and an unconditional proclamation of the 
Bourbons, assured him the gratitude of the sovereigns assem- 
bled at Vienna. ‘l'he représentative now of this ancient royal 
race, and of the principle of the invivluble Jegitimacy of 
thrones, upon which the princes themselves foundéed their 
security, M. do ‘l'alleyrand made common cause with them ; 
and in the name of this common cause ho was entitled to 
demand from them all the concessions necessary ww the power 
and dignity of this restorution in his own country. J{e there- 
fore treated with them no longer as the vanquished, but on a 
footing of equality.

between M. de T'alleyrand and the cabinet of the l'uileries. 
The King Ferdinand vf Bourbon, exiled on the throne of 
Bicily, bad sent negociaturs to the congress to claim his king- 
dom. Murat, on his «ide, maintaiusd there the Prince 
Ouriati, the Duke of Cawpo-Chivso, the Duke of liocca 
Romana, and General Filangieri, to watch the negux:iators of 
Vordinand, and t remind the congress of the pledges he had 
given tw the coalition, and the recompeuss he had besn pro- 
mised. Hut the presence of an upetart king, the offapring of con- 
quest, and pla:ed by the Land of Napoleon on the throne of à 
logitinate monarch, cuntrasted tou strongly with the principle 
of logitisnacy, with the interouts of Austria, and with the pride 
of the house of Jourbon, in France and in Mjuin, to louve a 
serious hupe to the neguciaturs of Murat. ‘l'he last hour of 
this prince hud, in fact, stuck in the heurts of à majority of 
the powers, and the exscutiou of the sentenr:e was only retarded 
by the fear of a proteut from the Samperur Alexander, The 
dissolution of ie cungyreus was only wailud for, to alluw 
France und England to wcomplish the dothronement of Murat, 
These distinct negoiations betwern rivul powers, the contente 
ions on the dismcnberment 0f Suxony, hum on th truns- 
fer uf l'oluud W Alexander, and the arinuments which were kep 
up, or being increuntd Ly Hussiu, by Austriu, and by J’rusoia, 
creuted foclings of uncusinew, whulo à secret apprehenvion 
began U be felt that separute wars might atill urise out of this 
congreos usscnbled for the general peurs. M. de 'ulleyrund 
alone was not alurmed at thess sysuptnns, since he had bound 
up Érance, Puyland, and Austriu fn one common interest. 
Bvery division of Séurope was favourable to L'rance, forinerly 
prosribed by the unanbuity of the continent,

with M. de Talleyrand has been much calumniated br history 
on every side : by the men of the Restoration, because he had 
deserted the aristocracy and the church; br the men of the 
Empire. because he had foreseen the fall, and repudiated the 
ruin of Napoleon ; by all, because he had not linked himself to 
any government as a slave of the palace, but hed judged them 
whilst serving them, and quitted when in serving them these 
governments could no longer serve him This judgment 
is correct, it testiñes in the character of M. de Talleyrand, as 
a statesman, as much inferionity of devotion as superioritr of 
mind We say as a statesman, for no one was more faithful, or 
even more generous in his friendships. His private and 
domestic intercourse was as much to be depended upon as his 
political intercourse was subject to inconstancy and the vicissi- 
tude of events. But through the oscillations of his publie 
career, he had always two fixed points, round which his long 
life gravitated : the sentiment of his country to be saved, and 
the senument of the peace of the world to maintain, cr to re- 
establish, by an equilbnum, whih France and England, 
uniied bv superior civilizauon, should always jointiy hold 
the power to preserve. At the three great epochs of his life 
these fixed thoughis displayed themselves with great con- 
sistency in the memorable transactions of his time. In 
1:90, when he united with Mirabeau, to transform the 
monarchv, aud to level the church, without breaking with 
Great Britain, and without vielding the victorr in the anarchical 
var with the Jacobins; at the Congress of Vienna. when he 
aione restrained Europe from making France responsible for 
th: defiance of Napoleon ; and finalir. in 130, when he nego- 
ciated at the conferences of London, the compromise between 
Europe and France respecuüng Belgium, when he coxpelled, 
bs his firmness and br his wisdom, the revolution to moderate 
itseif, and Europe to resign itself to peace. It mar be asser 
ted that at the revolution of 1848, had he been alive at this 
still more extreme and convulsive crisis, M. de Talleyrand 
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Genius sud charus ter of ‘Lulieysand, 


would have evinred the same genius in avoiding war, some- 
times pglorious for France, but ever fatal to democracy. 
The wesk which folluwed at Vienna thé news of Bonuparte's 
invasion was made an age by him through bis activity and jte 
results.

Nature had not made au orator of ‘lalleyrand; ha bad 
neither the fire of eloquence, nor the powerful voice which 
propagate the statesman's opinions abroad, and which carry 
away while they conquer the conviction and the pussions, the 
reason and the minds of men, persuaded or subdued by the 
force of language. ‘The power of his mind was in meditation, 
bis influence in sagacity ; and he gained the opinions of men, 
in conversation or in council, through their interest, and not 
through their enthusiugm. A profound investigator and a skil- 
ful corrupter of the human heart, he won over to his side the 
feelings, or the selfishness of those whom he wished to con- 
vince, His eloquence was not in his mouth but in the souls 
of his auditors: the secret instincts of each, well serutinised 
and luid bare to his view, were the ascomplices of his atturk. 
Hé did not persuude you to whut you werë not already con- 
vinced of, but his url wus to displuy you to yourself, and to 
make you think thut onore was meunt than net the eur. 
J'his was thé reuson thut the slightest words, short reflections, 
aud veiled insinuations were suflicient for him; be tore asunder 
a corner of the curtain which concealed the depth of things; 
and directing the eyes of people therein, he left thein to reflect 
upon whut they saw with apparent pleusure; silence und 
reflection did the rest in his favour, "his description of 
eloquence which supposes à precision of guind, and a penetration 
of instinct almost equal to genius, wus suited above ull to un 
audience of kiugs and of ministers, in & question wherein every 
anbition and every rivalship had an open eur and a wakeful 
pride.

Wasit we who placed him within 
aight of our cemata, and of the consta of ÿour Italÿ ; and who 
furnished him with the nuclens of an army, in order that he 
night incessantly offer from thencea that image and that, fasri- 
nation of glory and fidelity to the reat of the army, to seduce 
and draw it over to himself at the mornent it might be most 
convenient for him to choose? Ta it we who declared lis in- 
dependence at Elba, and who of a captive made À sovereign ? 
sit wo who laft him millions of moneÿ and arms, the certain 
elements of n perpetual conspirary 2 Lait we who tied np the 
hands of the princes of the house 0f Bourbon, and who, by 
pressing with allthe weight 09 Enrope on their connrils at

These fanlts, von confess it yonrselves, are 
thé reanlt of gonr own mmagnanienty and of your own imprudence, 
Ît was impossible that a country thus offered as a termptation 
and a prey to nn ombitions military party, having a chef in 
froedom at hand n few hours snil from the const, should not, 
sooner or later, have to endure an attempt upon its throne and 
its liberties. We are far from nreusings this greatness of soul 
which has treated n vanqnished person almost Bike à conqneror ; 
but nt least let n4 not be aceused of generons imprudences which 
we could only admire but not prevent, and of which we are now 
the victimns.” 
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Alexander and his councillors sppeared to acquiesce by 
their silence in the justice of these observations, while the 
Austrian, English. and Prssian plenipotentiaries secretiy en- 
joyed the repmaches which thes themselves had before made 
against Alexander’ paruiality for Napoleon. This modest and 
conscientious prince felt his errors, and only ssked to repair 
them by fighting again on the side of Earope;: but M. de 
Tallesrand wished that in doing so he should separate France 
and the Bourbons from Napoleon ; and that in giving his sane- 
tion to a second campaign against the Fmperor, he should 
refuse it to the dethronement of Louis XV I1L. and the pertition 
of France; he therefore returned to the charge afresh on this 
important point of the question.

‘ Wherein lies the error of the house of Bourbon.” said he, 
“in this calamitr which weighs, above all the worid, upon 
itself” Has it not followed yoar coansels? Has it not given 
an amuesty to the Empire? Hasit not made s diversion from 
the spirit of conquest. by the spirit of liberty infused into the 
charter, of which yoa yourselves gave the inspiration? Has it 
not loaded with confidence and dignities the lientenants of 
Napoleon?

Do you nat gourselses know what an unarmed people 
is against an organized body of troops ? National insurrections 
against militery governments require time, but for armed in- 
surrections an hourisenough. Bonaparte has been a thunderbolt 
to France; will you punish a people for the blow that has struck 
them, and which no human force could ward off in twelve days ? 
If you panish France by dividing it after its conquest, how will 
Jou agres together in the distribution of the spoils ? And what 
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power eau ever restrain under its hand, the members still living, 
still convulsive, ever on the stretch to rejoin one another, of & 
nation furmed by ages, and which will sheke, not only itself, but 
your own states that it may have been incorporated with. You had 
nothing 10 dread in France but the revolutionary spirit, but you 
will then have to restrain and to combat at the same time the two 
lesst compressible furces in the political worid, the revolutionery 
spirit and the spirit uf independence. This double volcano will 
opeu its craters even under your own hereditery possessions. 
Look at Poland ! Js it not the spirit of independence which per- 
petually nourishes there the spirit of revolution ? The revolu- 
tion was enclosed within the circuit of France, but you will 
have spread it all over Europe. The partition of France, were 
it possible, would Le the ruin of the continent.” 

The stateemen who listened to these words were sufficiently

Council of State has examined the declaration of the 13th 
March. It expresses such anti-social ideas, that the committee 
wa imdured to consider it one of those supposititious produe- 
tions by which despicable men seek to lead astray peoples 
minds, and to put publ opinion on the wrong scent. 

+ We sssert that tinis declaration is the work of French 
plenipotentiaries ; because those of Austria, of Russie, of Prussia, 
and of England coul not sign an act which the sovereigns and 
the nations they represent wouid hasten to disavow. 

+ Those persons may have risked the fabrication and 
pabhestion of a document such ss the pretended declaration of 
the 13th March, im the hope dé arresting the progress of 
Napoleon, and of misleadmg the French people ss to the real 
sentrments of the foreign powers. 

“ Tins brave and generous nation revolts against all that 
bears the character of cowardice and oppression ; its affections 
are mcreased when their object is threatened or injured by a 
great mjustice ; and the assassination provoked by the first 
sentences of the declaration of the 13th March, will fmd no arm 
to accomplish it, either amongst the 25,000,(KX) of French, the 
majority of which have followed, guarded, and protected Napo- 
leon from the Mediterranean to his capital; nor amongst the 
18,0600,090 of Italians, the 6,000,)00 of Belgians, or borderers 
of the Rhme, and the numervus populations of Germanyÿ : who 
in this solemn conjuncture have never pronounced his name 
bat with a respectful remembrance; nor by a single member of 
the mdignant English nation, whose honourable seutiments 
disavow the language which they have dared to aseribe to the 
alled sovereigns. 

+ The nations of Europe are enlightened ; they judge the 
rights of Napoleon, of the alliai princes, and of the Bourtons. 

+ They know that the treaty of Fontainebleau is a treaty 
between sovereigns : its violation by the entrance of Napoleon 
upon the French territory could not, like any other mfration 
ot a diplomatie act, produce any but an ordinary war, the result 
of which. with respect to person, could oniy be the condition of 
a conqueror or conquered, at Liberty or a prisoner of war. Wich 
respect Lo possessions, to preserve, or to lose them ; to mcresse 
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Royiy vf de Council of Biste to the declaraiion of the alles. 








or diminish them ; and that every thought, every menace, every 
attempt against the life of one prince at war with another, is a 
thing unheard of in the history of nations, and of the cabinets 
of Europe. 

*“ But, nevertheless, what has Napoleon done? He has 
bonoured with his protection men of all those nations who have 
been insulted by the infamous mission on which they have been 
summoned ; he has shown himself moderate, -generous, and «a 
protector towards those even who have vowed death against 
bim. 

‘ When he spoke to General Excelmans, marching after the 
column which escorted Louis-Stanislaus Xavier; to General 
Count d'lrlon, who was to receive him at Lille; to Goneral 
Clausel, when going to Bordeaux against the Duchess d'Angou- 
Jlême ; to (ieneral (rouchy, whon marching to put a stop to the 
civil troubles oxcited by the Duke d'Angoulême; everywhere, 
in short, orders were given hy the Emperor that persons should 
be respocted and protected from all attack, from all danger, and 
from all violence, in their progress through the Fronch territory, 
and at tha period of their quitting it, 

‘* Nations and posterity will judgo on which nide has been, 
in this gront conjuncture, respect for the rights of people and 
Of novereigns, for tho rules of war, tho principles of civilization, 
the maxims of civil and religious law; and they will pronounce 
botwesn Napoleon and the house of Bourbon. 

“[f, after having oxamined the pretended declaration of the 
congress, under this first aspoct, we discuss itin its connection 
with the diplomatie conventions, and with the trouty of Fofitaine- 
bleau of April 11th, ratifiod by the French government, it will 
be found that the violation can only be imputed to those vory 
porsons who make it a subject of roproach against Napolcon. 

‘The treaty of Fontainebleau has boën violated by the 
allied powers, and by the house of Bourbon, in what regards 
the Emperor Napoleon and his family, and in what regards the 
rights and interosts of the French nation. 

** What ought Napoleon to do?  Ought he to consent to

“ Sach a resolution appears to be beyond all human powers, 
bat, nevertheless, Napoleon would have adopted it, if the peace 
and happiness of France had been the pnce of this new sacni- 
fice. He would have again devoted himself for the French people, 
to whom he makes it his glorr to owe everything, t whom he 
wishes to return ail. and © whom alone he will answer for his 
actions and devote his life. 

“ It was for France alone, and to save it from the misenies of 
mternal war. that he alxlicated the crown m 1514 Here- 
turned to the French people the nghts he held from them ; 
and he left them at liberty to choose a new master, and to found 
their libertr and their happiness on institutions whwh should 
protect both the one and the other. 

+ He hoped for the preservation to the country of all it had 
acquired by twentyr-üive vears cf combats and of glors—the 
exercise of its sovereigntr in tbe choice of a dynastr. and in 
the stivulation of the conditions under which that dynasty should 
te invited to the throne. 

+ He expected from the new gvernment : respect for the 
glors of the armr. the rights of brave soldiers, and the guarantee 
of all interests of recent date. 

* But so far from this being the case, all idea of the 
sovereignty of the people was scouted. 

“ The prnaple upon which public and avil legislation bes 
been based since the revolution has been equallr tkrown aside. 

‘- France has been treated like a revolted country, re- 
conquered br the arms of rs former masters. and again enslaved 
br a feudal domination. 

“ À constitutional law has been imposed upon France, as 
easv to elude as to revcke. and in the form simpiv of royal 
ordonnanees : without consulting the nauon, without even 
heartng those bodies. now become illegal. the phantom of a 
ratioral representation.

On his return to Paris, the secret negociator made a report

Ts ides of changing ls pert of a despotic sovereign into

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His refasal ts make him maje-geaeral 
donald. He was an officer of the old military school before 
the Revolution, a soidier of the Repablic, a general of the 
Empire, and a warrior and patniot under all systems, the 
rough frankness of his disposition guaranteeing the fidelity cf 
his srvice. In the persin 9f Napoleon, menaced by all 
Europe, be defended the soil and the independencs of his 
country, without questionng himself as to his repugnances or 
his political predilections No one, by his imdependence even 
of the iavour of Napsleon, was better calculated than Davoust 
to organise and put his army in motion; he was hurt by the 
suspicions of Napoleon, though they did not detsch Im from 
his duty ; but these suspicions soon after prevented the Emperor 
from confiding in Davoust, and deriving from his services and 
his eredit wich the army all the advantages that he might 
otnerwise have obtained. He obstinatelv refused to make the 
- marshal his major-general® in the campaign about to open, 
and Davoust conjured him in vain to appoint Massena, who, 
though oid suiil bore a commanding aspect, mimister of war 
and commandant of the National uard cf Paris. ‘“ Massena ” 
said Davoust, - will suffice, by his name ana by his ascendanery, 
for the capital and the war-cifice. where physical strength and 
activity are not so necessary 45 in the field: give me the 
second but the most useful rank, since it is that in which you 
require the greatest zeal and fidelity.” The Emperor, beset 
wih doubts afier witnessmg so muwh perfdy even amongst 
those who were devoted to him, was mfleuble. He left 
Davoust behind, not daring to trust him beside him in his 
tnt Davoust bewailed his removal from the tbattle-field; 
while the army which enfded in him because he had never 
served the Bourbons during the interregnum of his Empervcr, 
distrusted the other marshals br whom Napcleon was sur- 
rounded. The suspicions which the Emperor csnceived in

But at the moment when the hopes of Napoleon were thus 
Hoating between impossible negoeiations and inevitable war, an 
évent, independent of his will and opposed to his expoctant 
pulley, veeurred in the south of Italy, and procipitated the 
Catastrophe, Tt furnishod Austris and the lliod powors with 
the protext they required 10 give a evlour, in thé éyes nf Cheir 
subjects and thair ariies, to tho aggreusion decided on against 
Fennec, and alive a, against the Emperor, Murat summéned 
Aidly to war, and marched out of his capital at the head of his 


Army. 
To comprehend this ch of the King of Naples, 
brothérnin-law and lieutenant of Napoleon, afterward the ally 
61 his enomios, in order to preserve his vrown, then repenting 
His défoction, on feeling his isolation on his Chrone after the 
fl of his benefaetor and his friend, then plotting in secret 
for the restoration of the Erpire with the exile of Klba, 
then euuntemeting thé plans of Bonaparte, by prematurely 
giving the nignal and provocation of à general war, in flying 
to his assistance before he was called, it is necessary to know 
well the nature, the character, the position, and the policy 
of Murat; one of those kings of fortune, whose woul uspired 
the most Lo glory, whose arm accomplinhed the grentent exploits, 
whose life was the most fruitful in adventures ; the almost 
fabulous hero of an epoch of which Murat wes the Iioland, 
and Napoleon the Charlemagne.

Murat was the son of a simple farmer, who kept à 
country inn at La Hautide, a straggling village in the south 
of France, fronting the Pyrenees; the inhabitants of whose 
valleys, strong, intelligent and adventurous, possess almost the 
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uvalroms gens ef Spam and recall evem amomgst the 
prsantry the pledenm mûlemess amd mmtrepndity cf blood of 
Heu IV.

His pession for horses and arms very soon wou the soul 
of Murat froin the sacerdotel vocation to which bis family bad 
destined his in epite of nature. ‘lhe senatusry, with the idle 
and sedentary life of a priest, oould not satisfy bis fire and 
anargy ; and in 1757,whon only Éfieen yaers of age, ha eulisted, 
sontrery to the wishes of bis parents, in the 14h reginent 0 
light dragoons. l'urope being then at peace, ke Lure for five 
yeers, wichout impetieure or divgust, the life of «à private 
soldier, for wbich bis arms and his horse consoled him. ‘The 
war of 1792 summoned his regiment to the froutiers, and gave 
sn opportunity for displaying the bravery and aptitude of the 

soldier. In the eourse of twelve mouthy he passcd 
through the renks of corporel and troup quartermester, and at 
the end of the year he was made a commissioned offirer. ‘l'he 
emigration having left the ranks free, ad oflicers commissions 
vacabt in abundance, he because à captain in 1793, aug ju « 
few suceceding yeurs Le was elevated by que explit ufier 
another, to the rauk of brigadier-genvrul. Napoleon, wlu 
distinguished bin everywhere in de fret Italian coaupoign, ap- 
pointed hi his aide-de-caug at Milan, and repaid in friend- 
ship all the adiniration and devotion evinced for bin by young 
Murat. Je atiwrhed him to his fortunes, smducted him tw 
Egypt, witnessed his cavalry charges against the Muruelubes, 
felt how the electric spurk Of bis valour iuspired lis trous, 
and recognising in hi the buoyauy mul enthusiasin of the 
army, be brought bis back U France, when he returned 
dassle and enslave the directory, and eonfided W hün the part 
of audacity ond armed intervention at St. Cloud où the 11h 
Bromaire. 11 is known how Murat, Leing left Ly fiunaparte 
with his grenudiers ut the dur of the Orangery, while he 
went to uddress and dibsolve the Council of Live Hundred, 
received int his arms the suiue Bonsjurte, repulsed, discon- 
cerced, and ahnost faintiug; put hjn où horselau:k, aroused his 
couruge, inspired his soldiers, covercd his confusiou, retrieved 


bis defaut, and crowued his fortunes and bis crims by dispersing 
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with hs beyenets the unarmed representatmes of the nation 
From that dar forward the gratefal Bonaparte beheli m Murat 
a cousterpart vf himself. and resclved. from feeling as well as 
from polis. to attaæh to kom chis eompanion m arms. who 
actraeted god fortune evervwhere to lis desums. ‘These two 
warniurs muingied their lives together. to double as = were 
their free by œmutual astwhment. Murat was appointed com- 
mandant of the guard of che Consul: but ambinon was not a 
te sutfirieutis scroug to bmd him to the fortunes ef buis friend, 
nv become ehiet of che Repubire : love drew still eloser heart to 
heart. and blood to blood: fr the voung officer was m lose 
wih ome of hi general: sisters. Carutme Bocngurte. Ske 
was scarcelv m the prime vf youth. of a benutr less Grecrm

of luxury and gmndour which sorvod ns à forotaste of the 
Empire. He pavad the way to the throno for hia brother-in- 
Jaw, nud carried all his widhes into effet; but Bonaparte 
knew him well enough to ask nothing of him that could dobass 
his heurt or tarnish his name: bo churged Murat 10 dispense 
his farouru, and others to exooute his rigours. 

This was the period when Bonsparte, in pursunnce of his 
Machinrelian views which made him bolievo in the nocossity of 
mnéful crimes, cœusod to bo seizod in à noutml territory, tried, 
ad snorificed in one night, the young and innocent son of the 
Condés. Murat lent neithér heart nor hand 10 this tragody ; 
his post as governor of Paris, and his family connexion with 
Bonaparte, howevar, made people believe nt the time that he 
had imbrued bis bande in that innovant blood, but this was n 
cnlumny of ignorance,  Having loarnt from rumeurs at tho 
pülace, and from Madame Bonnparte, ut something sinister 
was plotting against a prines af the Bourbon family, ho nvailed 
himself of the voice and influence of his young wife to dis- 
sunde Bonaparte from every meusure which was not required 
by prudence and the safety of his government. He appealed 
to glory as well as pity. He wss not iuitiated in any of the 
circumstances which preceded the attempt. His functions as 
governor of Paris required that he should designate the mem- 
bers of the court-martial; and be did so st the orders of the 
minister of war, without choice of their rank, and amongst 
the commanding vfficers of corps in the garrison of Paris. 
He might have looked for an acquittal, and he hoped without 
any doubt for a commutation of the sentence in the event of 
condemnation. He was oither sick, or affected to be 80, 
during those fatal days, the better to keep his hand out 
of this snare; and he confined himself to sending at ten 
oclock in the evening of the day of judgment, Major 
Brunet, his aide-de-camp, and Colonel Havier, of the 1Bth 
regiment, to Vincennes, to furnish him with a report of 
the proceedings of the court-martial, as soon as it should be 
over. ‘lhe side-de-camp and the colonel were entirely igno- 
rant, as all Paris was, of the arrival of the Duke d'Enghien 
a that fortress, and of the object of the court-martial which 
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other on the road, without the power of communicating thesr 
coajectures to each other. They were not the bearers of anv 
message, of anv letter, or of a smgle word from the governor 
of Paris to the judges or the superior officers of che castle. 
Their mission was simpiy to know what was passing. and to 
report it to their general. These two officers onir learnt for 
the ürst time in the courtrard of Vimcennes the name of the 
prisoner : thes were present at the judgment, and at the pre- 
cipitate murder which made it more odious and more fero- 
cious. They departed im dismav before dayhoht for Pans 
Major Brunet (since a general otficer, a young man of twenty, 
with «a pure heart and a sensitive soul, entered the bed- 
chamber of Murat, and recounted what he had seen to him 
and his wife. who both uttered exclamations of surprise and 
horror in listeamg to it. ‘Thes knew of the trial, but they 
evidentiy did not anticipate the execution, and both mimgied 
their tears with those of the aide-de-camp. It is not thus that 
an accomplice receives the announcement of a crime; Murat 
was more than mnocent of it: he was beart-broken at 1 for 
his own part. and overwhelmed with shame for the glory of lus 
brother-m-lew.

After the Empire had been procizimed, Murat was mvested 
with the dignity of grand admirai, a dignity of the court which 
gave him rank amongst the grand impertal feudalities, which 
Napoleon dreamt of reconstituting, m mmitatiwn cf Cbarle- 
magne. But war was his real digmitr: he folbwed the Em- 
peror in ït everywhere, and commanded the cavairy m all the 
great campaigns from 1%00 to 1893. The Grand Duchy of 
Berg, s principelity on the right bank of the Rhine, seized 
upon ss a spoil of Prussis was given to him im sovereignty by 
Napoleon. But he dresamt of a more regal sovereigntr, and 
the Emperor led him to hope for one to whet his ardour. 
Murat was charged to conduet a French arruv to Madrid, under 
the pretert of pacifrimg Spam, which was torn by the dis- 
sensions of the royal family, but m reality to expel the Bourbons,

This passion for military splendonr which éxposed the life 
ef Marnt to the blows of the enemy, wes part of the charm 
by which he led om his soldiers. His costeme was a por- 
tion of his character, with which he conrted popnlerity m 
the camp. Splendonr mas for hi the image of glory. À 
native À the sonth, he loved, like the Cid, Spanish 
Domp, showy sioode, ere of procions workmesship, md îhe 


his limbs ; a brocaded vest, a short tunic firting dose to the 
waist, trimmed with far, and garnished with gold lsce ; a high 
crosned bat, like that of the attendants of Francis L, 
adormed with two or three plumes of feathers, and an egret, 
flrating and sparkling in the air. À theatrical hero in ap 
pearance, but readily pardoned for lus warlike ostentation, 
because it was surpassed by his bravery, and that the scene of 
his display was always in the midst of fire and carnage. Ns- 
poleon sometimes snuled with his licutenants at this somewhat 
puerile display of his brother-in-law ; but he was pleased even 
with tins exrcess, because it contrasted s0 well with his sun- 
plicity—another species of charm with which be also struck 
the eyes of the soldiers.

Whilst Napoleon, s conqueror almost without fighting, and 
sbat up in the trap of Moscow, lost ume in hesitating between 
a march in advance, a hollow peace, and an i retrest, 
Murat bivouscing outside the walls, at the head of 39,900 
cavairy, beat around the coantry ts seek for or drive away the 
enerny from Moscow. The disasters of this retreat are well 
inowe, in which the army of Napoleon, retarded by his inde- 
cision, struggled, while decimating itself, amidst deserts of 
Snow, against men and elements Of 59,900 men and 
159,900- horses which had passed the Boristhenes some 
months before, scarcely 60,900 disbanded soldiers and a few 
hundred horses repessed it in the midst of winter. Never 
since the days of Xerxes had so complete and so continued 
a destruction by the hand of nature strewed with the carcases 
of men and horses 590 leagnes of deserts But the soul of 
Murat did not bend before this spectacle; he had foreseen it, 
and be braved it like «a man determined to leave his life there

van crembiing, and hs resvlved to louk for another within 
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He had scarcely arrived at Naples when he assembled in 
secret council his most intimate confidants, and deliberated 
with them on the propriety of being faithful or otherwise to 
his benefactor, questions upon which honour and feeling should 
be the oulv guides. The conclusions were that it was neces- 
sary to conform to fortune, and sacrifice fnendship to policy 
and the throne. Fouché. who had always maintained the 
ascendant of a superior intellect over a mind easily controlled, 
hastened from Rome to have some private conferences with 
Murat, under pretence of retaining him in the cause of 
Napoleon. It is supposed that his private advice was different 
from his public proceedings, and that he led Murat to look 
upon the fall of Napoleon as imminent, and the kingdom of 
Naples as involved in this fall, unless he sought for some other 
support Fouché had scarcelv departed for Rome when the 
Count de Neipperg. a voung military diplomatist, as well prac- 
tised in court intrigues as in the manœuvres of the camp, 
hastened to Naples in the middle of December, conferred with 
the Duke de Gallo, an old negociator of Ferdinand s, but then 
attached to Murat, and a treaty resulting from these confer- 
ences was signed on the Ilth of January, 1514, between 
Austria and Murat By this treatr Murat, to redeem his 
crown from the coalition. ranged himself amongst the enemies 
of France. He promised to furnish 30,000 men to operate in 
Itaiv; Austris furnishing 60,000. These two armies were 
to be commanded by Murat in person, and would combine 
their movements against the viceroy. Eugene Beauharnais, 
commanding the French army at Milan The price of this 
defection to Murat was the throne of Naples, given up by 
King Ferdinand, and guaranteed to him and to his dyvnasty by 
tbe allied powers : an inheritance of blindness and ingratitude 
which time would not ratify. England became a party to this 
treaty, and promised to maintain an inoffensive attitude in 
Italv towards Murat

placos. Ho loft Naples himself at the hend of a second 
, column of 20,000 men, but without money or provisions; 
calculating on chance, on sympathy, and on insurrection to 
supply him with means. He advanced thus upon Bologna ; 
and during his march Rome, Ancons, and Civits-Vecchia capi- 
tulated, the garrisons retiring at liberty upon France. Lord 
Bentinck at the same time eflected a landing of British troops, 
which were directed upon Genoa, and bearing on their colours, 
“ Liberty and Independence of Italy.” 

Every thing announced an impending collision between the 
allied Neapolitans, Austrians and English, and Prince Eugene, 
who still occupied Lower Italy for Napoleon, with 50,000 
French and Italian troops, inured to war, and under a faithful 
viceroy.

One hour after this, wbether he had not the courage to 
pumuo, in common with the allies, the ruin of the French in 
Italy, or whether ho was thinking of his own throne and 
family, which the renction of such a catastropho might suddenly 
overwbelm at Naples, he issued orders to bin troopa for the 
suspension of all hostilities, aud rotired, disarmed and discon- 
certed, to Bologon. From thence, after having arranged the 
return of his army into his own territories, and left one of his 
best generale, Carascosn, with 6,000 mon in the marshes, he 
sot off himself for his capital, which he found calm and faithful, 
The Quoen, his court, and tho people roceivod him ns a con- 
üéror, and disguiséd, under multipliod fêtes, the silent grief 
and internal fours which ulrondy wers amouldering in all 
hearts, À presentiment of the approaching fall of this vassal 
royalty of Napoleon's was in th wind. ‘The râce of ancient 
monarchies could not long tolerate, much less protect, this 
baseless usurpation at Naples, whilst Ferdinand was reclaiming 
his throne, and the principle of the legitimacy of crowns was 
becoming the public law of Europe. Moreover, the services 
rendered by Murat in the last campaign to the coalition, were 
so interested, so doubtful, and s0 trifling, that he might, 
without too much injustice, be considered as much the enemy 
as the friend of the allies. His throne trembled like his con- 
science ; he had not even the consolation of reverse, fidelity to 
« vanquished cause : remorse was mingled with his adversity.

He affected not to believe the news, in order to deprive his 
subjects of all pretext for abandoning him. Uneasy however about 
the resolutions of the Congress of Vienna, and of the partiality 
of M. de Talleyrand for the Bourbons of Bicily, whose restora- 
tion the Bourbons of France were desirous of effecting at every 
sacrifice, to strengthen their principle, Murat sent two ambas- 
sadors to Vienns, the Duke of Campo-Chiaso and the Prince 
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Attitude of the Congress cf Vienne towards Murat. 
Cariati They were received there with distrust, exciuded 
from the conferences, reduced to play the part of observers o$ 
that which was concealed from them ; importunate solicitors of 
& throne aiready secretiy made over to another competitor Sus- 
pected br the legitimate courts. and odious to the French of 
Napoleon's partr, these envors hardiv disguised from their 
master the dangers which threatened him. Ther were rot 
long in learning, or suspecting the secret treatr concluded 
between England. France. and Austria, for the expulsion of 
Murat from the throne of Naples; but the latter was deter- 
mined not to yield it up. He thought that with the love of 
his subjects. the number and the bravery of his troops, the 
natural strength of his frontiers. and Italian patriotism, 
aroused at his voice, he could brave England, Austria, and 
France, and conquer his throne upon the very soil where he 
had founded it. 

He felt that liberty alone could conciliate for him the love 
of the Neapolitan nation, more enligh‘ened, and more anxious 
for representative institutions than the rest of Italy. He 
therefore promised his subjects 2 constitution, and created, ed 
interim, deliberative councils, which aflorded a shadow of 
national intervèntion in his still absolute government. He 
reduced the taxes, opened the ports. and gare freedom to 
commerce ; he dismissed with grief, but to lrumour the spirit 
of the people, all the French who held rank in his army, and 
placed them in his civil administration : he courted popularity 
through ingratitude, he instituted strong bodies of civic militia, 
he increased the army and multiplied luxury and fètes, hiding, 
under a show of security and splendour, the dangers and 
disquietudes by which he was devoured. The theatres, the 
bunting parties, the reviews. the brilliancr of his court 
attracted all Europe; he seemed eager to enjoy a throne 
which was slipping from under him.

Ho had comspired with 
himself 5n tho meclusion of his swn thought for the last 
aight mumtha ; his amenils were full, hit trensury sufficiont 
for a campaisu, his tronye lavied, his fortrasses prepared, and bis 
genarals chosen. Certain of losing ail if he waitod motiontoss 
the execution of the autipathies of Europe, be resolved tn risk 
allé and, ne if he had wishod to deprive his counoillors and 
his subjects of time for reflection, ho declared war the 15th of 
Marob, 1846, withont even waiting for nows of the definitive 
étés of Napoleon, and of bis antrnnce into Paris. 

He nssumed the commandinchiof of bis nrmy, divided 
dnto bd corps. The fret, composed of in gard, mnder the 
orders of CGenarals Pignatalli-Strongoli and Livron, nmounted 
012,000 men ; the second corps, commandéd, nder the King 
himself, by Generale Onrnscoss, Ambrosio, Leohi, Rowatti, 
Coletta. and Millet, numbering 80,000 combatants. The first 
corps advanced upon Home, demanding a passage from the Pope 
which he refased. ‘The army continuing, however, to ap- 
proach the walls, he abandoned Rome and took refuge in Genoa. 
The King, with the second corps, marched npon Anconn. 

On learning the unaccountable movements of the King of 
Naples, but the coincidence of which with the invasion of 
France sufficiently indicated their object to the Congress of 
Vienna, Austria hastened to strengthen with fresh troops its 
army in Milan, of which the Austrian General Frimont 
received the command. This army covered by the Eridan 
soon reckoned 60,000 men, under consummate generals. It 
extended from Milan to Cesena, while a division under General 
Nugent covered Tuscany.

In 
a war of invasion and surprise, such a mesure was tantamount 
tou défont, Ho orderod his guard tn quit Flornce, sd to 
Join him on the other aide of the Apennines, by Arezzo, and 
Borgo San Sepolero, towurds Améona, The King, after some 
emgagoments of mingled victory und dafoat, arrived ut Imoln, 
followed by two Austrian armios, the uno commanded hy 
Genermnl Neiperg, murched upon the rear of Murat, by the 
anelent Emilinn way, nourer to the Adriatic ; the other under 
th wrders of Bianohi, advanowd by Florence, Thess two 
armies united on the Apenninos, numbared together 60,000 
men, But Murat was in hopes of fighting thom separately, 
and he had chosen for his battle field the position of Macerats, 
which he hastened to attain. ‘Twenty days march were, how- 
ever, necessary to enable him to fall back from Bologne with 
all his divisions upon Macerata ; and ability and good fortune 
enabled him to effect it.  Pursued in vain by Nciperg, Murat 
at length arrivod on the 30th of April ut Marcrata, where he 
found his guard at the hour and pluso appointed, and was 
received by it with acclamations of good omen. This battle, 
upon a field chosen at such a distance Ly Murat, was to decide 
the fate of Italy, wbich would pass entirely into the hands of 
the conqueror,

Tbe Neapolitans mustered no more than 25,000 men, but 
they were masters of the point of junction between the army 
of Hianchi and the army of Neiperg: they consequently might 
fight them one after another, or at least prevent them from 
combining their imovements, Murat took upon himself to 
Sgbt Biauchi in person, with 16,000 of his best troops, and 
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Position ef the oppesing armies, 

left Carascosa, his best general, with 11,000 to make hesd 
against the army of Neïperg. He accordmgiy commenced the 
action with intrepiditv, dispersed the advanced corps of Bianchi, 
and made them fall back as far as Tolentino, where night 
stopped the victorious colamns of Murat. Intoxicated with 
this first bettle, he sent off couriers to the Queen of Naples 
to announce a victory onikv haif won, and orders to Carascosn 
to attack Neïperg with confidence. 

The morning broke beavily laden with the fogs of spring, 
which in those valless resemble the waves and undulations of 
the sea, completely concealing the landscape from the sight. 
Bienchi, under favour of the night and of these fogs, had 
recruited Ms army unknown to Murat with all his corps dis- 
persed on the preceding evening. and which had not yet 
rejoined his columns. On the first rending of the foggy cur- 
tain by the momming breeze. the King of Naples. on horsebeck, 
and ready to pursue his victors, perceived the hills of Tolentino 
covered and sparkling with 25,909 or 30.000 bazonets : and 
Bianchis advanced guard occupring two steep eminerces 
detached from the moantains, and jutting out like a promon- 
torr into the plain Murat was confounded at the sight: be 
counted sadiy the small number of his own troops, repented 
having detached Carascosa with the rest; but feeling also that 
any besitation now would be a confession of inferority, and 
that the last hope was in despair, be attacked the advanced 
posts of Bianchi. which feil back to the mountaims. Satisfied 
with the advantage gained over the Austrians in this first 
shock, be did not dare to attack with such unequal forces the 
masses of Bianchi posted on the slope of the mountams. 
Two hours were passed silent and motionless between these 
two armies, measuring each other’s strength at a distance, and 
leaving a great interval between them. These were two hours 
of anguish for the King and bis generals: and he had no 
further hope but in the night, which would enable him to con- 
ceal his manœuvres, to raliy Carascosa, and to seek for victory, 
or safety 1n another position.

He accordingly ordered a retreat, galloped round all 
the divisions, drew up the columns in order of march, waited 
for the night, and commandmg the rear guard himself he dis- 
puted like a hero the defiles of Aacerata against the Austrians 
“who were pursuing him Dismounting from his charger he 
was several umes seen rolling with his sappers under the 
enemies bullets, the rocks and trunks of trees with which be 
varricaded the defile against the cannon and the cavairy of 
Bianchi He concluded the night at Macerata, awaiting the 
remainder of his columns, which he had ordered to meet him 
2 that place. 
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Bat at daybreak they no longer existed ; all the divisions 
which were not under the kimg’s immediate command, attacked 
separately by the Austrians, surrounded by Neiperg and 
Bianchi, crushed by numbers. or disbending themselves in the 
panic of a nocturnal retreat, had entrely disappeared. The 
generals and officers alone remamed with Murat, and availed 
themselves of the early dawn to collect together a few of the 
scattered remains Carascosa, who had left Ancona with 
6,000 men, rejomed the king, who directed him to march his 
columns into the Neapolitan States, with orders to rendezvous 
at and garrison the fortresses of Civita Vecchia and Pescara 
He proceeded himself almost alone towards the Abruzzxi, to 
dispute the entrance to his kmgdom, with the forces which he 
süll hoped to rally around him there. 

During these battles and retreats, everything was falling to 
pieces at Naples. The Calabrese were advancing towards the 
capital ; the English Commodore Campbell was cruismg in the 
gulf, with a formidable fleet, and threatened to bombard the 
aty and the palace, if the ships and arsenals were not given 
xp to him, to disarm a declared enermy of the allies. The 
Queen was deliberating with ber ministers, under the cannon 


During these disasters, Murnt, almost alone, reuched by 


hope: 8,000 men had risen agninst their officers, had forcod 
the gntes, abandoned the city, dispersed themselves about the 
esuntry, and filled the capital with discouragement and con- 
sternation. King Ferdinand was at Messina, waiting only the 
news of Murat's ruin to cross the Strait and return 40 the king- 
dom of his fathers.

courage, from renewing he horrors of ervil war in his prosince. 
He resisted from patriotic motives the mad entreaties whieh 
the fanarics cf the wo courts made to him ts quit his regiment 
in which he was adored, and to proceed ts La Vendée He 
pielded at length, less from conviction than 2 sense of hunour, 
and degarted with remurse and & presentiment of à fruitless 
death. TLe foreign ambassadors, and amongst cthers the 
Csunt de froitz. ambassador from Prussia, were highly inéig- 
Dant at his tardiness. Ciril war. acccrding to them, ought to 
precede and be ihe pretext of foreign war. 

Te foreign ministers were equally divided with the eour- 
tiers cf che exiled ecurt; but all agreed in their contempt fr 
the emigration. which had not known, they said, either to win 
the affections Gf, or to govern the new country. M. de Blacas 
in their eyes made tne King anpopular, ard M. de Bruges the 
Ccunt d'Arts. They bai à leaning fur the new men: M de 
Bicheiien, M. dl: Montssquiou, M Mounier. M. Guizot, M 
Anges, who acpeared, at least. io understand the feeling cf 
regenerated France. Englarut and Austria deciared for M. de 
Ta.legrand, and counselled the King to give himself up entirety 
to his sagacity. Russia and Prussia already preferred to bi 
the Due de Eicheleu whose name, mdependence, impar- 
tialits and probity rendered nim im cheir eyes the man calem- 
late 10 restore consticutional monarchy in F'rance. Y. de Taliey- 
rand hai become odious ard suspwicss to them, since the 
serret treaty he had effected a: Vienra, between France, 
Austria, and Englard. 

This league of the soutk gave some d'smuetude to the 
north. Baron de Vincent, the Austrian amba-sadrr. acd Se 
Charles Stuart, the English ambassador at frhent, pushei the 
King wich ail their efforts towards M. de Taleyrand. 
land mediated à rinistry im which <he Duke de Riwheliex, 
wbn wouid answer for the Peviluiion should be associated 
mich M. de Tallegrandi, x£s wculi answer for the alliance 
wich England Such wére the agirations ani mdecisions cf 
pottical afairs at (sheut, when th4 Düuxe de Pichelieu arrived 
tiere himself, sent by the Emperor Alexander tn eocmnter 
balance the ascendancy of che friends sf M. de Talleyrand, 
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The King's private life at Ghent 





But although he had surrounded the King with lis per- 
sonal friends M. de Talleyrand did not yet venture to go to 
Ghent. He was kept away from it purposely that his presence 
might not occasion between him and M. de Blacas a dissension 
fatal to their common cause. When he arrived at Brussels M. 
de Talleÿrand was not even allowed to occupy the empty hotel 
which the court had in that city adjacent to Ghent. He took 
offence at this unbhandsume reception, which, he said, discredited 
him with the allied powers, and he made but a tardy and a 
rare appearance at Court. 

As for the Duke de Richelieu, modest, without ambition, 
having rather a repugnance to than a taste for public affairs, 
exiled for twenty years from his country, nationalized in Russia, 
the founder, governor, und creator of Odessa, more a soldier 
than « politician, he aspired to nothing further than to see the 
house of Bourbon cousolidated in France upon institutions con- 
formable to the genius of the age, and then to return to the 
desert. ‘The sentiment alone of the services which the house 
of Bourbon could claim from him, and the imperative orders of 
the Emperor of Russia rétained him at Ghent. A conformity 
of character and rectitude of mind attached him from the be- 
goning with M. Mounier, a man of the same stamp, more 
happy at being useful thun cager to command. 


XIIT. 


In his private life, at Ghent, the King displayed the same 
supériority over fortune that he had shown at Verona, at 
Mittau, at Hartwel], and at the Tuileries. Age and infirmi- 
ties, which double the dangers of flight and the asperities of 
exile, did not appear to affect his serenity. 1e felt 59 con 
fident of his right that he threw back upon adversitv all the 
wrongs of his situation : he reigned in all places to which be 
ture his name and his Llood, and nothing was altered in his 
habits except the paluce. ‘The Abbé Louis, his minister of 
finance, had brought with him several millions of his civil list, 
wnich sufliced for thé maintenance of his household and the 
payment of his troops, for some months. He had neither 
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Juxery nor mdigence: be contimued all his habits of devotion, 
of familr, of councils, cf carriage drives, with the repularitr of 
bours and etiquette with which at all times he feit please to 
encirele his life. As at Paris, he stole some hours from pubhe 
affairs to consecrate them to familiar conversation, and to 
Jlearned and literars pursuits He wrote. and be enjoyed 
fniendship. He felt that Europe was agitatung itself for him, 
be therefore hastened none of lis movements through impe- 
tience for the recoverr of his throne. He received with grace 
and freedom of intelleet the numerous guests who hastened 
from all parts cf France to offer him their services or their 
fdelitr. He saw the foreign mimisters every dar, and listened 
with cuniosits to the police reports which were made to bim on 
the rermarkable or suspicious strangers wbo arrived at his court. 
He loved, above all thines, to converse on these matters, or on 
Lterars and scientific sutéects with Baron d'Eckstein. charged 
br the allies with the functions of provisional minister cf police 
at Gbent He enjored the societr of 1lis young cfficer, a 
Dane br birth. a Frenchman by taste, since celebrated m 
science and letters. whose conversation nourished his love for 
high hterature. He took him to France after the second re- 
storation, and nationalised him by attaching hïm to the munistry 

of foreign affairs. 


XIV. 


The Count d'Artois was more disquiet, and supported 
with less impassibility the languor cf forced inaction. This 
prince, 100 much flattered in his vouth, required alwars to 
be so br favourites, wbo exapgserated 10 him his supenionity 
over his brother. He Jiked alwavs to have a political circle 
of ls own. and, s0 10 speak, to reign in advance. Thenœæ 
arose, in foreign cvuntries as at Pans, bis perpetual agita- 
üon, lus silent, or boisterous opposition, bis private cabinet, 
rarels in accordance with that of tbe King. the focus cf a thou- 
sand ambitions and a thousand intrigues, and a certain source of 
embarrassment in a constitutional goverz ment, where the prince 
wbc governs bas two oppositions to satisfy instead of one, 
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lntapable, bowavar, of any disloyalty, though capable of say 
denprudenes. 

Menvwbile he Duks du ferez was forming hiinuelf for 
cnninand, snapeeting the troupe, and roughls aol thin Tant 
Gomers. auch nn Bourinont, Cloust, and others, who rejoned 
their cobenra nt be lot ometment. Pa dived on fasnilinr inter 
conan with hs genng nobalty on ua new nrinÿ of Condé, and 
gave hosnse ll np to tbe thomghtiees plessures 0f ox age, na a 
faturs Charles DE 6f Frunra, Ms refrained fross probitiea, for 
fear of daplesming bia oiule, by takongs à part betmaen bin and 
the Count d'Artois, “Disnn panel on un manner, 16 vapecte 
tons either of thin cash of Foaropean arunes ndvancing upem 
Ds French frontiern, 08 of an nctunl nud spontansous explain

roction in La Vendée, whom chefs arrived hourly to nobut La

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report to the King, intended to offer to France and to Europe a 
uue picture of facts and opinions which were trevestied by tbe 
proclamations and by the venal journals of Paris. Thisre 
port was the manifesio at once of the King and of 1be people, 
sccusing one man alone and his army for the calammities of the 
vor: d 

“ Sire! ‘ said M. de Chateaubriand, ‘* Buraparte placed. 
by a strange fatalitv, between the cuasts of France and Italy. 
has descended like Genseric, there where he was called by the 
tengeance of God. Tbe hope of all bo had commiued, and 
of all who had meditated a crime, he came and be succeedod; 
men Joaded with vour gifts, their Lreasis decorated with your 
orders, kissed in the moérning 1bat royal hand which in the 
evening they betraysed. Furiber than this, Sire, the last 
toumph which crowns, and which will termiuate the career ot 
Bonaparte, bas nothing marvellous in it ]t is not a real re- 
voluuon, but a pasring invasion. ‘There is no real alterauon 
in France; pubiic opinion there bas undergone no change. 
What we see is pot the incvitable result 0? a Joug chain ot 
causes and effects. The Kiug has retired for a moment; but 
the monarchy remains intact. ‘lhe nation, as witness 115 tears 
aud its regrets, Las shown that it bas separated itself from the 
armed power which 1r8posed upon it laws. 

+ These sudden reverses are frequent amongst all nations 
which have had the frightfol misfortuue to fall uncer military 
desputism. ‘he histwries of the Louer Empire, of the Otto- 
man Empire, of moderu Egrpt, and the regencies of barbarian 
states are full of them. Every day at Caru, at Algiers, or at 
Tunis a proscribed Bey reappears on the frontier of tle desert ; 
some Mamelukes join him, proclaim him their chief and master, 
The despot advances amidst the clanking of chuins, enters tle 
capital of his empire. triumphs and dies. You spyeared, &ire, 
and the foreigner retired. Bonaparte returns, and the fureigner 
re-enters our unfortunate country.

Let it Le permitied us to 
proclaün with the profound and unlimited respect which we 
bear to vour crown and to your viriues : we are ready to shed 
for sou the last drop of our blood, to fullos you to the confines 
of the earth, to share with you the tribulations it mar please 
the Almichtr to send you, because we believe, Lefore God, 
that you wiil maintain the consutution that you have given to 
sour people, that the most sincere wish of vour royal beart is 
for the liberty of the French. Ifit had been otherwise, Sire, 
we sbouid all have died at vour feet, in defence cf vour sacred 
person. because vou are our lord and master, the king cf our 
forefathers, our legiumate suvereign, lut. Sire, we should Lave 
been nothing more than your suldiers; we should have ceased 
to be your counsellors and your ministers. ”

These manifestos were spread throughout France from band 
to band, by the natural propegandism cf the rovalist populs- 
üons, and by the facilitr which Fouché 5 police aflcrded 10 their 
arculation for the sdvancement uf agitation. These parties in full 
cry increased his importance, as one or other of them prepared 
results whica be wisbed to bold in hand They gave a great 
impetus to pubix opinion ; fcr truths of thus nature are never 
laid before a nation with impunär. Napoleon with his army 
appeared isolated in the midst of Europe : all these just accu- 
sations fell upon him and his troops with greater force than 
tbe bullets of 1be coelition. This was not yet enough for the 
court of Gbent and for F'ouché : one wixhed to act, the other 
wes only desirous of agitating public opinion. Tke impe- 
dence of the rojalists and tbe agiuating policy of Fouché 
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possible means, prevent tbe west from having recourse to insur- 
reon The combmed armies of Anjou, of Poitou. of Bntary 
and of Maine migkt march on Pans, when the Emperor :s no 
linger there, and by a void cowp de maïn change our best cor- 
certed plans. Such a hvpothesis may present imposibilities 
cac in à revmuton everything must be foreseen. and I do nor 
wish to have amived at this period of 56 t5 find mrself totziiy 
vanquksed br sine imbecile peasants.

XVIT. 


These insinuenions cf Funche favoured the anarchical in- 
surrections in these provinces : bat ther gave chem undecisive 
results. waich could not resrond to the passions, to the dero- 
üon. 6r to the intérest of the rovahists. Civil wars do not admit 
o? either these inderisions or thus abevance: La Vendée could 
cuis anse under its real chiefs and under ns ancient banner ; — 
bated the name of Orleans, the accomplice, m its eves. in the 
murder of Loms XVL, more than the name of Bonaparte, 
which nad resiored to it nationality, religion. and giors. The 
great majors of its bravest cbieis, such as La Roche;aquelra 
and Bourmont, bad served in the great campaigns of the 
Ernpire. Gae name alone was dearer to the hearts of the 
Vendéars than that 6f Bcnaparte, and that was ire name ot 
ue Dsurbons. 

Ve have ssen that the rapidity of Bonaparte s march on 
l'ans, tbe surprise of tue chicis, and the mdecision of tne 
prices. rad dsoncented oo the 20th cf March, the attempt 
“? iLe Duke de Boarten to raise the west of France in insur 
rectiun. But the thought of this insurrection was not desd 
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doubly popular by the name of his brother, killed in the first 
war, and by the name of Lescure, whose memory was hallowed 
in the hearts of the Vendéan peasants, Louis de la Roche- 
laquelin had conspired with the royalists of Bordeaux for the 
defection of that city from the Empire, and the recognition 
of the Duke d Angoulême, whom he went to join in Spain. 
Louis XVIII. bad given him, in recompense of his devoted 
se-T<es, the command of the horse grenadiers of the royal 
quard, a select regiment of cavalry, composed of the best and 
oavest soldiers of the guard of Napoleon. He was adored 
amengst them, and had conducted his regiment entire to 
Gaent, m the King's suite.

La Rochejaquelin, whose mind was as reflective as his 
heart was intrepid, was repugnant to a partial and :ill-timed 
nse=-tecton, which could have no other result than to con- 
eantrate the miseries of civil war in his province, while the 
faze f France would be decided on a more extensive battle- 
dexa But his brother, Augustus de la Rochejaquelin, who 
ha remained in La Vendée, wrote him word that the impe- 
tience to rise could not much longer be restrained; that 
already in the forest of La Roche-Servière, the theatre of the 
desperate struggle of the first Charette, another Charette, his 
nevhev, and heir to his bravery, La Roche-Saint-André, and 
Goulaine, were opposing the troops of the Emperor; that 
D'Auuchamp, who had but recently been accused of tardiness, 
and Suzannet, were forming their movable camps, indicating 
their points of rendezvous, and preparing for an outbreak at 
an early dar. 

The King, in spite of M. de Blacas, who reckoned but little 
22 these adventurous heroisms of intestine war, sent Louis de 
la Rochejaquelin to London, to solicit a war subsidy for a 
contingent of 80,000 Vendéans, auxiliaries of the coalition in 
the pay of England. La Rochejaquelin went on his mission, 
erd obtained the subsidy and transports to take him and his 
gronadiers to Lower Poitou. The insurrection broke out on the

16th, and the following day La Rochajaquelin arrived on the 
const of St. Uilles, landed his troops, ammunition, and subsiay, 
and publisbed the following proclamation of war :— 

* “Vendéanus! behold your arms! The King lovws reu, 
end has sent me in the name of the nations of Kurovs, 
ail full of admiration of your courage.  Hecollect how oiten my 
brother has led you on to victory: I shall only repeat to you 
Lis words which still inflame your hearts! If I advance, fouow 
wo! IfI retroat, kill me! If] die, avenge me! Bonapa.ie 
& not ignorant that your rising will be the signal of ms ae- 
struotion, for it was he himself that gave you the name of gians. 
Kurope has its eyes fixed upon you, and is marehing to support 
gou; aud the King has said, ‘ I shall owe my crown to the 
Vendéans |” 

On the promulgation of this stirring appeal, M Susannet, 
æœusin to La Rochejaquelin, hastened to St, Gilles witn 4,000 
ermed pousants: he was followed by Charette ana orner 
chiefs, who informed the young general that M, d aut- 
champ and his brother, Augustus do la Rochejaquorin eaca 
at the hoad of n body of insurgents, were combining tne:r 
movements to sweep La Vendée of the troops of the usurver, 
with whom they had alrendy come to action,

This news was verified at the same hour by the evrsnt. 
Augustus de la Rochejnquelin, at the head of 8,000 pensants, 
almost without arms or ammunition, and wroughtup to fanatinsm 
by the curate vf Aubiers, who had blessed them either in tcath 
or victory, bad rushod upon the 20th regimont of the ‘me at 
Maalovrier, dispersed and pursued it to Chatillon, ‘'here tne 
regiment, being rallied by its colonel on a rising ground, had 
stopped tho Vendéans; but tho numbers of tho wounded car. 
ried into Chollet after the rotrent had thrown that town into 
dismay. 

During the night which folluwed this victory, Augustus de 
la R ejaquelin, informed of the landing cf his brother, 

to St, Gilles to arm his troops. Sapinaud, another 
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accredited ehief. at the head cf 3,900 peasants was approwh- 
ag with the same mtention by ancther route. General Travos 
attacksd them, in a vain attempc to carry off thetr ammunitien : 
thes repulsed him. and etfecte:i their junetion at St. Giles wicn 
Lou:s de la Rochezaquelin and Pis grenadiers. The coun:ry 
along the cnest arose with enthusiasm at the news of cnese 
sucresses ; and couriers having carried exaggerated accounts 0f 
them to London and to Ghent. the English cabmet and the 
Kirg looked upon the imsurrection already as vietorious.

Two days after the chiefs assemnbled at Pallusu proceedied 
to the appoiniment of a geuerai-in-chief; and as division. and 
mdependent ecmmands had List the first war. union and overt- 
ence ought :5 assure the :riumpa cf Le second.

La Vendée seemad for the 
last fifteen vears to have been preparing these gatherines 
Cries of war issued from every cabin. uremg D'Autichamp to 
pounce upon the threatened division of Travot. and to seize 
upon Choîllet 

Bot whether from an adherence to the principles of regular 
warfare. fatal to msurrections, where promptitude shoaïd be the 
ons tacties, or whether from the terror with which his plans 
were msptred by the disaster of Aizenay. D'Autichamp avoided 
a coilision with the forces of Travot. He gave them time to 
evaraate Choîlet and to fall beck to the rear; and he entered 
Cholet himself, not 25 a cmqueror who seïzes upon the field 
of battle. but #s a tactician who cecupies an undisputed position. 
He was joined there br La Rochejaquelim. who proeceded te 
form his staff, composed of M. de Tmguy, and of La Roche- 
Saint-André: (Canuel. an oid general of the convention 
against the Vendéans. but who had now embraced their cause, 
was appointed his principal lieutenant. whose experience was to 
organize all whom La Rochejaquelin shouïd stir up to acüon.

with the court of Ghent; be confided to kim Che part he 
was playing, as minister of the Emperor, and as the partisan of 
& restoration, prepared by his oare, as a refuge for France, to 
presarve the country from destruction, Should Napolron 
suceumb, he indicated to him the Anglès, the Mouniers, the 
D'Argouts, tho Cuizots, an the confidants of his designs in 
favour of the govarnment of Louis XVITE, The King himself, 
he told him, convinced that tho allies wonld not act before the 
expiration of #ix weeks, and knowing that Bonaparte would 
have timo to crush the Vendéan forces, had ordered them to 
reserve themanlves for hin causa. M. de Malartie convineed 
by his confidence, and by tho lottors and names ho had im- 
parted to him, undertook to procesd to La Vendée, with two 
other royalists, M, de la Béraudioro and M. de Fiavigny, the 
guarantees of his fidelity to his party. 

They accordingly doparted, and on arriving at Mans, they 
opened their mission to M. de Hordigné. ‘ Fonché is with us,” 
they said to him, “and hero are the orders of Napoleon to his 
prefeets and his genarals, to auapond aîl hostilitien at onr ro- 
quisition."  Bordigné, in aatonishment, dolaged his departure 
for La Vendée; and Malartin, La Béraudiere, and Flavigny, 
traversed buth banks of the Loire, and the assembled armies, 
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under the safeguard of the authonities. They arrived st the 
chateau of La Chardiere. the residence of Suzannet, and re- 
questing an interview with him im his camp. commumicated to 
him in writing the object of their mission Sazannet sent 
them on to La Pochejaquelin and to Canuel, who energetically 
refused to bear them D'Autichamp, less irritated, received 
Fouches three negociators in ns camp at Tiffauses He 
listeped to their proposiuon. and was astonished at what they 
confided to him; but be declined replring to them until he had 
consulted his chiefs. Bv the adrice of his council of war, he 
made all conferences with them subordinate to the decision of 
La Rochejaquelin, his superior in command 

During these hesitations Suzannet, inclining towards 
peace, continued inactive ; while the negociations being divulged 
amonpst the chiefs and the soldiers, sbook the resolutions and 
characters of manr. ‘The troops of Travot and Lamarqu, 
reinforced br the Xational Guards of the patriotic towns and 
countrr, advanced in imposmg numbers towards the Marais, 
and towards the sea; 25,000 men, divided into five columns, 
traversed the Vendéan soïl im all directions in rear of the im 
surgent armies; cutting off the rorahst forces from the Mor- 
Liban. while the space alone between the sea and Suzannet 
remained free to La Rochejaquelin. The iatter had still force 
enough to conquer, but this force was bourlr melting under his 
hand; for the peasants, influencd by the distrust so adroitly 
spread through their ranks, exclaimed that their general-in- 
chüef onlr kept s0 close to the shore that be might abandon 
them, as their fathers had been abandoned at Quiberon, br 
taking refuge on board the English squadron. Everrihing. m 
short, was discouraging in a war which had no longer reiligiuus 
fanaticism. nor rovahist enthusasm, por persecution. nor dis- 
possession, nor the scaffold for its aliment The me wes past, 
and men are the offspring of the time.

Thus fell, in the flower of his age, the author and the vie- 
um of this war. He was mourned in both camps; and his 
peasant followers in La Vendée, the troops of the line, in 
which he had comrades and friends, and his grenadiers in 
Belgium, when thev learned his death, mingled their sorrows 
over his untimels fate. On the following day his sister, igno- 
rant of his death, but having learnt the defection of his divi- 
sions, mounted her horse. and with dishevelled hair galloped 
through the villages in the neighbourhood of her residence, 
uttered cries of distress and vengeance at the doors of all the 
cottages, caused the tocsin to sound, harangued, supplicated, 
and aroused the peasants of the country. The excited crowd 
armed at her voice, and exclaimed, “ Come on! Let us save 
our wives and children ! ” 

Bat it was too late. La Rochejaquelin was already buried 
amongst the furrows of the battle field, honoured with the mourn- 
ing of both armies, and avenged by the remorse of his generals. 
His body was given to his soldiers and carried to the village 
of Perrier. Ata later period La Vendée raised a funeral cross 
on # hillock in the middle of the field where he had drawn his 
last sigh. It bears the following inseription : “ On this hillock 
was killed. and covered with its earth, Lous de la Roche 
jaquelin.” They have plented it with ‘“ immortals.” a wild 
flower sacred to the monuments of heroes. Madame de la 
Rochejaquelin, twice a widow. remained on the familv estate 
with eight children. the eldest of which was not twelve years 
old. One of them was destined to continue, in some other 
crisis of his country, the splendour of a name which the revo- 
lution has raised on a level with the most poetical names 01

Napozsox, to obtain from France the time and the efforts 
which would be called for by a war of extermination, had been 
obliged, es we have ssen, to change his naturs, and to flatter 
tha instincts of liberty, which he bad not only stifled but in. 

T'his part, the hypocrisy of which 
was evident, lowered this great character to fulse-seeming and 
to concessions which debuse abaolute power itself. The master 
who is compollod to implore obedience is beneath the people 
who grant it ‘The man who is suspected of deceiving that he 
may reign, no longer ruigns; he mnerely ropresents on the 
throne a double part which provokes distrust and disdain, 

Such was the situntion of Napoleon in the midst of the 
liberal, revolutionary, or republiean exigencies of the popular 
counsellors by whom he was surrounded, Yle cnressed them, 
but ho feared them; he strove to #educo them, sometimes 
by affecting a sincere conversion to démocratie and consti- 
tutional ideas, sometimes by converting them himself to his 
renl thoughts, by the perspective of a reign to be shared 
with then. ‘T'hey who observed hirg no longer recognised the 
run of self-willed résolutions. His soul bent under his fault, 
bis dignity under compromises, his genius even urder his irre- 
solutions.

It was necessars to frame the constitution which he would 
bave to present to his assemblies. that his return might appear 
at least to bring an institution to the country. This wes for 
Napoleon a perpetual subject of indecisions and councils ; he 
would and he would not twenty times a dar. To give nothing 
was to destroy his popularitr, and to give too much was to 
ruin himself. Benjamin Constant. of a genius as theoretical 
and peremptory as a German abstraction, but tamed and made 
supple in the presence of the Emperor by his defection and 
his selfish ambition, was eminertly qualified to serve, on ons 
side, these false appearances of liberal concessions with which 
Napoleon was desirous of decking his return; and on the 
other, the secret reservations of authonritv with which he did 
nct wish to dispense. that he might sull continue desp-ti, 
though with the appearance of being constitutional.

The Emperor was compelled to humour this enthusissm 
at which he was alarmed On the point of reappearing before 
the representatives of the nation, he wished to show himself 
elevated on the shields of the people to the republican depu- 
tes and to Europe. The fédérés of the fauboargs began to 
murmur that arms bad not been given to them; and they 
Joudiy demanded to be reviewed by him. ‘These long columns 
of peuple of everv trade, whom industry, labour, poverty, and 
vicæ even, do not render insensible to the noble instincts of 
patriotism, marched with hands empty, or armed with pikes and 
muskets, from the faubourg Saint- Marceau, and the faubourg 
Saint-Antoine, wwards the Place du Carrousel Their counte- 
pances, at once sorrosfal and resolute, their arms hanging by 
their sides, their military steps, their miscellaneous 


revolutionars colamns which the great demagogues excited 
from 1589 to 1791 agamst the Tuileries, or the cmvention. 
But n was to their country that these colamns came to offer 
their lives: and Napoleon could not help admiring while he 
dreaded them. They were the source from which he drew his 
army. These men presented an sddress w the Empervor. 
“We bave received you with enthasissm,” they sad, 
“because you are the man of the nation, the defender cf the 
country. and because we expect from you a glorius mdepen- 
dense and a wiss liberty. Ah! Sire, why had we not arms at 
te moment when the foreign kmgs, emboklened by tresson, 
advanced under the vers walls of Pans? With wsiat ardour 
would we have imitated that brave Natwnal Guard, reduced to

After this roviow the Emporor, closeted with his most 
intimate confidants, felt mure profoundly than ever the abese- 
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ment of his situation. In the place of those 500,000 men 
who marched in military pomp from the extremities of the 
Empire under his sword, at the commencement of his great 
wars, he had only seen the phantom of those indigent and tur- 
bulent plebeïans, who are stirred up by revolutions in the hearts 
of capitalis without regular governments. This plebeïan mass 
which agitated the capital today might overwhelm it to- 
morrow. ‘If I had known,” said he to M. Molé, “ how low E 
should be obliged to descend, I should have remained at the 
Isle of Elba.” He ordered that no arms should be given to 
this multitude ; for every undisciplimed force disquieted him 
more for his power than it reassured him for the country. He 
despised these sudden risimgs of the people, terrible when 
they explode, but mcapable of constaner. ‘The rwts of the 
people,” * said ke, “make revolutions: but arms alone make con- 
quests.” The Afarsallaise hymn, which the fédérés repeated 
in chorus, on dispersing to their respective localities. sounded 
in his ears like the tocsin of the 10th of August; and he feit 
the Empire tremble at those songs which had formeriy saved 
the country. The small number of fédérés and volunteers 
sufficientiy told him that this movement was more turbulent 
than national; and everything indicated from day to day that 
the disvontented, or suspicious feeling of the superior classes 
ot the people was more unfarourable to him than ever.

The registers opened in all the. municipalities of the em 
pire, for the acceptance of the constitution remained empty. 
Scarcely a mitihon of suffrages canvassed by the agents of 
government, or brought forward by fear, raufed the “ Additional 
Act.” Some thousands protested, even in the registers, in the 
name of rovalty, or of the republic. M de Kergorlay, and M. 
de Rosambo, two men worthy, like M. Lainé, to defy tvranny, 
because they had the constancy to sufler persecution, boldly 
published their profession of political faith against the usarpe- 
tion of the national sovereignty. The Emperor. to combat 
these protestations, and to inspire the electoral colleges in the 
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ehoice of repressatatives, appointed twenty-two commissioners 
entraordinary. and distributed amongst them the principal divi. 
sions of the Empire. He chose these comrmissioners amongst 
that undecided shade of mon of flexible opinions, who, after 
having given pledges to the revolution, had passed over to his 


: Bonspertism confided in them. Tee were MM. de Susey, De 
Gérando. Rampon, Bedoch, Dumolard, Pommereuil, Ræderer, 
Miot, Vatry, D'Alphonse, Pontécoulant, Boissy-d'Anglas, Ca- 


Maret, Marchand, Oolcher, Arrighi, and Ohasles, meu uncertain 
of the parts they were going to act, too strongiy suspected of sub- 
serviency to the master, in the eyes of the republicans, and too 
œuch imbued with liberalism in the eyes of the fanatics of the 
Empire: some personally attached to the Emperor, others to 
Oarnot, the most able admitted to the confidence of Fouché, 
but all wavering between opposing fidelity, ambition, or fear. 
Their mission coldly received in the departments, was usoful 
only to the opposition, which they were obliged to caress, 
seeing that they could not vanquish it: it had no effect what- 
ever on public opinion 


XIV. 


This tho Emperor wns desirous of striking with a grand 
impression, by one of those scenes at once imperial, popular, 
and military, which the convention recalled to his memory. 
He convoked at Paris for the 1st of June, the representatives, 
the electors, and deputations from all the divisions of tho 
army. This was a second and more popular coronation, with 
which he wished to consecrate in the eyes of the nation, and 
of Europe, his title to the Empire. He imparted to this 
solemnity all the pomp of war, of religion, and of peace. 

The theatre chosen for this immense assemblage of the 
people and of tho army, was the Champ-de-Mars, a modern 

phitheatre, constructed during the revolution of 1789 for 

grand federations of the peuple. A multitude, more eager 
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for the spectacle than attracted by enthusissm, covered from 
daybreak the rustic steps of this immense circus. 

Fifty thousand soidiers of the army, already on its march 
to Belgium, occupied the ground in front of the people, as if 
for one last review before opening the last campaign. Between 
the people and the armv, however. there did not exist at that 
moment that concord which unites the citisen with the soldier 
in ordinary times. 

The army felt some remorse towards the people, and tbe 
people a resentment against the army. But then these soldiers 
were the offspring of che people, and their defection was ez- 
cused by their enthusiasm for their chief, and by their heroisæ. 
Moreover, they were going to fight, and perhaps s00n to die, 
fr their sacred soil ; and their approaching destiny melted the 
hearts of the multitude until their fault was forgiven. Their 
resentment then 100k a higher aim; and the Emperor alone 
was accused amongst the different groups for having come w 
tempt their tidelity. He was contemplated at the Champ de 
Mai as the man of history rather chan of popularity : and a 
unanimous presentiment appeared to prevail of his approsching 
and final disappearance. People oniy wished to receive a 
striking impression of chis great page of history, tw recal it to 
mind in their old age. The Champ de Mai was on that occa- 
sion a grand, and in the minds of the majority, a final scene of 
the tragedies of the age. The peuple and the army maintained 
a profound silence.

“It 23 now three months,” said the Emperor to the as- 

sembled chambers,  smce circumstances and the contidence 
of the people have invested me wih unlimited power; and 
this day I have come t accomplish the most urgent duty of my 
heart ; L'am going to commence the consütutional monarchy. 
Men are too powerless to command the future: institutions 
alone fix the destinies of natims. Our mstitutions are to 
much scattered, one of our most important occupatbons will 
be to unite them in one single frame, and to arrange them 
present epoch to future generations. 
“ À formidable coelition of kmgs have a design upon our 
mdependence ‘ Their armies are arrivmg on our fronters, 
and blood has alreair been shed at sea m time of peace. It 
is possible, therefore, that my fürst duty as a sovereign may 
call me soon to the head of the nation s children to combet for 
the countrs. The army and I will do our dutv. Yours be the 
task, peers and representaurves. to give to the nation an exars- 
ple of confidence, of energy, and of patrousm ; and hke the 
senate of the grest nations of antiquitv, resoive to die rather 
than survive the dishonour and the disgrace of France. The 
sacred cause of the country will trampkh :” 

The chambers replied br sdiäresses that bresthed more a 
distrust of tvranny. than warlike enthusissm at this speech;

France, as wo havs nesn, had not risen en masse, ‘The 
south rérmained aiment entirely motionlens in the expeoctation 
of ovents; the west was in à stats of fermentation, but it was 
with batred against Napoleun, and love for the Bonrbons ; and 
the government took very govd care not to excito thions pro- 
vincos by summoning their malo population to fight ngninst 
the King: Ît wns enough to seœure their neutrality. Alsatis, 
Franche-Comté, the contre, and ths départments around Paris 
bad alone furnished some battalions of mobilised voluntscrs 
and old noldiers discharged frorn the norvice, to form the garri- 
sons of the fortifisd plares. ‘The north, a patriotic and war. 
like poople, was divided betwson its prédilection for the 
Bourbons, and its genereus passion for the independence of the 
sil. The country had numsrous defenders thoro, and the

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He was thinking of his return, and did not wish to leave, 
or to find again in his capital, an army of enthusiasm, which 
might serve as a rallymg pomt to opimions hostile to his 
government. He preferred to disarm the country of this 
convulsive force than to arm liberty. Moreover, he had little 
faith in the soundness of these levies in mass, in the face of 
troops disciplined and mured to war, Hike those he had to con- 
tend with One hundred thousand of those old soldiers of the 
Eine and of ls guard, broken-m to his hand, manageable as 
his own thoughts, and firm as his own soul, appeared to him 
preferable to those multitudes of men which the soil produces 
in a day of enthusiasm, and devours in a day of reverses. He 
only reckoned, therefore, on his regular army ; but, threatened at 
once on every side, he could not assemble them on one singie 
point without weakening them on all tbe ôthers ; and if he 
attempted to oppose on every point, be was on every point 
weak and insufficient. Thence arose the part he adopted of 
uniting all his disposable furces under his own hand, and 
Jeaving to ls generals nothing but the names and shadows of 
armies, which could only serve to reassure for a few days tbe

Marshal Suchet, a man of a cold and pensive disposition, coa- 
summate in the admnustration of war, imperturtable to events, 
and experienced in mountain warfare, was entrusted with the de- 
fence of Lyons, of which be was a native, and of the provinces 
to the eastward. by the people of which he was esteemed and 
beloved.

It will be seen that with the exception of these 13,000 
men of Lamarque. still necessary to intimidate rovalism m 
the west, the Emperor could not detach a single man from the 
feeble camps which covered France, either to increase his own 
force. or to fsil back upon in case of a reverse. His own fate 
and that of France were entirelr dependent on the grand 
army.

Even th5 was nothing but a name for a sovereign and a 
general who had led 559,990 soldiers into Russia, and 390,000 
to Austerlitz and to Wagram. His official statements and his 
journals it at 230,999 men; but in this number 
he ineluded 109.000 volanteer National Guards, motilised, of 
the provinees of the centre and of Paris. and 59,900 troops of 
the line. which he had ordered to be levied and armed, and 
which he stationed, as an arnv nf reserve, between Laon and 
Paris. These levies had not been made, and these armaments 
were not ready. The army of reserve existed oniv in his head ; 
there was none upon the soïl. These 2%9.999 men were 
therefore reduced to 129,9. stationed silentir and in suc- 
cession Letween Paris and Belgium; ready to issue from 
their eantonments at the first signal from the Emperor, to 
form under his hand a most formidable line of battle on those 
fields of Fleuras and Jemappe, the first rock of the coalition 
under Jourdan and under Dumoariez.

The Russian army of reserve numbered 160,000 men: it 
was commanded by General Barclay de Tolir, and was to cross

Fimalir, 60,000 Germans, Italians, and Piedmontese were 
under arms at the foot of the Alps, and were beginning to 
cross them in front of Suchet They were commanded by 
General Frimont.

Marshal Soult, the Wellington of France, at once a great 
minister of war and great commander in the field, had retired 
to a distance on the return of Napoleon, as 1f to expiate the 
services that he had offered to the royalist cause during his 
ministry under the Bourbons. The Emperor having sum- 
moned him. the marshal had hastened to his side, and had 
been appointed to the rank of major-general, left vacant by 
Berthier, that is to sav. second on] to the Emperor in the 
campaign just about to open. 

But how could that confidence and mtimacy s0 necessary 
between the head and the hand, exist satisfactorily between a 
general who had issued such insulting proclamations against 
his old chief, and that chief whc was indebted to fortune alone 
for the return of his general ? 

AÏl was isolation or distrust around Napoleon, both as 
regarded his staff and his councils. ‘This year's absence had 
made sad havoc amongst his followers. His palace was in 
appearance no less a desert than his head quarters. No more 
private imtimacies, no more tried affections, no more bopes or 
fortunes to dispense, no more hearts! That of Josephine, the 
repudiated, though sull honoured wife, was broken br tbe 
blows of wiversity m 1814-—she died at Malmaison during the 
exile cf Elbe Marie-Louise and her son were the prisoners 
of Europe at Scbæœnbrunn ; while the Emperor's sisters, fallen 
from the thrones to which he had raised them, were wanderers 
in foreign lands. 

Hortensis Besuharnais, the deposed queen  AsanA 
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whom he loved like a daughter, with all the tender recollections 
of his happiest days, had, it was said, powerfully assistod his 
return ;: but she had immediately after retirod, lest the second 
fall of the Empire might overwhelm her whole house in its 
ruins. His ministers were some of them indifferent, and 
others bis secret enemies. Jn short, this second throne iso- 
lated him from his court, from his army, and from France, as 
from the Empire. He was front to front with hie destiny. 
Marshal Davoust, whom he had chosen for his minister of 
war, « man of rough frankness, of high capabilities, and of an 
upright heart, remained porsonally attached to him. He was 
one of those characters who do not prostrate themselves before 
, but who are stanch in adversity, He had often discon- 
tented the Emperor by his murmurs and his harsh admonitions 
in the last campaigns of Russis and Germany, but the 1oes of: 
favour bad not ériven him to ingratitude. Davoust had not 
been eraployed by the Bourbons in 1814. During Napoleon's 
Jast night at Paris he supplicated him, with the most earnest 
entreaties, to appoint him his major-general in place of Soult, 
* Soult,” he said to the Kmperur, ‘* has talents which I 
acknowledge and admire, in common with all military men. 
I do not suspect his fidelity to the new cause that he has em- 
braced, because it is now the cause of the country ; he is one 
of those men who change with events, without betraying the 
cause they embrace 80 long as it is that of their country. But 
the army, witness of his recent vicissitudes, and of his glow- 
ing demonstrations of love for the Bourbons, will se him with 
distrust, between them and you, opposed to the cause which he 
served yesterday, and which he may serve again to-morrow. ‘The 
suspicion of treason, the source of weakness and hesitation of 
armies, will hover at his aspect over the minds of generals and 
soldiers, and orders will be executed with less confidence which 
may be suspected of a double meaning ; distrust will produce dis- 
obedience or irresolution. I am, perhaps, less illustrious, but I 
shall appear more exclusively devoted to our cause and to that 
of the army. The troops all bear me good will for not having 
contributed to their humiliation, during your absence. The 
ministry of war is au important and superior post to that of 
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major-general. I am not afraid of descending from it to serve my 
country ; moreover, France is where you are. The ministry of 
war bas few duties to perform during the campaign, for France 
has nothing more to give; everything is in the field. Appoint 
Masséna to my place; an old man whose hand is benumbed 
with age. but whose name is popular at Paris, as a souvenir of 
our victories. Join to it the command in chief of the National 
Guards of the capital; Masséna will thus be answerable to 
you for the interior and for Paris, whifst your genius and my 
zeal will answer for the campaign and the frontiers ! ” 

The Emperor was touched, but inflexible; he trembled for 
Paris, and wished to leave there a representative sure and 
energetic, to counterbalance his enemies. Davoust remained 
in spite of himself. Soult was maintained in his post of 
major-general He commenced his functions by an order 
of the day to the army, a laudatory disavowal of the anti- 
Napoleon prociamations with which, a few weeks befvre, he 
had flattered the Bourbons and insulted the reign cf the 
Emperor ; whether it was that he despised those vain formulas 
with which courtiers are wont to salute by turns revolutions 
when accomplished, or that the servility so common to the 
epoch was sull more inveterate amongst military men than 
civilians.

Two plans of campaign offered themselves to the mind of 
the Emperor, as in 1814. To await the enemy in the heart of 
France, by strongis conceutrating the army around Paris ;:—0r 
to check him before he should have crossed the frontiers ; fight 
on a chosen battle-field, one or two of those armies which were 
spread over a vast circumference ; vanquish it ; cut it off from 
the other armies; return with all his disposable forces upon 
another body of the allied powers; meessure his strength 
again with nearly equal numbers with the enemy, thus isolated 
and disconcerted by the defeat of its auxiliaries ; then pass on 
to a third; break the union of all, damp their spirit, penetrate 
their weak points, drive back the conquered, offer truces, 
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XIV. 


Towards daybreak of the 12th of June, 1815, Napoleon 
quitted the palace of the Tuileries, never again to re-enter it, 
sprang into his travelling carriage, recommending once more 
to his confidants, union, Zeal, and energy, and proceeded, 
without stopping, as far as Avesnes, the extreme frontier of 
France and Belgium. He left behind him the anxieties, sus- 
picions. bickerings, infidelities, and treasons, with which he 
had been beset from the commencement of this self willed 
Empire, which was escaping from his hands in the interior, a 
doubtful assembly in the Chamber of Peers, a hostile one in 
the Chamber of Depaties, ministers either enemies or conspi- 
rators, an exhausted country, and a turbulent capital But he 
threw himself with confidence into the midst of his army, his 
real people, his true capital. It would give him back every- 
thing if it only gave him a victory. He reckoned upon this 
victory to unravel every difficult abroad, and to subdue all 
obstacles at home. He had summed up his thoughts the 
evening before in his reply to one of his intimates, who had 
counselled him to get rid of Fouché before his departure. “1 
am going to join the army,” he replied. “If I lose the game 
what good will the blood of this man do me? His execution 
will have no object; but if [ gam it, the courier that brings 
the news will be the bearer also of the order for his arrest and 
trial, and the public criers when announcing the following 
day in the streets the triumph of our arms, will acquaint the 
people at the same time with the condemnation and execution 
of Fouché, as «a traitor to his country. The news will be 
lost amidst the cries of victory ; not a soul will murmur at the 
event.” 

Thus he was not afraid to acknowledge that one of his 
ministers was more powerful than himself, in public opinion, 
and that this opinion protected against him his most danger- 
ous enemies. His dictatorship was nothing but a name; his 
government, since his return, was, in reality, only a triam- 
virate, in which the party of the Empire was already subordi- 
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convantion, and to be playing with denth euspanded 

word of the master, as be hud played with exeeution suspended 
at a gesture fr Iubespisrre. (Of all the ourvivors of that 
epuch he alone shuwed that he was not exhaustad, or woury vf 
temerity. L'hrown by his bold manœuvre, on thé ous bide 
between tyranny sceking to re-cbtablish itself, and liberty striving 
to rovive; and on the other, between Nagwleon, ready to macrifice 
the country to his interest, and France, which was not willing 
to dacritice itoelf taally for one nan; Mouché intimidated the 
Bmperur, Haitered the repullicans, ressoured Francs, held out, 
a signal to Europe, eucouraged Louis XV LIL, nogaciated with 
the foreign courts, corresponded by aigus and biuts with M. de 
L'alleyrand, and by his attitude kept all in suspeuss. À difficult 
and gigantic part, at once élevuted and low, but tremendous—and 
one to which history has not hitherto paid sufficient attention ; à 
part devoid of nublenese, but not of patriotion or mors) courage, 
in which à subject placed himself on à level with bis master, à 
minister above bis sovereign, an old pro-coneul of the Hieign of 
Terror above the hings whum he bad punished, and whus he 
Was going Lo recul while clajminug their gratitude : the arbiter 
of dis aiapire, of the liestoration, or of liberty, but arbiter 
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throagh dupliaitv! Such a part is not to be found in history, 
except amongst the eunuchs, masters of their masters under 
the lower empire at Byzantium, or amongst the mayors of the 
palace of the kings of the early French monarchy. The Car- 
dinal de Retz, m modern times, had sometlung of this genius of 
intrigue applied to affairs of state. But Fouché was a Cardinal 
de Retz of a more tragic cast, struggling with men and events 
more imposing than those of the Fronde, and moving throres, 
congresses, and empires with the same threads with which his 
prototype oniy moved factions. History, whilst condemning 
Fouché, cannot refuse to him, during this period of the ‘“ hundred 
days,” a boldness of attitude, a superiority in the management of 
parties, and a greatness in intrigue, which would place him in 
the rank of the first statesmen of his age, if modern history 
recognised real statesmen without dignity of character, and 
without virtue. 

Napoleon, who had stopped a few hours at Soissons and at 
Laon, to bestow a glance at the fortifications of these two cities, 
the eventual support of a retreat, arrived on the 15th at 
Avesnes, in the heart of his grand army. He found himself 
once more an Emperor amidst the acclamations of his soidiers. 

| ad 
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Navoiron was determined not to check tho onthuniasm which 
‘his prosanice ever crested in his camp, where his apposrance was 
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at all times a presage of a battle and a victors. He brought & 
his soldiers from Paris one of those * ertiers of the day” which 
he dictated beforehand to the prmcipel officers of his staff, and 
which constituted his dialogue with his army. No one better 


which his name. as it were, affixed the stamp of futurity. He 
also affected with superstitious care a coincidence between the 
day of his arrival at the army and the battles he intended to 
fight, with one of the anniversaries of those great actions 
which were the Iliad of his camp; as if desirous of invokimg 
fortune to Le farthful to herself, by givmg him one more vic- 
tory on the day she had already made him a conqueror. 

“ Soldiers!” thus began the order of the day, ‘this ïs 
the anniversars of Marengo and of Friedland, which twice de- 
cided the destiny of Europe. Then. as after Austerlitz, and after 
Wagram, we were too generous' We confided in the protes- 
tations and the oeths of the princes whom we suffered to remain 
upon their thrones: notwithstanding which. they have now 
coalesced among themselves. aiming at the independence and 
the most sacred rights of France : and: having commenced the 
most unjust of agyressions. Let us march, then, to meet 
them: Are we no longer the same men ? 

«+ Soldiers! At Jens, against these identical Prussians, who 
are now so arrogant, you were only one against three: At 
Montmirail, voa were only one against six ! 

“The Saxons. the Belgians. tbe Hanoverians, and the 
soliers of the confederation of the Rhme, bewail the neces- 
sity of lending their arms to the cause of princes who are the 
enemies of justice and the rights of nations. They know that 
this coalition is insatiable : and that after havmg devoured 
12,000,000 of Poles, 12.000.009 of Italians, 1,000,000 of 
Saxons. and 6.000,000 of Belgians, it will also devour the 
second class states of Germany. 

+ Fools that theyare’ À moment ef prosperity has biinded 
them: but the- oppression and humiliation of the French 
people are beyond their power. If they enter France, there 
they will find their tomb : 
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more resolute courage of despair. The generals and officers 
alone calculated the numbers of the enemy they were going 
to fight, but the soldiers tuok no account of them. They had 
forgotten 1819, 1418, and 1814; the name of the Emperor 
had blotted out those sinister recollections. They firmly 
belioved that exile had rendered him invincible. He was no 
longer in the eyes the man of Moscow, of Leipsic, and of 
Fontainebleau, but af Marengo and of Austerlitz. ‘They were 
quite certain of inscribing another immortal name in the cata- 
Jogne of the battles of tho Empire. 

But Napoleon missed the greatest of his generals to whom 
he had been long accustomed. Almost all his corps d'armée 
were commanded by generals, brave and illustrious, it is true, 
bat of the secund class ; and the names of their chiefs no 
longer fascinated the imaginations of the soldiers. Marshal 
Soult, it is true, was with the Emperor, but his name inspired the 
superior officers of the army with as much distrust as respect ; 
so much ha he been alterod by the Restoration. There were 
no Jonger any marshals at the heads of corps d'armée, with the 
exception of Grouchy, recently promoted : Napoleon felt this.

These troops, irritated at the long state of inaction in which 
they had been kept, dashed forward on these two heights, to 
support, rescue, and avenge their comrades. General Girard,

cended in the morning, charged the Prussian masses which 
covered Brie, broke into, dispersed, and overwhelmed them, 
and fell in the moment of victory, struck with two balls 
in the chest. His columns passed over his body by the impulse 
he had given them. 

Blucher himself, always more of a soldier than a general, 
saw his right wing shattered and decimated ; he hastily collected 
some squadrons of his cavairy of reserve, and dashed at the 
cuirassiers and dragoons of the guard. His horse struck by a 
ball in the flank fell and rolled over on his rider in a field of corn. 
The French squadrons returning at full speed upon the 
Prussians, galloped over him, amidst the clouds of smoke, as 
be lay amongst the bodies of men and horses which strewed 
the ground. Twice they passed and repassed the enemy's 
general, still entangled under his horse, without knowing him. 
One final charge of the Prussian dragoons delivered Blucher at 
last; he sprang upon the horse of one of his men, and rejoined 
bis reserve, twice a prisoner, and twice delivered by his good 
fortune. | 

Ligny was carried upon his other flank ; Brie outflanked 
him on the right ; and the French army, victorious everywhere 
in its wings, was now converging upon his centre. Blucher 
had lost the whole line of his fortified positions, and 20,000 
dead bodies of his army covered the acclivities and plain of 
Fleurus. Night was falling. He was cut off from Wellington 
at Quatre-Bras, by Ney’s army of 40,000 men. He therefore 
ordered a general retreat, and disappeared amidst the darkness. 
He halted two leagues from Ligny, at the village of Gembloux, 
where he met the army of Bulow, his colleague, just arrived 
from Liege, and which covered him during the nigbt. 

The Emperor victorious, but without any other fruit of 
his victory than the field of battle and the glory of a first 
success, slept at Ligny in the midst of his troops. Ney’s 
absence, the dread of venturing the grand anny against 
Blucher, and the mysterious corps d'armée which Vandamme 
had indicated to him in the evening, prevented him from 
pursuing, and from making a single prisoner. But the

His conduct before and durmg the battle of Liens evmeed the 
state af his mind If be had exercised at Quatre-Bras one 
half the foresight and firmness he had displaved in tbe retreat 
of tbe Beresma, tbere would probabir have been no Waterloo. 
Lègny would have begun and finishod one of the most decisive 
campaigns of the Emperor. 

We have seen that Ney, on approaching Quatre-Bres on 
the l4th. had written to tbe Empervr that be was actually 
there beîore he bad arrived; he had bivousced two leagues 
from Gusselies. Durmg this night, sc imprudentiy lost, 
19,006 Dutch and Belgians of the Prince af Oranges corps 
d'armée advanced under cover of the fvrest cf Nivelles, other- 
tion at Quatre-Bras, and thns forestalled the French. The 
folluwimg day at davbreak, the marshal crdered an stiack upon 
the approaches of ns position. the meeting of four great ruads, 
by which whole armies and tneir couvovs mught be distributed 
in different directions. The brigade commanded by General 
For, already 1lustrious in war, and ere long to be stiil more 
ilustnous m the tibune, mounted those beights with reæ- 
lotion ; but in proportion as Ners columns increased, and 
bscame more desperate m the atiack, the unaccountai.le resist- 
apce cf an enemr whxh the evening befcre numbered only 
1.500 men. and &,000 in the morning. became more formidable 
Ney himself engaged m suocessin one haif of his armv, that 
is to sav, about 25,000 combatants But still repulsed with 
fresh energr, these 25,000 men were constantiy driven back 
upon him The marshal at length discuvered, when too late, 
that be had lost eighieen decisive hours of a campaign, sherein 
bours created armies for his surprised but inexhaustille enemy. 
It was nuw evident to him that be was no longer strupgling 
with an outpost, but with an entire army, pourmg upon Quaire-

Wellington, while waiting the return of lis officers, and the 
resait of his orders. sat down pensivelv on the borders of the 
slope which descends from the forest to the chaussée of Namur, 
counting the minutes, and trembling lest the French masses 
spread out before his eyes should make that movement in 
advance, which would be their victors and his defest. Ney con- 
ünued moüonless Two long hours thus slipped away. The 
Enghsh general Picton s division, announced to Wellington by the 
arrival at full gallop cf an advance-picket of officers, emerged 
ai length from the forest at three o'clock. The Duke of Bruns- 
wick, at the head of his auxiliars corps, followed him, and after 
him came the Duke of Nassau. At four o clock 56,000 chosen 
men. infantrv, cavalrs, and arüllery, had already covered the 
poauon of Quatre-Bras, which the evening befvre was only 
defended by a single battalion, and that moming by 5,000 men 
oniv, whom Nes cvuld have made himself master o£ Had he 
done 59, he would two days later have saved France au army 
aud an empure.

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ox dead, upon the borders of the forest that rose above the plain. 
We shall soon see how many amongst them fell there rather 
than belie the resolution of their general.

Mocntmg lis horse agam after this reconnaissance, Wel- 
Hmgton despatched general upon general, and courier upon 
courier to accelerate the march of the troops he had sum- 
moned during the mght ‘They must not,” he repeated to ail, 
“ wait for one another, but march by regiments, by divisions, 
by troops even; battalion by battalion, compeny by company; 
the first ready, the nearest, and the bravest. They must not 
walk but run as to a fire! ” 

Wellington, while waiting the return of his officers, and the 
resuit of his orders sat down pensiveir on the borders of the 
slope which descends from the forest to ne chaussée of Namur, 
counting the minutes, and trembling lest the French masses 
spread oat before his eyes should make that movement in 
advance. which would be their victory and his defest. Ney con- 
tnoed motonliess. Two long hours thus slipped away. The 
Engtish general Picton s division. announced to Wellimgton by the 
arrival at full gallop of an advance-picket of officers, emerged 
at length from the forest at three o'clock. The Duke of Bruns- 
wick, at the head of his auxiliary corps, followed him, and after 
him came the Duke of Nassau. At four o clock 50,900 chosen 
men. infantry, cavairy, and artllery, had aiready covered the 
postion of Quatre-Bras, which the evening before was only 
defended by a singie battalion, and that moming by $,900 men 
onivr. whom Nes coul bave made himself master of Had he 
done s9, he would two ders laier have saved Frame an army 
and an empére.

rage, Ney lovkod incessantly towards E'rasnos, boping for the 
approach of the 20,000 sen of D'Erion, to whotn he sent 
order ujun order to hasten to join him. ‘l'he horizon continued 
vacant, und the day was wearing apare. 

Jabéduyère, whom he had sent luet of all to bear to D'Erlon 
orders to march upon Quatre.liras, arrivod on his mission 
about five o’elock, but D'Erlon was no longer at F'rasnes, having 
quittod the direction of Quatre-Hras at midday,and resuned the 
route to Ligny, ‘The maruhal st00d aghast and shook with rage, 
for bo could do nothing more unaided, Ilis infantry and 
cavairy, having both besn engagod and docimatsd for thrse 
hours just, were incapable of ronswing an aunault against an: 
ariny which was incrouing cvery instant. Fo had no other reyi- 
ments unbroken but two of cuirnssiors under Kellermann ; and 
thus were ncarcoly esvugh tu cover tho army, should the 
English advance their cuvulry into tho plain. ‘Theo batteries 
burried]y throwu up by Wellington at the other nide of the 
forest were incossaut}y vomiting forth grape aud rouud-shot upon 
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Key' defeut. 


his regiments : ‘“ You see those balls,” said he to Labédovère ; 
“ would to heaven thev had ail passed through my body !” Ths 
despair of the unfortunate marshal inspired him to «a final 
effort, hopeless 28 his own heart He galloped up to Keller- 
maux, and cried to him in a supplicating voice : ‘ One more 
effort, my dear general! Dash forward with your two regi- 
ments at the heart of the English army, and break it at any cost 
I will sapport voa with Pire, who is re-forming his regiments 
Tbe country requires it of you !” 

“Charge!” cried Kellermann without hesitation to his 
cuirassiers, and like a thunderbolt he dashed in upon the 
centre of the English armv, which he broke with irresistible 
furs, passiug through both lines, destroying the batteries, and 
penetrating as far as the fortified farm of Quatre-Bras. The 
walls and bedges of this post were lined with a reserve cf 
infantry, wbo poured in a close and heavy fire upon the 
cuirsssiers. Kellermann's borse was struck, and rolled over with 
his nder, covered with blocd He was immediately surrounded 
by the English, but delivered by a charge of cuirassiers. A 
French column of infantry, entering by the breach which 
Kellermann scavalry had made in the English lines, penetrated 
as far as Quatre-Bras, wben Wellington, from above, despatched 
Count d'Alten's division and the English guards to engage them 
These fresh and irresistible forces, drove back the French 
infautry. Ney succumbed to the impossible. Once more, how- 
ever, be sent General Delcombe in search of D'Erlon, resolved 
to make another effort on the arrival of that corps, which he 
supposed had missed its way.

This, however, was not the case. We have seen that on 
the morning of the day when the Emperor was preraring te 
atiack Blucher, be had sent Labéduvère to Marshal Ney with 
an order, written in pencil, to fall back upon Ligny, where it

Notsithstandmg his vigorous resistance to the assunlts ef 
Nes, Wellington was mx deceived as to the results of the 
double battle of Lignys. It mar be seen in his correspondenre 
with the Duke de Berrs. from the fie cf battle, that he did 
not exaggerate the saccess of the Emperor agamst the Prus- 
sans, but that neither did he dssemble k'5 own dangers cn 
the following dss. * We had vesterdar.” he wrote to the 
prince. whom he kept mformed of the slightest events, that 
be might acquaint his uncie Lours XVIIL with :hem. m time 
to provide for his own safety at Ghent : — we had yesterday a 
double and most sanguinars battle: on mv part. near the farm 
of Quatre-Bras. on that of the Prassians near Sombref. I had 
bat few troops with me. ami no cavalrs : nevertheless, | resisted 
and repuksed che enemy. The Prasians sutfered greativ. and 
reüred during the night: [ have therefore had to fall back 
myself to keep im line with them. I have been but frebly 
parsued. the Prussians not at all Buaiow and their fourth 
army of 30.000 men have rejomed them. I have now almost 
af my forces around me.

The Emperor who had returned to Fleurus did not 5.0 
upon his viczory. He was not deceived himself on the nature 
of his triumph, but took care 10 magnify it by his bulleums 
in the erves of France, and to forward to Paris exagyerated 
accounts of the annihilation of the Prussian armr. He fent 
the importance of striking the imagination of his enemies m 
the interkbr, and of awing the assembir of representatives 
with one of those viciories which had proved at all times nis 
best negciation with the perties of the Suite. He had re- 
covered his prestige. Paris, hitherto undecided, would sue- 
cumb, now as ever, 1 good fortune. He alone no longer 
believed wxh the faith wiüh which he wished to mspire ]us 

He compiained bitterir of Ney, whom he inwardiy accused 
of two errors; ürst with having dallied with the Engiish m 
the mornmg while they were still weak, and not bhavmg 
attscked them with all his streugth ull after be had given 
them whole hours to get into force at Quatre Bras; secondliy, 
with having recalled D’Erion at the moment that genersi, 
wich his 20,/N0 men, was in sight of Ligny, and was going to 
complete the vietory. 

He wavered dunng the whole of this night amidst the 
uncertainties of his double situation. Should he recall Ney 
to complete at Sombref the defcat of the Prussians? Or 
should he abandon the Prussisns to their fate, and rejoin 
Ney himself at Quatre-Bras to give battle there to the English ? 
He fised upon this last resolution, and sent orders to Ney to 
attack Wellington again at dayvbreak. He apprised him that 
a renforcement detached from h53 own army, and commanded 
by Count de Lobeu, comprising two divisions of infantry, 
the cuirassiers cf the guard, and the light cavairy, would 
join him by the road from Namur to Brussels, to support 
him in his attack These orders, transmitted in conse- 
quence from Fleurus w the different corps. reached troops 
harassed afier the recent action, horses jaded, and officers 
eb'iged to bear with the lessitude and the necessities 
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their troops. ‘They were therefore executd with difficult 
and délny. Precious hours were Jost. ‘The roads broken 
up bv ts rairs, the discouragement of some, and the negli- 
gence of others rendered slow and heavy the movements of 
these two armies, separated from each other by a long distance. 
The columns were not io marching vurder üll the middle of 
the dey 
XX. 


J'hs Emperor himself, still waiting for news from Ney to 
decide his movements, did not leave k‘leurus till late, in his 
campaign carriage, to visit the ghastly field of battle of Ligny. 
Arrived at Kt. Amand he mounted his horse and rods over 
the positions which had been cerried the evening before and 
were still occupied by thé troups who had conquered them. He 
was saluted by these troope with acclamations, which drowned 
the lamentations for the deud and the groans of the wounded,. 
He end his army embraced, us it were, in the joy of a first 
triumuh. 

He dismounted and sat pomme tiine on the knapsack 
of one of hun grenadiers, surrounded by the generuls and 
colouels of his uuurd, chutting fanliarly mith then on the 
exploits of the pust battle, an untcipatuons of the next. He 
himself seemed to devote this critical duy w uncertamty. Hé 
awated the return of thé detuchinents be had sent to Ney 
for un mount of that generals operations. These having 
arnived, and iforming him thut Ney, ut eleven o'clork, had 
not yet commenced the attack, ie Enperor understood that the 
murshul hésituted, as having too vall a force to grapplé with 
the united English army, and cume to un hnmediute decision, 
This was Lo attack the neurest eneiny, und trust to distance, 
to chance, or to fortune, to guurd apguinst the return of the 
Prussiuns. He dictatéd his orders W Soult, accordingly.

The grand aru,y, divided, us we huve seen, into three 
wings ut Churleroi, Was now confined two: one under the 
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Emperors own immediste orders, comprising the army ef 
Ney and that which had fought at Ligny : the other under ths 
command of Marshal Groucby: the first numbering about 
80,000 men, the second from 30.600 10 40.000, in zil 115,000 
warnors The Emperor, obliged to divide this army irto 
two seperate bodies which would lose sight of each other for a 
long time, calculated that $0,000 men, direcied bs his genius, 
inspired with his spirit, and animated bs his presence, would 
suffice to conquer Wellington s army, henceforth isolated from 
the Prusssans, and composed of auxiliary and incoherent troups, 
manv of which even, such as the Belgians, were unwillingly 
opposed to the French. He ordered Marshal Grouchy to follow 
the Prussians step by step in their retreat, to keep up with 
them, never to let them out of his sight, and to manœuvre 
between them and tbe grand army. so as to cover this army 
constants against the sudden return of Biuncher, and at the 
same time to retard as much as possible the junction of 1his 
general with the English arms. He was to direct his course 
upon Wavres. 

The incessant rain, the inundated roads, the care of the 
wounded, and the murmurs of the soidiers, the same causes, 
in short, which had obliged Ney and the Emperor himself to 
lose the morning of the 1lôth, retarded the movement of 
Grouchy. With diffcultr be led his cumbrous army towards 
Wavres, and only reached Gembloux, an imtermediate viilage 
a little to the right, at the cluse of the day. The Pras- 
sians, abandoned br the Emperor at St Amand on the one 
band, and s0 feebiy pursued by Groachy on the other, had thus 
turty hours to ralls, to concentrate, to repair their losses 
by the armv of Bujlow. to concert their movements with Wel- 
Hington, and to conceal their route from Grouchy and the 
Empercor. 

The 17th June, therefore, the day after a first victory. was 
entirely lost to the conquerors, and profitable only to the coe- 
quered. The elements themselves seemed to conspire with 
tbe esemys to rob the French of the fruits <f their victors. 
The plains were mundated by the moessant run of three deys 
The eaturated soil slipped from under the feet cf men enû 
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horses, The depressed and bazy clouds concesleë behind the 
undalations of the plains the movements ef the Prus. 





which commands the plain and the village of Waterloo, thus 
drawing near tu Jilucher, 80 that they would be able to aid each 
other in case of attack, and covering at the same time, though 
less efliciently, the road to Brussels. ut Wellington, to de- 
ceive Ney or to retard him, hud left the Karl of Uxbridge with 
e strong rear guard et Quatre-lires. Ney still beliering 
the whole army of Wellington to Le in this position, waited 
for a reinforcement to make the ettack ordered from Fleurus 
by the Emperor. He thus lust the opportunity of routing the 
flank of the English ermy by Hal, the event Wellington wes 
most apprehensive of, and of opening the road to Brussels for 
the Emperor. Lord Uxbridge only evacuated Quatre-Bras et 
the sight of the first columns of Napoleun. 

On approaching Quatre-Bras in the evening, the Emperor 
was astonished that instead of coming tw meet him Ney 
remained silent and motionless in the ridst of his forces.

army, wiich he believed to be still at Quatre-Bras, and thus 
depriving the Emperor of one third of his army, of which he 
would probably have oceasion to eope with Bincher. 

These explanations appeared to satisfy Napoleon. This 
was not the moment to deprive himself by sour and angry 
rebukes of the name, the heart, and the arm of Ney. The 
troops advanesd rapidiv on the track of the English, towards 
the forest of Soignies. The general of Hght cavairy, Sebervie, 
‘charged the English im the rear, at the head of the cavalry ef 
tbe gaard, and under the eye of Napoleon. This general, a re- 
prblicean in sentiment and habrts, like Foy and some other 
generals faithful to their origmal cause, forgot the predilee- 
tions of his youth upon the field of battle, im his love 
country and passion for glors, the common patrimony of all 
tolerated them on accoant of his services He followed cissely

Some French tirailleurs, ascending by the Emperor’s 
orders the acclivities which rise from the plain towards the 
first trees of the forest, a battery of fiftr pieces of cannon thun- 
dered sbove their hesds, and indicated to the Emperor that 
ho eversy had halted there 
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general ; the wearmess of both men and horses, drenched with 
rain, and draggied with mud for two dars past, amongst fields 
changed mto marshes by incessant showers ; the necessity for 
pattüing himself in more precise communication with the night 
wing of Grouchy, marching as chance directed behind the 
hills of Wavres : the want of repose and nourishment of the 
troope, harassed by marching and fighting ; and, above all, the 
mysteries of the forest of Soignies, concealing behind that 
screen of trees either a simple rearguard, or the entire 
English army—compelled the Emperor to restrain his im- 
patience, and to seek from the closimg day and from the night, 
the time, the thoughts, and the knowledge of events of which 
he stood in need, before he should risk his lest army and his 
finai fortune in a battle.

He fixed his head-quarters at the village of Planchenoït, 
in the centre of his position, an observatory admirably disposed 
by nature, and chosen by the coup d'œil of a consummate 
general, to command ail, to see all, and direct all on the field of 
battle, every part of which was overiooked by this village 
With «a single glance, the Emperor could inspect his own army; 
the plains and hillocks between Waterloo and Planchenoit, 
and, finally, all the eminences and the borders of the forest of 
Soignies, where the English army would have to manœuvre 
the following der. 

His ideas respecting Wellmgton and Bincher were con- 
fosed, and being in want of information. he had nothing but 
conjectures to build upon. He was inclmed, however, to 
tbmnk that Blacher, more vigorousis parsued by Grouchy than 
in reakty he was. would have placed the Dryle between that 
general and the remains of his retreating armr; that Wel- 
Lington, too weak to withstand the French army, and moreover 
of too prudent a character to leare anything to chance, would 
bave retired through the forest of Soignies, im the course of 
the evenmg and the night. to receive and strengthen Blucher 
in the neighbourhood of Brussels ; that consequentiz Geuxchy

the terrible responsibility of the fate of the whole army in the 
eyes of the nation and of the Emperor. 

Napoleon, in short, had to depend upon himself, in the 
midst of & staff to which he was not yet accustomed, either too 
young or too old, uew or worn out. Proper instruments were 
wanting.  Finally, he hud no rear to fall back upon, in 
the event of errvrs or reverses. ‘This army risked or de- 
stroyed, everything around him was lost, and himself also, 
He could only full back upon ruin. Su heavy a weight would 
crush the soul even of a hero. ‘To preserve full liberty of 
thought, and full power of mind, man must have a certain lati- 
tude of destiny to sustain him. This he no longer possessed, 
and it was his own fault. Ile had rashly incurred in quitting 
Elba one of those extremities which exceed human genius, 
and eveu the favours of fortune—a man against his own country 
and against Europe!

The formidable artillery which he possessed, 
by defending this unique route from position to position, 
must give to his army, even if vanquished, time to fall back, 
to re-form, and to join the Prussians at the opposite side of the 
forest. W'aterioo was, therefore, an admirable field of battle, 
at once offensive and defensive, for a general who never risked 
his fortune on a smgle throw of the dice. The event has 
demonstrated this; and it is to be regretted that Napoleon has 
not acknowledged it himself with a more disinterested feeling 
of glory, and that he has obstinatelÿ devoted his understanding 
to prove that his conqueror was unworthy of measunng himself 
with him. These are the liitlencesses of glory. Protestations 
do not alter events, or change historical personages. W'e should 
look our fortune m the face, as well when it is severe, as when 
st is cocmplaisant. Genius should do justice to genius, even in 
an adversary ; and defamation like this is not patriotism. It

The tsoops of Napoleon were bivouscked in the mud, and 
the artillery and eavairy could not manœuvre in the fields, they 
were so completely dremched. Day at length begas to break, 
and the elouds were partially dissipated by the mornisg breeze

In a few moments after, the entire French army, under 
arms. and divided mto eleven columns, debouched out of 1he 
gorges and beights wimch surrounded Planchenot, and deplored 
to take up their ground in front of the forest of Soignies.

enemv. Profound meditation bad inspired Napoleon with this 
plan m front cf supenor force.

The Duke of Wellington, whose reserves were scarcely 
visible on the eminences of the forest of Soignies, occupied. 
with his principal army, a long terrace bordering on the wood, 
and naturallr forüfied by an abrupt slope descending to the 
hollow high road of Charleroi. It fronted thus the village of 
Waterloo, which comprised about thirty farms and cottages, 
enclosed within high hedges, and screened by some of those 
lofty elms which in Flanders line the cultivated fields and pas- 
ture grounds in the vicinity of houses and hamliets. He occu- 
pied, and at the same time superintended from above, this 
village, which was the centre of his position. The Guards, a 
chosen bods of English troops, under the command of Sir 
George Cooke. formed a division of his army. The advantage 
of communication throughout the line was afforded by the 
solid road from Charleroi to Nivelles, which passed along under 
the terrace of Soignies, and thus formed a chain of connexion 
between his principal positions His right, composed of the 
first regiment of the Guards, commanded by General Mait- 
land, and thrown forward towards the Emperor, was covereal 
br the ravine of Braisne. His left was formed of the Cold- 
stream, and third regiment of Guards, under the orders af 
General Byng. and occupring an eminence which commande 
Ter-la-Haie. In front of his night ceatre. an old building, the 
romains of the castle of Hougoumont, with ns gardens eux- 
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le pusheg forward with his divisions to attak the onstig 
the advanced contre of tha English left, 
of Hougourmont were defended by n detachmant 
light infantry under the command of Colonal Masdonald 
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or Coldstresm Guards, commanded

The unequal and scattered fire cf the tirailleurs of both 
armes increased in Proportion as 1hev approached each other, 
and engaged in greater numbers TÎlus was nothmg more 
cumbatants. for as vet tbe cannon bad not begun to thunder.

The absence of this hero, the invineible solidity of tho 
English, the satoical CONSUUIOY of the Scotch, the successive 
scattering of the French charges, striking everywhere and 
penetrating nowhere, the weuriness of men and horses, after 
galloping and struggling for three hours, on broken and slippery 
ground, which exhausted the strenugth of the animals under a 
sununer au, the heat 6f which was doubled by the flame of the 
innumerable discharges and the breathing of men and bensts : 
finally Wellington’s reserved batteries, re-conquered by the Eng. 
lish arüllerymen after the retreat of the French squadrons, and 
pouring showers of grape upon them, had at length separated 
tho combatants, and drovo Ney and his army back once more 
upon the ridge of the terrace, which he had vainly clambered 
up. 
At this aspect of affnirs Napoleon no longer hesitated, and 
Ney's danger even carried himself into the battlo. Ho sum- 
moned General Petit with the Light infantry of his guard, con- 
fiding to him the care of covering his right towards Planchenoit ; 
and being for a while tranquil on this point, ho formed a column 
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wards his army, and ranging himself a little on the left, on the 
reverse of a hillock which sheltered him from the balls: 
“ Forward! forward ! ” he cried, animating ; his battalions with 
eye, voice, and gesture, as they passed on before him; while, 
with desperate enthusiasm, generals, officers, and soldiers eried 
out in turn, ‘ Vive l'Empereur!” as they rushed forward at 
full gallop, and exposed to the thundering fire of the batteries. 
Ney, his face blackened with powder, his clothes soiled 
and torn in the action, and an expression of joy and victory 
in his looks, hastened to meet the guard, and leading them 


ton’s 200 pieces of cannon, and the 300 pieces of the French 
army, which answered them from the highest elevations of La 
Belle Alliance, covered the army of Ney and of Napoleon with 
a canopy of balls, while they stormed the terrace under this 
tremendous fire. Just then an officer galloped up to announce 
to the Emperor that the Belgians and Germans who formed 
Wellington's left, towards St. Lambert, were falling back in dis- 
order towards Mont-Saint-Jean, followed by a cloud of smoke. 

*’Tis Grouchy! ‘tis Grouchy ! ” cried the Emperor. ‘ At 
last hes here, and we have won the victory! F1v,” he said 
to Labédoyère, who was on horseback by his side ; *‘ fly and 
announce this joyful news to the marshal and his troops ; it will 
reanimate their courage.” Labédovère galloped from battalion 
to battalion to where Ney stood, spreading everywhere the 
news of Grouchy's approach. ‘ Vive l'Empereur ! ” replied 
the soldiers ; ‘“ the day is ours’ ” as with fresh ardour they 
rushed up the acclivity amidst a storm of fire. 

The Emperors joy, however, was short and deceitful ; 
the sport of fortune, which flattered him to the last moment 
with the mirage of victor to make his defeat more bitter and 
more complete. It was not Grouchy, but Blucher himself who 
was at length debouching from the defiles of St. Lambert. 
Grouchy had vainiy endeavoured to engage him by an attack 
on his rear-guard on the side of Wavres. The old warrior. 
more daring than Grouchy, and through that boldness which is 
the genius of desperate cases, more fortunate, having beard the

While Wellington was thas giving utterance to the testament 
of his thoughts on this field of carnage, General Friant. rising 
up from among the wounded, approached the Emperor, still shel- 
tered by the rismg ground, and told him that eversthing was 
triumphant on the summit of the ridge, and that the advance of 
the old guard was only necessarr to finish all. This old guard, 
formed in column, flanked by battalions in square on the right 
and left, with a brigade as a rear-guard, was immediately formed, 
and marched slowly up the acclivity. followed by its artillery, 
to give a finishing stroke to the battle. These veteran soldiers, 
as confident in themselves ss in their general. calm, grave, col 
lected, ferocious in visage, silent as discipline, debouched in 
succession before the rising ground, which gave shelter to their 
Emperor and his brother Jerome, his aides-de-camp Drouot, 
Bernard, Labédovère. Bertrand, his grand marshal of the 
palace, and the principal officers of his militars court. Napo- 
leon encouraged them with a smile and a gesture, to which 
they replied by waving their fur caps, brandishing their arms, 
and shouting, “ Vive l'Empereur ! ” 

They were, however, astonished that in the very extremty 
and crisis of such a battle, Napoleon remained 50 far from the 
scene of action, sheltered from that death which so many 
thousand men were braving for him. Thev expected to sechim 
quit his shelter at a gallop, and throw himself into the midst 
of them as on former great occasions. The wounded by hun- 
dreds, sprinkling the hills with their blood. were constantly 
passing before him from the scene of carnage. The clash 
of the contending bettalions was heard above his head. His 
brother Jerome blushmg at hs own safe position while s0 
many lives were sacrificed for him, murmured in a low voice 
against this immobilitr of the Emperor. ‘“ Why does he delay 
in showing himself?” he said to Labédoyère: “ Will he ever 
have a nobler opportunity of conquering or dying?”’ Soom 
after being himself sent by the Emperor at the head af « 
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Discouragement of tbe French troops. 
arrival of the Prussians. The intelligence soon spread amongst 
the soldiers, already fatigued with a nine hours’ struggle, and 
disheartened by a resistance sach as they had never before met 
with in the whole course of their previous campaigns. Un- 
cheered by the presence of their Emperor, seeing the dar de- 
cline, and perceiving no other reward for their victorys over the 
English than fresh armies to pass through or to conquer behind 
them dunng the night. they anxiousiy expected every instant 
to be recalled by Napoleon, while they felt the ardour of the 
English redoubled by the certainty of being svon reinforced by 
the Prussians. The reserve of the English Life Guards, 
unül then held back as a last resource by Wellington, charged 
with all the energy and vigour of an army which has recruited 
ls powers under the united influence of hope and repose. 
Wellington himself, mounting his eighth horse, charged sword 
in hand, like a simple soldier, in the midst of his most gallant 
troops. Eleven out of twentv-two of his generals who com- 
manded in the morning under him were dead, and lying 
under their military cloaks bv the roadside of Brussels. 
The French troops now looked at and questioned each 
other in dismayr, exclaiming as they turned towards the 
side where they had left the Emperor: ‘ What is he wait- 
ing for? What does the man want? Is his genius totally 
eclipsed? Has he entirely lost his head?” When an army 
has reached a point like this, nothing but the person, the 
voice, amd the heroism of its chief can restore its confidence. 
Mormuring under fire is the certain presage of defeat. Na- 

poleon did not appear.

Wellington reappeared at the head of the 42nd light infantry 
and 95th Rüfles,* and charging the chasseurs of the Imperial 
Guard in flank, he broke and pursued them. puttiug them to the 
sword as they fled. This irresisuble charge of two fresh regr 
ments upon a broken and dispersed body oÙ troops was the

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safety in flight. Nobody commanded, and no one obeyed. 
Soult himself, abandoned by the armv, abandoned it in his turn 
to look after his own safety. The route to the Sambre was 
about to be imtercepted by Blucher. Every me saw this ; and 
the instimct of individual safety, the only feeling of an army 
which, on locing its cohesion, seems to have lost everything, 
drove every one pell-mell towards that river. 

Some bodies of the Imperial Guard still attempted a short 
and desperate resistance. The Prussien artillery broke their 
last squares in the plain, while Wellington's cavalry, rushing 
down upon them from the heights, sabred the scattered bands 
in all directions. Whole regiments flung away their arms and 
their knapescks ; the artillerymen cut the traces of their horses, 
and left their pieces in the ravines, and the soldiers of the 
wagyon-trains abandoned their vehicles, or made use of them 
to fly across the fields towards Charleroi. One regrment alone 
of the old guard, the 1st, commanded by General Cambronne, 
one of the commandants of the grenadiers of the Emperur’s 
guard at the Isle of Flba, still covered the flight of the army 
as a gallant rear-guard, against the Engitsh cavalry. Their file 
firing, retarded for a while two armi-s weary of fighting after 
a victory. The Prussians and the English pressed upon these 
two battalions on three sides, admirmg and pitying theïr use- 
less sacrifice. They suspended the fire of their light artillery, 
and the charges of their squadrons upon this block of heroes, 
and sent flags of truce to General Cambromme to propose te 
him to lay down his arms. The general, who had already 
received six sabre wounds in the retreat replied by one of 
those trivialities of sublime meaning, and cynic expression, 
well understood by the soldier, and which writers subsequentiy 
transform into phrases of historical display; puerile legends 
when heroism is in the deed and not in the word General 
Cambronne and his regiment refused all capitnlation and all 
pity from the enemy. He allowed their sokid squares to be 
destroyed by the cannon. They thus for a moment retarded 
the pursuit, an‘ gave time to the Emperor to make a passage 
for himself through the crowd towards the head of the army.

The Emperor ordered the guard to re-form square and 
spurred his horse to throw hmself into the midst of it  Soult, 
with more coolness, seized the bridle and held him beck, 
exclaiming, ‘ Ah! Sire, is not the enemy already fortunate 
enough?” Bertrand, Drouot, Flahaut, and Labédovère, con- 
jured Napoleon not to give up im hrs person the army and 
France itself to death or capavity. He yielded and renounced 
the heros death for the chances of a forlorn hope with his last 
bettalivns. His tomb was there, saïd Jerome. For him to hve 
was nothmg more than a forfeiture of everythmg. Men who 
die at the summit even of their reverses, leave behind them a 
prty which doubles their glory. Three times he had shown that 
he was not one of these—at Moscow. at Fontainebleau, and at 
Waterioo. He persisted in livmg and hopmg when it was glory 
to despair. St Helena awaited bim with its languors and its 
paltry vexations, to punish him for having evaded death. 

Cambronne fell, with all the soldiers of his regiment, under 
the grape-shot and the sabres of the enemry, to give a few 
minutes more freedom to the flight of Napoleon and im- 
mortality to the Imperial Guard. The English cavalry could 
only pass over the bodies of dead and wounded. The following 
day the pessant raised nothing but mutilated corpses from this 
field of death. It was the Thermopyiæ of the guard

Such was the battle of Waterloo, lost, not by the army, 
which was never more indefatigable, more devoted, and more 
brave, but by the commission of four faults : the tardiness of 
Ney on the evening of the 16th in eccupying Quatre-Bras; 
the indecision of Grouchy in not marching towards the can- 
non of the battle, and neglecting Wavres; the too great dis- 
tance left by Napoleon between his army and his right wing 
commanded by Grouchy; finally, and above all, the loss of 
seven hours of daylight by Napoleon, on the morning of the 18th, 
in front of Wellington, —fatal hours, which gave time to the 
Prussians to arrive on the field of battle, and to the French 
army a second ememy upon its flanks, before it had vanquished 
the first Of these four errors two must be ascribed to 
Napoleon’ s generals, and two to hireself,—none to the troops. 
Neither his genius nor his resolution are recognised in separat- 
ing himself from one third of his army, by an immense and 
unknown space on his right, without even verbal communica- 
bon with tus mng; nor when he hesitated till eleven o clock 
in the forenoon before he advanced to storm Mont-Saint- 
Jean, and to deprive Wellington of the hope of being joined 
by the Prussians, already in sight on the horizon, but still 
three hours’ march from the field of battle. He left Ney, 
balf a victor upon the reverse of Mont-Saint-Jean, to wait 
for three hours the mass of the army and the Imperial Guard, 
instead of profiing by the breach opened by the rmarshal m 
the English army, © buri upon it his centre and his reserve, 
and to sweep Wellington. scarcelv resisting, from the field, 
before Blucher should be im a position to prevent the defeat 
of the English.

This defeat left nothmg undecided in future events ; for 
victors had gives judgment The war Legan and ended in a 
single battle: for behind Napoleon there was no longer an 
armv, and behind the wreck cf this armv, fiying towards 
France. there was no longer a peuple.

His ancient impassibiliis of features End 
jiclded before the ragsdity and the vastness of his revesss. 
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The w sovercign had dinappeared, the: man revealed himself, and 
did not blush to show himself unequal to tho excess of his 
misfortune. This emotion did not degrade him in tho eyes 
of Maret, of Bertrand, and of his confidential intimaten. 
Nature in breaking out makes horself respected, even in her 
weuknesses. There was more real greatness in this adminsion 
of his humanity than in the hypocritical affectation of stoicinin 
of which he had made no long a parade; and which, white it 
hardened the countenance, did not mask the heart, but 
dentroyed all interest, and ropulsed all pity. ‘They were tho 
tears of Achilles.

Ho shut himself up for a moment with the same secretary 
who had gone to Elba four months beforo, to incite him to the 
conquest of the Empire, and to promise him tho onthusiasm 
of France, and the victory over Europe. These two men did 
not dure to avon to enchother their repentance. They pernisted 
in the straggle though enst down and disarmed. Napoleon 
rapiils dhetated two despatehes to his confidant, The first was 
nddressed to his conne of nonistersut Paris; à sort of bulletin 
full of reservations, of half confessions, of intentional con:

There was in this letter sincerits as well as tenderness. bis 
ordinarv stxle had been softened br misfortune. In conclud- 
mg, bowever. Napoleon endearoured. either m reality,or through 
artifice, to deceive himself. that he might impart the courage 
drawn from this self-delusion to his brother. | 

“ Perhaps all is not vet lost.” he said “ I suppose that on 
rallving mv forces I shall have 150.90 men left. The fedérés 
will farnish me with 100,000, and my depôts 50,000; I 
shall thus have 30,000 soldiers to oppose immediatelr to the 
evemy. Ï shall draw my artillers with private carriage horses ; 
I shall raise 100.000 ounscripts, and arm them with the muskets 
of royalists and cowards ; I shall raise im mass, Dauphinvy, the 
Lyonnese, Burgunds, Lorraine, and Champagne ; but I must 
be assisted and not worried. I am going to Laon, and shall 
doubtless find sume forces there. I have heard nothing of 
Groachy. 1{f he has not surrendered I may have in three days 
50.090 combatants in hand, with which I shall occupy the 
enemr. and give Paris and France time to do their duty. All 
may be yet retrieved! Write me word what impression this 
horrible disaster has produced in the Chamber. I suppose the 
deputies will be dulr impressed with their duty in these grave 
circumstances, and that ther will unite with me in saving 
France!  FPrepare them to second me in a becomimg 
manner !—" 

Then taking the pen from his secretary’s hand, he himself 
added at the bottom of this letter, ‘ Courage and firmness !

This letter was the final artifice of despair; prodigal of 
ifasion, to support a few hours longer the failure of-a party, 
or it was the delirium of self-delusion indulging itself in its 
final dreams to shun the vawning abves of realities. He spoke of 
300.000 men to be assembled in a few days at Paris, of 150.000 
men of his armv, of 100,000 fedérés, of 190,006 soung soldiers, 
of an artillers equipped and drawn ls private carriage horses, 
when he had not even a battalion to cover his halt at Charlexi. 


quishod ? It only remained for them to deliver him up. Thi 

extreme mensure of a levy en masse of the country, were it even 
possible in the actual disposition of peoples minds, and in 
the general disaffection of their hearts, would take months and. 
months to realise. He, a grent military administrator, knew 
this better than any one. He had not even three days. What 
then could he hope for? Nothing. He deceived himself, or he 
decoived others. The cannon of Waterloo had ived him of 
his greut knowledge of men and things.

Satisfied with having launched his thoughts and illusions 
bofore him to Paris, he threw himself, for the first time: since 
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Debberatios of tbe Emperor's stsff at Rocroy. 


the night of the 17th, upon a bed and slept During his short 
repose a carriage belonging to Marshal Soult, saved from the 
general pillage, was driven into Philippeville, which was already 
on the point of being assailed by the Prussians The Emperor 
was awakened, and hastened out cf the town, with a feeble 
escort of 200 infantry and cavairy of all arms, who had strag- 
gled in twos and threes into this fortified place after the battle, 
and united at the call of a few officers to protect the departure 
of their Emperor. Marshal Bertrand accompanied Napoleon 
in Marshal Soult's carriage. Two post chaises followed with 
the remamnder of his court and staff; Maret, Drouet, Dejean, 
Corbmeau, Flahaut, Labédoyère, M. de Canisr, his equerry, 
and M. de Bissi, his aide-de- camp. 

This almost faneral cortege stopped at Rocroy to refresh 
the horses, and to take some nourishment themselves. These 
courtiers and these officers, their faces pale with emotion, their 
eves reddened br tears and want of sleep, their clothes soiled 
with dust, gunpowder, and blood, mutualir presented to each 
otner the sinister image of the disaster ther had provoked 
in exciting the army against their countrv. Ther talked toge- 
ther at a short distance from the Emperor about the course he 
ought to pursue in this extremmtv, to repair or to conquer 
destiny. ‘“ The Emperor,” said Labédovère, who was more 
responsible than any of the others for the calamitous situation 
of affairs, «“ the Emperor, without a moments delar. should 
surprise Paris and the Assemblv by his presence, which will 
make eversthing vield before his firmness.

pushing down into an abyss, immediately that his vanished 
glory should deliver him over to their envy and their hatred. 
“ Everything is lost!” Fouché had insinuated to them ; ‘‘ the 
Emperor has no longer an army; think only of saving the 
country, and watching over liberty.” 

From this moment he himself opened private negociations 
with Lord Wellington, in order to be at once the inspirer of 
the anti-Bonapertist majority in the Chambers, the negociator 
of France with the man whom the victory of Waterloo had 
mode the arbiter of the conditions of Europe, the superintendent 
of Napoleon at the Elysée, and the all-powerful moderator 
of the council of ministers; a quadruple part managed by 
Fouché with a skill equal to the boldness which had led him 
to undertake it; and which, after having made him the plotter 
of the drama, made him also master of the dénouement, what- 
ever it might be. 

This part of high intrigue bordered at the same time upon 
tragedy by the personal dangers with which it was surrmunded. 
Fouché trifled thus alone, and with no other power than his 
own nature, with the vengeance of Napoleon, should the latter 
resume his courage for an hour; with the fury of the people, 
should they convict him of treason; with the resentment of 
the republicans of the Chamber, if they once perceived that 
he was sacrificing them to the Bourbons; and finally, with the 
ingratitude of the royalists themselves, if, after he should have 
given them back Paris and the throne, they should forget the 
benefit, and remember nothing but the regicide. No politician 
of modern times, not even Machiavelli, Retz, Shaftesbury, or 
Talleyrand, would have dared to spread, to tie, and to untie 80 
many snares, at the risk of bemg caught himself in his own 
net No one had to the same degree the necessary intrepidity 
to stake his own head, challenge the hatred, defy the suspicion, 
and brave death in machinations which were always suspended 
over him. He was supported, it must be admitted, not only 
by the pleasure of that superiority which enabled him to 
make « sport of thus playing with things and men, but also 
by the sentiment of rendering an immense service to his 


country, in snatching îit, by a more humane capitulation, from 
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Lafayette procerds te the Chambers. 
the discontents, the discouragements, the infidelities, and the 
ingratitude around him. He saw Carnot, and found him in- 
flexible im his resolution to save the country through the 
Emperor. Carnot's illusion was not that of a statesman ; a 
nation is never saved by the man who hes done it violence, 
who has ensiaved it, staked it for his own interest, upon a 
field of battle, and lost it: it is thus the finishing stroke is 
given toit; bat the illusion of Carnot was, at least, that of con- 
stancy. He saw Fouché, and found him fail of encouragement 
for the defection of the Chambers agamst a vanquished man, 
who could only attract the bitterest anrmosities of Europe, 
and the greatest calamities upon his country, without having 
henceforward the power of saving either that country or hise- 
self. Lafayette hastened to the Chamber and prepared hire- 
self to make the tocsin of his words resound in the ears of the 
republicans, in order to separate their cause from that of 
Napoleon. He there found himself m one common predis- 
poœition with Lanjuinais and Dupont de l'Eure, less ambitious 
of fame than of patriotism ; with young Dupin, commencing 
his political life with a lively eloquence, and a boldness com- 
mensurate with the emergency : with Manuel, Fouché's speai- 
ing trumpet, for a long time wavering, like his patron, between 
Bonapartism and Orleanism, a revulutionary restoration of the 
Bourbons, or the republic; with Sebestiani, a countryman, 
pupil and accomplice of Napoleon on the 18th Brumaire, a 
camp favourite of Napoleon s. afterwards discontented, irritated, 
fall of murmurs against his old benefactor, and of tenderness for 
the Boarbons ; a strong minded and politic man, speaking little, 
daring much, seeing justiv, going straghtiorward, and never 
recoiling : also with Jay, D'Argenson, Flaugergues ; with all 
the veterans of the revolution of "89, aspinng to find again an 
opportunity for lost freedom; and with ail the young men 
brought up under despotism, impatient to free their country 
from the regime of the sword, and their souls from servitude. 
These men formed, if not the majonitv, at least the thinking 
portion of the Chamber of Representatives ; the Bonapartists 
were but a small number. The grestest number was composed 
of new men, unknown until then, es they were umknewn afier- 
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Lafayetie's speech to the Chamber vf Representatiives.

wards in the councilsufthe nation: without credit in public opi- 
nion, who had protited by the opportunity of the 20th March, to 
canvass for popular candidateships in a political accident, from 
which men of serious minds had kept aloof. These men were 
unstoady and malleable by the power of eloquence, flexible to 
circumstances, without support either in themselves or in the 
country; equally ready to sustain the conqueror, as to desert 
the vanquished. The confused, precipitate and popular election 
from which they had issued, half Napoleonists and half revolu. 
tionists, left them at liberty to serve Napoleon even to madness 
or to rise in furious insurrection against him, under the appear. 
ance of republican spirit. Such an Assembly was eminentiy 
suited to the vicissitudes of the time, to the hand of Fouché, 
and to the posthumous popularity of Lafayette. Fit to serve, 
ft to betray, but, above all, fit to bend before every breath of 
war, of intrigue, and of emergency. 
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At the period of the Champ de Mai, Lafayette had already 
instigated Carnot and Fouché to avail themselves of this as- 
semblage of the people, of the National Guard, and of the army 
in the Champ-de-Mars, to stir up the city against the Emperor, 
and to hurl him from the Empire, even from the summit of 
the throne elevated for this ceremony. Carnot had refused 
from fidelity, Fouché from good sense. ‘The opportunity was 
more sure and more certain at the Elysée. It was from the 
suminit of the tribune, in affecting the courage of Brutus, and 
pointing out the vanquished Emperor, threatening the Assembly 
with his dictatorship, that Napoleon might be precipitated, 
despoiled of his glory, and separated from his army. 

Lafayette ascended the tribune. ‘he whole revolution 
scemed to ascend it with him, for the first time since 1789. His 
name was resonant, bis appeurance imposing ; linugination 
anticipated, and all eyes followed him. ‘Fall in stature, 
noble, pale, cold in aspect, with a reserved look, which appeared 
to veil mystérious thoughts; with few gestures, restrained 
aud carcssing: a weak voice without accent, more accus-

The austerity of his long volun- 
tary exile, his abetention from all complicity in the tyranny 
during the domination of his family, his patriotism, greater 
than his ambition, his return to Paris at the moment when the 
adversity of Napoleon reminded him that he was of the same 
blood, and when the dangers of the nation reminded him that 
be was a Frenchman; and finally, tho part (hat was assigned 
him, at once dramatie, antique, and touching: to plead at the 
same time for a crown that he had disdained, for a brother by 
whom he had ben proscribed, and for a country on the brink 
of destruction, imparted to Lucien inspiration, confidence, and 
passion, equal to the task. Plutarch has not a more tragic 
combination of events, of situation, of relationship, and of policy 
in the annals of historical families. Lucien, who had an in- 
stinct of antiquity and tho drama, felt this. Me devoted 
himself with pleasure, to the scone, to the tumults, and even 
to the poignards for his brother, ‘That day elevated him in 
bin choughts far above those accidental monarchs the satellites 
of his bouse.

Lucien, a witness of the applause which rang from every 
part of the Assembly at the hint of an abdication, or at the 
declaration of iorfeiture, found courage in despair, and con- 
fidence in his old experience of the fickleness of assemblies, 
which elevates and abeses them in the same hour from revoit 
into prostration. He rushed to the tribune. He invoked the 
sacred name of country ; he mingled it with that of the man 
who had ruined it; he reprosched France with desertion and 
ingratitude, and the French with not having done enough for 
the csuse of his brother. He appealed to the enthusiasm 
which bad crowned him a second time, to the oeths of the 
Champ de Mai; he invoked patriotism, and he depicted the 
national character as degraded by the cowardiy scquiescence of 
the nation in making the vanquished Napoleon the ransom of 
an ignominious capitulation, Loud murmurs and insulüung 
exclamatons were the onis replies to the reproaches of Lucien.

petrictism. ‘“ [ understand you,” replied the Emperor; “ Iam 
required to abdicate’ But have they calculated the con- 
sequences of my abdication ? Is it not around me and around 
my name that the armv concentrates itself? Will not my removal 
from it occasion its dissolution? If Î abdicate, in two dars 
more vou will have no army; that army does no: understand 
your subuilties. Îs it imagined that a few spee“hes from the 
tnbune «ill prevent the dispersion of the troops ? Had I been 
repulsed when Ï landed at Cannes I should have understood it, 
bat Î cannot comprehend why I should be abondoned now! It 
is not in presence of an enemry, at a few leagues distance from 
ns, that a government can be overturned with impunity. Do 
they think they can impose upon cannon with set phrases? If 
they had dragged me down a fortnight ago there would have 
been courage in the act: but Ï now form a portion of what 
Europe attacks, and therefore a portion of what France ought 
to defend. In giving me up she surrenders herself, she avows 
her weakness, and acknowledges herself vanquished. Itis no 
longer liberty that deposes me. but Waterloo !” 

Then assuming a more lofty tone, and like a negociator who 
exaggerates his conditions to obtain more favourable terms, 
feigning w have intentions which he did not dream of: ‘+ By 
what title, thea,” he added, -* does the Chamber demand of me 
my abdication? Where is its authority? My duty requires 
me to dissolve it.” 

He became animated. The multitude who were crowdimg 
round the terracés of the gardens of the Elvsée, fancying they 
saw in the gestures of their hero the resolution of appealing to 
his populanis and his patriotism against the Asseinbly and 
against the foreigner, redoubled their intermittent acclamations, 
as 1i{ to encourage him to be energetic. This multitude was 
principally composed of men whose appearance betokened indi- 
gence. ‘ You see there,” said the Emperor to Benjamin Con- 
stant, extending his hand towards these disinterested friends 
of his last hour, “it is not those that [| have loaderd with 
bunours and riches who now with hearts and eyes condole with 
me in my reverse.

the Prussians, returned to France by Namur, with 40,000 
men, and approaching Paris to join the remnants of Waterloo, 
rallied by Ney and Jerome ; the depôts of the Imperial Guard, 
proud of their name, and mcorruptible by all the etforts of the 
Chambers; 15.000 or 20,000 féderés, who could be armed 
even that very day, and mixed with the troops of the lime, if 
not to fight the enemy, at least to keep Paris under. It was 
esential, he said to Napoleon, to quit the Elysée immediately, 
an undecided balt in the eves of public opinion. between 
the empire and deposition, to instal himself m the Tuileries, 
con voke there the couneil of state and the ministers, repossess 
himself of the government, and adjourn the two Chambers. 
In them would again be found that obedience or that cowardice 
of assemblies, which are insolent towards those who humour, 
and servile to those who brave them. These counsels of 
Lucien appeared at length to rouse Napoleon from his mental 
prostration. It was feared by those around him that he would 
rise from it by a stroke of andacity. But already some of his 
oldest and most devoted friends, Regnault de Saint-Jean 
d'Angely. Thibeudeau. and even his brother Joseph, had 
adopted more moderate counsels and imperted undernand 
to Lafayette and the leaders of the Chamber, the wariike 
fluctuations of the Elysée. Joseph and his counsellors flat- 
tered themselves with a compromise between the worn-out 
ambition of Napoleon and the opposition of the Chambers; 
a compromise by which the Emperor should abdicate in 
favour of his son, and bestow upon Joseph the regency and 
the guardianship cf the King of Rome. They expected at 
this price to obtain peace from the allied powers, the sanction 
of the Chambers, and from France the abendonment of the 
Bourbons. Fouché and his confidants cajoled the most com- 
promised partisans of Napoleon in the Chambers and in ihe 
council with these illusions. and thus detached them from his 
cause, by saving in appearance the honour and the interests of 
the Napoleonist party. Manuel received the hint ot this 
diplomacy from Fouché. He undertook to lull to sleep with 
this bait the last pulsations of imperialism and militarr erergy 
in the Chamber and amongst the people. 
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Its reception br the Chamber. 


left the tribune amidst the clamours of the irritated Chamber. 
Le Grand, the voung representative of La Creuse, ascended 
It to enumerate the dangers of the country. Other clamours 
from the imperialist benches made him descend from it, and ac- 
cused him of spreading alarms. Another deputs proposed a 
declaration to the allied powers. to be borne br five diplomatic 
commissioners. and conceived in terms reassuring for the peace 
of Europe. Duchesne, representative of the Isère. wished to 
rend the veil. and spoke of Napoleon as the sole obstacle to 
the negociations. He was about to propose the abdication when 
Regnault de Saint-Jean d'Angelr, warned br Lanjuinais of the 
pecessitr of preventüng «a deposition br a voluntarv and more 
decent resignation of the throne, rushed to the tribune, inter- 
rupted the orator. and announced to the Chamter that before 
three hours had elapsed the Emperor would explain himself br 
a message conformable to the thoughts of all. 

The deputies were indignant at this delar, and contended 
for hours and minutes with him to whom ther had tegrudged 
neither France. the throne. nor the blood of the countrr. 

+ We have onlv one part to take.” cned Duchesne, who had 
remained in the tribune ; * this is to induce the Empervr, m 
the name of the salvation of the state. in the narce of the ex- 
pinng countrr. to declare his abdicauon ” ‘Yes ves.” cried 
man voices from all parts of the Assemblv. ** let him abdicate ! 
let him ahdicate ! if he wishes 10 avoid deposition :”  ** Wait,” 
said Lanjuinais : + the salvation of the countrr willbe found in 
the message that the Emperor is meditating:” -‘* The salva- 
tion of the countrs.” replied a stentorian voice, ‘is only to be 
found in abdication ‘"”  Lafavette, who saw that despotism was 
shaken. arose to give it a finishing stroke. * [f abdication tem- 
porises."”’ said he, ‘ I shall propose deposition ” He was greeted 
with a burst of applause. General Solignac, one of those men 
who like to preserve the decencr of national scenes, and to 
maintain the dignity even of the vanquished, opposed himself 
to this impatience of Lafavetie, and implored another hour. 
The Chamber seemed disposed to grant this respiie to fortune. 
Lafavette. Sebastian, Dupin. Duchesne. Lacoste, Girod de 
l'Ain, Roy, and Manuel, called loudir for ar instant decision. 
The hour, however, wes grantod with difitils, and de Sr

Fouché had already mountod the tribune, with the act of 
abdiention in his hand. Tho night of thin sheet of paper, 
wbich contuinod tho obediencs of the Fmperor to the Chamber 
and to the will of dentiny, produced a gencral calm. Jt was, 
thoroforo, ensy for Fouché to nvnil himself of the compassion 
which a great pooplo owo to a great man and to a great sacri- 
fice. The reading of the act was listened 10 in silence. ‘There 
aro words which softon in ons moment the anger of assemblages 
of mon. But thero aro mon als who come forward opportunely 
and with a cool foresight of possible retractions, in events, to 
convludo and verify thom by irravorable acts, fortune's Jegists, 
who reduco into laws tho drerees of fate—such on that day was 
M. Dupin. Ho rushed to the tribuno with a written deliter- 
ation in his hand, and, lost tho author of tho nbdication should 
oue day withdraw it, «s he had done that of Fontaineblean, 
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Prorudings cmequent thereapen. 
proposed the acceptance of this abdication by an authentie 
vote of the Chamber. m order that two parties, the nation and 
the Emperor, joining in the contract, the one could not with- 
draw from it without the consent of the other. M. Dupin, 
who was voung and a formalist, did not vet understand that rt 
is not the form. but victory or defeat which enfirms or revokes 
these abdications of empire. He demanded the appointment of 
a commission charged with the preparation of a new constitution, 
which shoald be sworu to by the prisce chosen by the people. 
This word. which mdicated the idea of another dynssty to the 
faitrful partisans of the Empire, excited murmurs to which the 
enemies of the Empire did not deem it necessary at this moment 
to reply. Circumstaners spoke and acted sufhcientiy rapid for 
them. 

Another representative, Mourgens. demanded that the 
throne should be declared vacant, and that the Assembly should 
derlar®e itself constituent. This called forth fresh murmurs 
amongst the adherents of the Fmperor's dynastr. One of 
these demanded that the article of the act of the Champ de Mai 
shoald be read, which excluded the Bourbons for ever from 
t-- ‘{ rone, that the nation might be made to blush for sueh a 
Fr: et disavowal of itself. Laenjuinais opposed the motion, om 
the pretext that the act was sufficientir known. 

Regnault de Saint-Jean d'Angely. recnvering his former el 
quence, often profaned by the servi:ity of adulatioc. melted the 
gailery occe more by « contrast between the greatness and the 
abasement of his masters fortune. Bv eloquent concessions 
he adroi:ly evaded the propositions of M. Dupm and of 
M. Mourgens, mereiy sdmitting onc-kalf of their decrees. The 
Chamber. satised with the conquest it had gained in an hour, 
voted, on the proposition cf Regnauit de Saint-Jean d'Angely, 
an adress of respectful gratrtwie t the Emperor. t be bome 
immediately to the Elysée by the president and his secretaries 
It also voted the nomination 9f a commission of five members, 
chosen from both Chem'#rs. W carrr on the gnvernment 
pr.visiooalis, and the eorËrmation m their functions of the 
iristers 0f Napoleon. The members of the commission of 
government were Carnot, Fouché, and General Grenier in the 
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despotisrn dhirty years to 
the taxta whloh he was proparing for them.  Ele 
Prosontinent of the power of nophistry upon nations He 
showed à gouiun for divining he aberrations of parties, He 
was great in his knowlodge of our littiencws, sublime jn his 
contenpt for humunity.
